Tlie chief spectacle ot the day was 
the trooping of colors ;it the Held mass 
ill tile morning. The battle flags of 
all tlie famous regiments of the Ilus- 
slan ;irniy Ijrouglit to I'oltava for the 
celebration, to tlie number of several 
hundred, were passed around the field, 
and after the service were carried be- 
fore tlie i'^mperor. Most of these con- 
sisted of but a few tatters. 

Prior to Ills departure, the Emperor 
spoke directly to the peasants and eld- 
ers of VA'J. districts of Poltava province 
and then presented $2,60a for the poor 
of Poltava.

Tile reading of this communication 
jfturleci a gem.-ral discussion on tlu; 
(juestioii Id' a tianscuntinental railway, 
and the opinion was expres.'jed that 
the league should only support an,\ 
scheme that would bcnellt Nanalmo 
and district. 

Ralph Smith M. P., took part In the 
discussion, and contended that any 
plan of a transcontinental line with 
Its terminus on Vancouver isl.ind 
would benefit Nanalmo. should the 
Canadian Northern oulld from Vic- 
toria to Barltley Sound or the Grand 
Trunk PaciHo build to the weat coast, 
tho C. P. R. would be forced to piit 
on a fast line of steamers from Van- 
couver to Nanalmo, and connect by 
rail with the west coast In order to 
compete with the rival railroads for 
the Drieiital trade, lie >vouId support 
I the i-esidiition to act with the general 
league in the niattt'r of a transcon- 
lineniiil, for in so doing ho could see 
notiilng init benelit for tho city. 

iAIayor Hodgson tliought It time the 
governinenc gave sonic assistance to 
a transcontinental line h.'iving its 
tei'minu.s on Vancouver island. The 
Island had done onoiigli for railways 
liaxdng tlielr termljiis in Vancmiver 
or other iioints on the mainland, and 
he tliought it time for a change. 

.Mr. .Smith remarked that one big 
taii.'^o of. tile lack of rallwa.\- develop- 
nii'iit on the island was the fact that 
two million acre.i of the best land 
nil the Island was o'A'iied by one com- 
liany. It was given awa.\- b.\' the peo- 
lile of this district. So long as this 
condition continues there would be 
no compctitlun, and tho soo(Jcr this 
land wan returned w tho people or 



opened for settlement the better for 
the island, v. il'he. province had a chance 
to purchase ;jthls.;?ianfl, remarked Mr. 
Smith, -when ' 'sevoraP-years ago Mr. 
Dunsmulr olTerod his railway and 
lands to the provinoial-governmont for 
$1,000,000, and yet the Kovernnient 
turned down such e. .proposition. 

On motion, a coniiulttcc consisting 
of Capt. Yates, AliL Cavalsky and 
C. H. Beevor-Potts wag appointed to 
reply to tho communication from the 
genccul league a;hil furnish the data 
asked for. 

Double Mali Service 

Mr. Smith also discussed tho ques- 
tion ' of a double mail service witli 
Victoria which had been asked for 
by 'the league a short time ago, and 
stated the obstacle iu the way for 
some time was the fact of there being 
no double train service. lie bad im- 
pressed upon the Victoria Board of 
'i'rade to use its efforts in securing a 
double train service lii'st, for the go\-- 
enunent could not Institute a double 
mail service until there were I'acilltles 
to handle the mail, lii coneUidliig Ids 
remarks on the fiiiestlon Mr. Hmilh 
recommended the league to communi- 
cate with the C. P. K. on ilie tiuestion 
and ask the company if it would 
oiierale a double train service tho year 
round provided a double mall service 
was granted. 

On niotioii of Jlr. Potts the secre- 
tary was iiistnieted to communicate 
witli the general league infoi'mlng that 
body that lir Mr. Smith's opinion a 
double nmll • Sei'vlce could bo secured 
provided a doubio train service ^\as 
instituted, and request tho league to 
ask the officials of the C. P. R. it they 
would put on a double train service 
with such Inducement. 

The questions of dredging the har- 
bor. Increased post otliie facilities, 
etc., were discussed by .Mr. .Sinitli (a 
full report of wliidi aiipear., in an- 
other column) after whieli mi motion 
of Mr. Potts, seconded by .Mr. .7. M. 
lUchardson, a vote of thanks was 
tendered -Mr. Smith for his untiring 
efforts on behalf of the city and dis- 
trict. Tho motlbn carried unanimous- 
ly after which the meeting ad journed.

The following notice of motion to 
cmne before the cuuncil on iMonday 
night, has boon posted at the city hall 
by .Mayor Hall, who is iiresideiit of 
the ii " C. Agricultural .\ssociallon : 
"Whereas, the B. C. Agricultural As- 
sociation, being the tenants on sut- 
france of the agrhuiltural fair grounds, 
have permitted tho u.se of the grounds 
for continuous daily racing for sixty 
days, of which about thirty have ex- 
pired; this exceed.s the originally coii- 
lemiilated programme; and wlu-reas, 
the continuation of the dally racing 
in the present mode with the attend- 
ant reprehensible' and growing prac- 
tice of extepaive betting is Inimical 
to tho welfare, of the. city; therefore, 
be It resolved- that the council do take 
steps to terminate the? occupation <u 
the B. C. Agricultural grounds by the 
present occupants."

Pratt's influence with the men aro'Xid 
the wtitcrfront, the cngineor forces of 



the I^ew England Fish Icompany's; boats 
the Kingfisher and Manhattan, plan to 
quit .work'.tonlgn^?;';'ig>ji0t'-'-, 
• It will probably' be- riqcessary for tho; 
company to bring Injunction proceed-, 
Ings again-it the union organizer to 
force him to de.slst In his alleged on- 
deavor.s to obstruct the (lulot operation 
of the fishing limits, for the police know 
of no regulation under which they 
can proceed against Pratt. 

Mr. Hager said this morning that 
things have come to a. si-rious pass,

Mr. /Hager states "that 
the strike was causea;Jnot from any 
real grievance of the flsliermen but 
from the fact that the company re- ■ 
fused to discharge at the demand of 
Mr. Pratt, one of its star fisliermen," 
who had been In it.s employ for fif- 
teen years, and who had refused to 
Join the union on lielng told that he 
must pay baci; dues of several months.

Also Defeats San Diego 
Fours and Singles at Seat- 
tie Regatta; vrv^^.;' 



Seattle, July 10.— Breaking all pre- 
vious records, and rowing to victory 
In four events of tho day, tho Vancou- 
ver racing club crowned their day of 
triumph by wlnninB ■ the^^fouVoai^a 
contest 4n 'brie of th<5 prettiest races 
ever witnessed on Lake .Washington; 
The time, 7:49 2-5,' made by. the Can.- 
adlan four. Is tho best ever made on 
the Pacific coast by any amateur or- 
guni:iatlon. Portland and Victoria 
both jHit up a strong light for llrst 
■honors, but the even rowing and toll- 
ing strokes of the Vancauvcr men 
pushed them over the line at lea.st 
seven lengths ahead at tho linish. 
Portland was more skillful in tho 
doubles, and claimed a h.'ird-fought 
^■lctory from Vancouver, who, with 
Laing. easily won the singles from 
Des Brisay, of Nelson. Vancouver 
had little trouble hi winning from San 
Diego In both the singles and fours. 

'I'^he day was anything but an ideal 
one, and It looked for a time as if the 
races would have to be postponed un 
til next Monday. '{he rain ceased, 
however, about 3:30 o'clock, and tho 
wind dying down a trifle, the condl 
tions' In Union Bay were suitable 
enough for the races. 

The men were In fine fettle, and ail 
ready, with the exception of Dea 
Brisay, who delayed the singles nearly 
half an hour. 

Laing and Des Brisay. 

Notwithstanding the inclemency of 
the weather, a good crowd gathered at 
places of vantage along tlie shore and 
boathouses to witness the senior events. 
At about four o'clock Starter Dan 
O'Sulllvan called for the singles, and 
Laing and Des Brisay responded. 

When the signal for tho start was 
given, Des Brisay, for Nelson, caught 
the water, first putting his shell along 
well Into the course. Laing was not 
slow to start, and acting upon the re- 
peated .suggestions of his followers, 
headed well out into tho lake. When 
well out on the course, both scullers 
were stroking about '11, with Laing 
heading farther out into the course, 
stroke by stroke. "\\"hen about one- 
third of tile course had been gone over, 
a lake steamer ploughing tlirough sent 
her wash broadside against thO"Nelson 
l)oat, which caused Des Brisay to oatch 
a crabj and .. delay ed,i .hlm.,(jieveral 
seconds. Seizing this opportunity' 'for 
a lead. Laing Increased his stroke, to 
about, 29, and making the. distance be- 
tween himself and his rival a matt'er 
of boat lengths. Des Brisay, evidently 
flustered by the turn affairs had taken, 
steered his boat away out of tho course, 
making it an easy matter tor Laing to 
win. 

Laing pulled a long, slow oar. which 
dropped to about 21 strokes as he ncar- 
ed the finishing lliic on the extreme 
outside of the coarse. Des Brisay, with 
a quick, jerky stroke, Increased 'his 
'Stroke afcach'sccond. and had he been 
nearer to- Laing, who hugged the out- 
side course well, he would have made 
victory a matterof feet or inches. Laing 
with a final spurt near tlie end. coacli- 
ed on by a boatload of Vancouver con- 
tingent following clo.se in his wake, 
finished a good ten boat lengths ahead 
of the. Nelson man, making the course 
in !):r)6 flat. 

After the race. Dos- Brisay expressed 
himself as not in favor of the way the 
Hnish flags were, laid out, and the Nel- 
son contingent stated th'at they would 
not enter in any 'qf the events until 
the course was fixed."' Tho Judges end- 
ed the argument by stating that the 
course was laid out properly. 

The race between Laing and Des- 
Brisay was known to he one for blood, 
as Laing won from DesBrisav Xwn 
rears ago, and the latter n-clainied 
the chamnioi .shlo last year, pnttincr 
It r.p to L'-iing to win, which he did 
today. 

Strugflle of the Foorc. 
The fours were next called to the 
line, and the three brawny crews, 
bare Of chest and dripping with rain, 
which was coming down in a steady 
drizzle, rowed up to the starting line. 
James Bay took number one place on 
the course, with Portland in the cen- 
tre and Vancouver well to the out- 
side.- At the fi6und.-bf^.'the gun Van- 
couver t6oRv4h53"'w4tSr -'.ifirst, using 3« 
strokes to . tlio riitpute, while Port- 
land, with 37 strokes followed a close 
second, with James Bay bringing up 
in the rear. 

.■\ prettier race than that put up hy 
these three crews has never been 
seen in either amate\n' or profes- 
sional events on Lake ^VaKhlnKton. 
Tho Vancouver men. strong of arm 
and pulling In easy unison, their 
musclOB swelling out like iron hanas 
at every stroke, gave the spectators 
an exhibition they will long rcniom- 
Der. At the half Vancouver had 
maintained .a, .good lead, having fol- 
low'ed the hunch Oi their single scul- 
ler by pulling well to the outside of 
the course. Portland And James Bay. 
nose and nose, tugged away like tho 
yoiing giants they are, for second 
■jilaco. For several minutes neither 
gained an Inch, and the siiectators 
following In boats yelled like mad 
men, but none nredicted which crew 
would puir ahead at tl-.c finish. When 
Portland increased a strolce, J.'imes 
Bay did likewise, and brilj a great 
misfortune on tho course kept tlio two 
crows from giving what would surely 
have been the most t!xcltlng finish of 
the regatta. 'When within 15 boht 
lengths of the flnish James Bays' 
number '1 oarsman caught his oar on 
a pile, which the bow failed to ncj- 
flice, and tho unfortunate o.arHinan 
fell hack in tho boat, delaying the 
crow and giving Portland a ch.anco 
to spurt ahead. Game to tho core, tho 
.Tanica Bay four, after picking up 
their fallen one rowed away like 
demons, and had Portland not taken 
advantage of the ml.'jfortuno and 
crowed witli might and main, the race 
>vpuld stlJll'have fteen ft matter 'of dld- 
cii.Hslon among the Judges, 

Vancouver Mad Secured an excellent 
lead, and.wfl;s rowing with tho same 
evenness of stroke and riuality of 
brawn which marked their start. Once 
or twice near the end of the course 
the Portlands again rowing a little 
rugged, and the James Bay men pulled 
slowly ppon them, At " tho flnlsii, 
wh'ch wa.s reached amid the wild hur- 
rahs of the spectators and tho tooting 
of laui>ch whittles, the Vancouver 
crew crossed the lino uy at least seven 
lengths ahead, with Portland second, 
■Just two lengths ahead of James Bay 
The. time, 7:49- 2-S, was compared 
with other records and found to hive 
shattered them to bits. 

The Vancouver champions showed 
that they were good for at ICiist a, 
mile more by rowing quickly hack 
along the course to the boathouse. '

Despite the hard work of 
the Vancouver men, the Portland 
crew, with Gloss pulling an excellent 
bow oar, forged ahead foot by foot un- 
til the end, when they finished tiirei 
lengths ahead of the Vancouver crew 
making the course in S.23 2-,'), con- 
ceded to be tho best time ever mada 
on the course, iij a double event. 
Vancouver deats San Diego 

After a' little ddloy, the San Dlog<i 
crew, which woronhlllcd to race the 
winners of the fours" and singles, came 
up to tlie lino in their four-oar shell, 
cariying a diminutive co-.iwaln. The 
fact that tlicy carried the little man 
in i-ho roar gave them an advantage of 
.SO seconds handicap on ,tlie v^tarL 
While It looked like San Diego's race 
for lialf the course, still the A'ancou- 
ver four, with that same easy measur- 
ed stroke that characterized their ex- 
cellent work against Portland and 
James Bay, were not slow to come u|) 
with their rivals. Experience teach- 
ing them the best course to talte, tlio 
Vancouver four headed well out, and 
when the third of tho course hiul been 
eaten up, thfly were over a length 
ahead of the San Diego four.

Vancouver men got well 
into tho lead, and the flnlah saw the 
San Diego men plowing along nearly 
five boat lengths behind. The time 
in this race was 8:15 flat. 

Laing's Endurance 

-As a lest of endurance, Laing of 
Vancouver certainly demonstrated th.-it 
he was no slougli. Having rowed onco 
before in the .singles and once in the 
doubles, the husky Briton was again 
clearly able to stack up against San 
Diego in the single sculling contest. He 
rc-sponded with a smile and eagerness 
tlvat showed he was. not all ln. The 
San Dlcgo man, fresher by three races, 
caught the water first, but unfortun- 
ately took an Inside course." Laing, on 
the other hand, shot his frali craft well 
to the outside again, and rowing with 
long even strokes, led a straight 
course for the finlshingr line and fin- 
ished ten boat lengths ahead of the 
San Diego sculler, who, game to tho 
core, fought along the course working 
under great stress.

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UNREST IN THE NORTH 

i Assurances were received from 
Northern British Columbia lOnly. a 
■week ago to the effect that tho unrest, 
which had prevailed anions the In- 
dians was at an end. Recent reports 
throu- doubt upon tliia assurance, and 
we i-un only express Uie hope that the 
dlaijuletlng story told by the Rev. A. 
£3. Green has^ reference to conditions 
as Wfey ''weire rather thaw to those now 
existing. .Mr. Green thinks that any 
abateniont oC the rcstlossnoss may bo 
due to the unwillingness of the In- 
dians to precipitate hostilities during 
the summer, when they can be reach- 
ed by an outside force. The sugges- 
tion has been made thiii :i detacli- 
ment o£ the aiountod Police should bu 
sent to the scene of trouble, and per- 
haps such a course would be advis- 
able, If a satisfactory nrrangcnient Is 
not reached. Tho provincial govorn- 
mont is charged with the duty of pre- 
serving tho peace and administering 
justice in the province, but the In- 
dians are the wards of the Dominion 
government, so that hoth authorities 
might properly combine in preserving 
t!ie peace. As every one knows the 
Royal .Mounted Police havn had ex- 
ceptional experience -in work with In- 
ci'ians. We are strongly of the opin- 
ion that a determined effort .should be 
made to capture Gun-a-noot. A 
gentleman, who knows tho Xorthern 
"Indians well, says that tho fact that 
^hls man has been able so far suc- 
cossfully to defy the authorities, has 
produced an exceedingly^ unfavorable 
elTcct upon the Indians.' whereas his 
prompt cajtture, trial and punishment 
would produce a very salutary effect. 

{ BLAIVIING THE COMET 

When it rains all day in July the 
poopld of Victoria are prepared tcf-.put 
the blame iaViuosf anywhere, and when 
they learn that Mr. Edw4n- Fairfax 
NUlty, whoso native l4ir. Is Boston, 
and who says that the city of beans 
and cultuiu will have a Knosvstorm 
this month, a'ttrlbutes aill the meteoro- 
logical vagirles of^ihese 'day's' to that 
nilschlevous comet, which Is dodging 
around the Solar System, they will bo 
disposed to accept the explanation. To 
a, layman the dlfllculty about accepting 
ttie comet as an explanation for any- 
thing in the weather . line- Is. that at 
this particular date nil sorts' and con- 
ditions of weather are being exper- 
ienced in the same latitude or there- 
abouts. Thus wblle It is cool enough 
hero in the evening for a light over- 
coat, in -Chicago' and New Yorlt peo- 
ple are dying from the heat. We quote 
Professor Nulty: 

; The coma llglit from this comet has 
for weeks surrounded the entire earth, 
'but not so strops as it wHl be likely 
to do durinir the coming m'onth. Soon 
this burst of radiant,?, flashing through 
the atmosphere of the earth at its full- 
est strength, owlns u> the fact tliat It 
arrives at an :iiip;lc with tin- .sunlight, 
will cause a sudden and perhai).s -.(.ry 
Startling disturbance in our meteoro- 
logical conditions. 

Tho crossing of those two off iilgencoa 
in tile atinoHjihere will be hnmodinteiy 
followed by a tremendous drop in tho 
tliermonioters; the air, so lie;ivy with 
iiioistiire. suddenly turned from hot to 
a. eliiU, will become lilbv] with drivhii; 
lla.kes of fro'/ei! nioisture or snow — 
people will witness the i-arity of snow- 
storm in July. 

The comet referred to was discov- 
ered about a month ago, since which 
time it has gone around tho sun and Is 
on Its way to outer space. At present 
it is in tho constellation Orion, but It 
Is peculiar in tho fact that its iniclous 
caft only occasionally he made out. 
Two or three weeks ago tho planet 
Mars presented a bluish appearance 
and the unusual color was attributed 
to the Coma light, but night before last 
Mars was as ruddy as ever. 

THE FIELD FOR YOUTH 

One of the speakers at the Epworth 
I..oaguo Convention In .Scattl(t com- 
plained or tile audience. Me saUl 
there were too many grey heads In It. 
iWhen the Epworth League was first 
organized tho idea was that it should 
ho an organization of Methodist youiig 
people, and presumably most of those 
grcy-haircd pcoi)le, who were in the 
Seattle audience, Jomed tho body 
when thoy wore young In point of 
years. One of tho"hardest things to 
admit in this world is that we are 
growing old. Wo may say we lire, but 
in our liearts there dwell.s ;in abiding 
beiiof that we are yet young; therb- 
foro It is very .hard fori a man .to ad- 
mit that tho time has como^ when he 
should give place to his juniors. lie 
realizes if ho has kept Ills heultli fairly 
good and his mind well informed, that 
he Is/ Intellectually at his best ^ at a 
])orlod of life which in . others ho re- 
gard.s as at least past middle ago, and 
lie Is loth to retire from tho activities 
In which Ik; was engaged when his 
years were a good deal sliort of two 
score, and so he continues' ti} liU a 



place, which In his own youth ho was 
convinced only a young man ought to 
occupy. In business life men fre- 
quently give place to their juniors; In 
religious and public life they 
often "lag superfluous on tho 
stage," where at one time they played 
an excellent and progressive parL We 
dp, not . know thqt any remedy can bo 
suggested or Is even desirable; but 
wo do know that If young men would 
enter more actively Into the general 
life of the community, their elders 
would gladly welcome thepi and 
gradually makfe way for'them. 

The West is a Held where youth 
ought to command a premium. It is a 
place where things have to bo done. 
Look out abrofe'd"6ver British Colum- 
bia and see what a scope for wcll- 
dlroctod effort' it presents. ■ Almost 
everything necessary to realize tlin 
groat advantages of our geographical 
l)osltion and natural resources is yet 
to be accomplished. As Mr. McBrlde 
said to the Board of Trade, we are all 
yet only pioneers, only pathfinders In 
a land that is largely undiscovered. 
Those who have passed middle age, 
may reasonably hope to see much 
achieved, but the utmost they can 
realize will be small in comparison 
with what the young men of the land 
may with conlldcnce hope to see it at- 
tain to. Surely If there- Is a place, 
'Where a young man can put forth hia 
best efforts with reasonable certainty 
of a successful result, it Is here. Wo 
aro not now thinking about making 
money or building up a business. So 
far as we know the young men of tho 
coimtry are doing their duty In this 
regard, as a rule. What wo have In 
mind Is that the aggressiveness and 
optimism of >t)Uth are not suftlciently 
in evidence in determining the policy 
of the community, politically or other- 
wise. It is regrettable, for example, 
how very few young men of Victoria 
take any i)art whatever in public ('Is- 
cussions, and we frequently hear 1 jni 
them In conversations expressions of 
pessimism and indifference to be ex- 
pected only from grey-haired misan- 
thropes. Yestordnr morning three 
men under ioriy sat in a street car 
talking about Victoria. Everything 
about it was wrong; everybody was 
trying to keep the city back. One of 
them ran over a list of towns where 
in his opinion, everything was man- 
aged a hundred times bettor than 
hero, and his companions agreed with 
him. Yet not one of them probably 
i over participated In a public effort of 
any kind whatever to bring about an 
improved condition of things. If these 
lines arc read by any .young man, who 
has hitherto abstained, for one reason 
or another, from taking part in public 
affairs, we say to him that, no matter 
what his posyion in life ipay bo, hp 
has just as ritich rhjht to 'a voice in 
the 'devoloprnenc "of 'u sound and pro- 
gressive public sentiment as any other 
member of the commxinlty, no matter 
how exalted, wealthy or Influential he 
may be, and It Is his duty to himself 
and tho community to give the jiublic 
tho b(>netit of his views. And mo.^t as- 
suredly no young man Is justined In 
cultivating pessimism and cynicism.

THE TURKS 

Some one, who has boon delving into 
the history of the Turks, claims that 
they descended from Japhet, who was 
son of Noah. Japhet's wife had a 
son born to her in tho Ark. and she 
called him Turk. Ho grew to manhood 
and had two sons, Tatar and Mogul, 
from whom are descended the two 
great Asiatic races. Tho two families 
did not agree on many points 
except In a readiness to quarrel and 
make up, and from earliest days there 
has boon constant strife biHween tliom. 
Tho Turks were more warlike than 
their cousins and when the Great Wall 
of China was built they v/ere assigned 
to the special duty of defending it, a 
■statement which does not coincldo 
with the ordinarily accepted explana- 
tion of tho construction of tho wall, 
which most writers have said was built 
as a defence of China against them. 
Thoy regarded It as the duty of every 
man to die fighting his enemies, If he 
could, as that was the only sure way 
of gaining a reward in a life to come. 
This was, indeed, their only religion, 
and they embraced Mohammedanism 
for no other reason than that this was 
one of its tenets. Their terrible blood- 
thirstiness Is shown by tho fact that 
when the city of Kerat rebelled, its 
inhabitants to the number of a million 
were put to d.ath In a week. After a 
rebellion In Bagdad, the general, who 
suppressed It, built a pyramid of. ftO,000 
heads of persons who he had selected 
as victims, and tho ghastly monument 
was long left standing as a terror to 
evil-doers. When • the Turks began 
their wostorn m.arcli, thoy were In- 
vlncllile, and it was only because they 
came into collision with that terrible 
flghtlng race, the Huns, that their 
career of conquest was checked. In 
many ways tlu; Turk has beiui modern- 
ized, but instances are many which 
show that Ills original ferocity Is just 
as relentless ns ever.

Mi-H. I'^ranlc Sylvester, tlic subjoct oL' 
this skeluli, Ktartetl on the long journey 
that was to brinjj lier to Victoria when 
she was but i!. babe. In tlie early cUiy.s 
of CiilU'ornlu her lather, Mr. J. P- 
Davlea, left Australia witli his wife anU 
family anil came to iMonterey. As she 
left that city when but two years of 
uge, Mrs. .Sylvester does not, of course, 
remember anything- about the place, 
but her mother hud many stories to 
tell of the politeness of tiie Spaniards, 
u"iicl of the old world customs they still 
preserved. 

Mr. Davles -moved to San Francisco 
In 1849, and there CccIIIil Davles spent 
a vory happy childhood. Among the 
many treasures Mrs. Sylvester pre- 
serves Is an Invitation to attend the 
golden jubilee of the Garrteld Primary 
school, formerly the Union Grnmniar 
school, whei-e her name was found on 
tlu' roll of ISfi'l.

In I8ti;i Mr. Davles came with his 
family to \'ictoria and established him- 
.-sclf Here as an uuctloneer. Tlie boat 
anchored at Ksciuimult, and mounting 
the express wagon which then did duty 
for a .stage, the travellers set out tui- 
Vlctoria. 'i lie girls were eager to see 
tlieir new lionie, and time passed .-ilowly 
as the vehicle jcilted o\-er the rough 
road. At last a l)lg brick building, the 
then new St. Xlcholas Hotel, was des- 
cried, ai\d the children were told that 
they had reached Victoria. A very 
small city It was, with what iftol^ed lo 
I the San Francisco girls aniall shops 
' along the ixjiigh new streets, and tiny 

cottage's scattered hero and there. 
I Mr. Davles built two houses next the 
Waohter Mouse, which occupied iiart 
i of the site of the i)resent Dominion 
I Hotel, 'i'lii liouse was then kept by 
■ .Mrs. Williams, who was widely knowii 
I and greatly respected by the old timers 
j of Victoria and Vancouver Island. In 
I one i.f these tlie family lived, and the 
girls were .«oou very happy in their 
new homi'. Tlii\v took i)art In all the 
gaitles 111' the ti'.ne. 'riiere were balls 
at till' naval y,-inl, .iiid return dances 
given li.s- tlie eiti/,i ns. Periodically, 
great parties were held at Government 
Mouse, to wliicli all the \-oung people 
111 the city were aslied. Great were 
the preparations for these events, and 
long were they remembered. One of 
the most enjoyable of these merrymak- 



ings was tlie ball given by Mayor and 
Mrs. ilarris alter the election of Mr. 
Harris as llrst mayor of Victoria. 

Not less delightful than the dances 
were the picnics at Cadboro Bay, Cor- 
dova Bay, Cadboro Bay, or ICsciuiinatl, 
where merry parties assembled In the 
long summer aftornoons, driving .In 
great wagons, or cantering across 
country on horseback. Whether Ic is 
fancy, or not, Mrs. Sylvester, like most 
of the oldtliners, believes that In the 
old times there was more sociability 
and less conventionality than in the 
Victoria of today. 

But all the'tline of Victoria girls was 
not spent in pleasure. There were 
many household tusks to i>erform, for 
servants were scarce, and all young 
women luul to take their shan; of tlie 
work. The community, too, had duties 
for willing hands, as it has now. There 
were many Jews in Victoria in tlic early 
da\-s, and It was not thought lltting 
tliat they should I'cmaln without a 
place of worship. Among those most 
active in collecting for the synagogue 
on Blanchard street was Miss Cecilia 
Davles, as a letter ot thanks sent her 
on the 22nd March, 1865 remains to 
testify. 

Girlhood's day, with their matly joys 
and few sorrows, i)asst'd away, and on 
the JTth of January, ISt;y, a quiet wed- 
ding was celebrated in the hom<; of 
.1. i>. I)a\-KS, Es(i., and .Mr. and Mrs. 
I'"r;inlc K,\ivesler went to live in a new 
home on f'andora street. Mr. Sylves- 
ter liad lUed In Vlctnrla since IS.l.S, as 
liis many interesting reminiscences 
liavo toUl Victorians. 

Last Christmas Mr. .Sylvester passed 
awav suddenly, leaving In his own home 
memories of a. loving and Hymputhellc 
natui'o iind a keen intellect. .He was 
n(^vor too busy to come to the asslst- 
■ ince of the pu!';zled student or to sup- 
ply the Information wbicli others had 
forgotten. Had ho lived till the 27th ot 
.lanuary, 1909, the couple would ' have 
seen the fortieth anniversary of their 
wedding day. 

A busy lime for tlie young wife fol- 
lowed. Little children Idled the liome 
with glee, and kept tlieir mother's days 
and nights full of new thoughts and 
interests. Still, lier affection for her 
old home remained, and sadly still she 
tells the story uf tlie marriage 
01 her only .i-lster, I'^lizabeth, to 
Mr. .Sliiiltx.. She was the lirst 
to bo wediled In thi' synagogue and tlie 
lirst to be buried in the .Jewish ceme- 
tery. During her short and haiipy 
married life she lived in a pretty liome 
on i'andora street. 

It was while .Mrs. .S.vlvester lix-ed in 
her lirst home, nearly ujiposito the 
J'Irst Presb;i'terlan church, that the 
original liullding was burned down. No 
one who heard it will ever forget how 
the bell tolled till tlui church fell. 

Mr. Sylvester, in .speaking of the 
growth of the city, says tliat when, 
some years after I.er marriage, she 
moved to Frederick, street, there was 
so much brush a.!!^ " undergrowth . that 
timid woman was afraid to cros.s from 
town alone. The s^'nd pits were high 
hi lift, and where tod^y there are blocks 
of hoiiscs, orchards ^ISS^Stried'aha' bore' 
fruit; N*' 

According to Mrs. Sylvester's remem- 
vi'aiice, the e\peiiKes of living were 
not greater Iri former days ttuiii now. 
Fggs and bu'vter wore supiilied by the 
farmor.s nea,-, and were both, cheaper 
than , at jiresent. At Falrlleld and at 
Cadboro Htiy were (.'liinese ranches, 
and vegetables were fresh and good as 
well as cheap. The orchards were 
laden \vlth fruit, and during the win- 
ter the boats from San Francisco 
brought in iiientlful supplies. Meat 
and llsh, so this lionsekeeiier contends, 
were better then than now. 

It was through iirnporty owned by 
Mr. Davies senior that the Oak Bay 
road was cut, and Mrs. Sylvester re- 
nienibers the oiienlng up of the first 
street in the munlcliiallty. Mr. Joshua 
Davies, so well knoivn as an auctioneer 
;ind a public spirited citizen, then took 
charge of the estate. 

Yet It must not be thought that either 
In feeling or in looks this pioneer Is 
an old lady. ■ Bright and active, she 
takes as much Int^^rest in life as many 
a younger woman, and looks more like 
an older sister than the mother of her 
daughters. Many changes have taken 
place In the fortunes of Victorians; 
many friends have passed away, and 
others have left .the city. But, sur- 
rounded by sons and daughters, their 
companions have been hers, and thus 
she has retained, her youth. Her 
daughters are Mrs. Manckus and Mrs. 
A. n. I^llis, of this city: Mrs. Campbell, 
of Cobalt; and Miss Louise and Miss 
Ruby, at home. Her sons are W. C. 
and Jesse Sylvester, of the well-known 
firm of Sylvester Brothers.

Japanese OffoV Market for Devil Fish 
Which Can Be Secured in 
Loeal' Waters 



A new Industry offers for the fisher- 
men of British Culumbla— the pursuit 
of the furtive ticvil-fish, otherwise oo- 
topus, or cuttle, lish; .Tapaii'>sc say 
tliore Is n market In the land of the 
chrvsanthcmuni and the paddy- field 
for canned devil-fish, and In British 
Coluiiibla waters there are dovll-fisli. 
The public on this side of the Pacific 
docs not generallv regard the devil- 
fish as edible, but in Jaiian the octo- 
iniH is esteemed as a food, and while 
It is not regarded as fine a delicacy as 
green turtle or lobster, the flavor Is 
said to equal that pit the clam. 

When the octopus Is at homo It 
liuiits about for a sheltering cavo or 
an overhanging rock where It lies in 
wait for prey. It abhors the sunlight 
.•iiid lurks In sluidy iilaces whore briglit 
beams from the sun never enter. It 
Is tills trait that leads to the undoing 
of the devil li.sli In Japan, where It is 
taken in gr-'-at numbers. The .Ta pan- 
ose n.shermen simply provide ii shad,\' 
retretU for the octopus and when that 
he.'^otted .stiuld backs Into It the cool re- 
treat Is hnulnd to .tlie surface and emp- 
tied Into a boat,' 

. The p.ursttfir8 af.thp .octopus provide 
thei-nselves with' Itirge e.n'rthen jars 
more than a foot In diameter, 'which 
ur.p fastenoil to a rope, rind lowered in- 
to tho sea. When the devll-llsh comes 
tlp-toelng along tlie bottom of the 
oeo.'in looking for a place to ambush 
Its erieniy, the eurtlipn Jar apiiears to 
fiilfull lt,s needs, iiucklng Into tho jar 
tho octopus permits Its tentacles to 
wave a.hout like seaweed. Half con- 
cciilcid tlic devil-fish appears to be as 
htirinlosK ns a liuneh of iteip, but when 
;.i lisli comes ;iiong there is a swish 
of tho long arms and the luckless vic- 
tim is hold by the suckers and forced 
into the rapaojpus ma'W. 

However, that basino part In the 
flshorman's plans. After setting the 
traps lie returns the next day and pulls 
them to tho surface and removes tho 
octojius from Its hiding place, Suhso- 
qtieiitly the devil-fish finds Its way in- 
to tho soup kettle or Into cans. 

■ According to Tiachi Taltesawa, di- 
rector of the Japiinese e.Nhlbit, the 
(lovll-flsh Is fond of sweet petatoea and 
during the darkness of tlie night often 
ventures on hand to hunt this delicacy. 

In Jfipan the sweet potato patches 
aro frcduciitly planted In the sandy 
soil near the ocean, . .''VVljothur t)ie do- 
•'vll flsh Is able to sccnt.but the swoot 
potatoes oi- whether the patches are 
nccldcntlly discovered while prowling 
on the shore' Is not known. However 
the oi^topii.s Is frefiiiontly encountered 
wobbling on Its tentticles like a giant 
spider among tho potato vines. Upon 
tlies.T necaslniis tlio ' owner of the 
patch gnoH out and wallops the oclo- 
pua' witli a club which speedily yitits 
iui end to the depredations. 
In Japan It sometimes luippcna that 
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(levU fish are captured weighing l!00 
pounds. A (levU tish nf that size is 
unusual and Is t.aken with a spour at 
low tide, or with a boat hook on the 
fishing grounds, where it maltes Its 
presence known by attaching Itself to 
the boat. 

In Tok.vo a largo restaurant known 
ns the Bonmatsu makes a specialty of 
sea food and pays particular attention 
to the preparatlon'^of dishes ffo'm the 
devil fish. In Japan the devil flsh Is 
known as the "tuko,"

An the result of bumping the. solid 
Ice, the San Mateo's bow plates are 
more or less dented, but the damage 
Is slight, and will not delay loading 
immediately for the return voyage, 

"The Ice thia year is very solid, and 
Is acting peculiarly,'' said f~!apt, Ross 
yesterday. 1 "A difference of twenty- 
four hours means a good deal. .When 



I returned to find the lead by which 
L got clear of tho pack it was closed 
up, l'"'irKt you meet a lot of slack ice, 
and after rnoving through it, the solid 
pack Is encountered, hVom tlit mast- 
head Ice is seen in nil directions, and 
to add to our difficuUles there was 
a lot of fog ill wliieli it was linpossiblu 
to attempt to get out. 

"While In the Ice, north-bound, a 
strong c.-ist-northeast wind set up, and 
a clioppj- sea resulted, I went to the 
west, but conditions were tis liad, I 
moved back east, .and finally found a 
letid close to tho Yukon flats. When 
I came back, south-hound, theri^ was 
nil passage there, and tlu' pack was 
drifting rapidl.N- towards the flats," 

It is supposerl that it wa.s this jiaclc 
drifting east that drove the steamer 
Mackinaw, of the same fleet, ashorn 
last week.

! ing* the st6rmy waters of the North Pacific as 
one of the most desolate features of that 
•6cean's environments and as the first land- 
mark to be watched for and picked up by navi- 
gators approaching the North American con- 
tinent. Complctelv detached from Vancouver 
Island or even the scattered picket ifjlets fring- 
ing its northern extremity, Triangle has been 
left throughout the centuries to all/the majesty 
of.its desolation. Divided from Wabitable land 
by a 30-ihile ribbon of water which sav.e at. ex- 
ceptional seasons of the year is fraught .with 
danger to the navijgator, it has been visited but 
at widely-infrequent intervals even by the 
courageous prospector who ever leads the 
pioneers and then the legions of civilization. 
Mine-seekers have come, have scratched its 
hard and .seamy face for out-croppings of 
promising ore, and one by one have gone their 
several ways, discouraged by tlie utter loneli- 
ness of the spot, a loneliness accentuated ra- 
ther than relieved by the boom and tiunidcr of 
the in-rolling ocean, tiic weird cries of the myr- 
iads of sea-fowl making it their home, and the 
evii lanient of the hugc-^ea-lions which disport 
themselves upon its rocky beaches, taking the 

•siih'where man comes not to molest them or 

- make them afraid, 

• 'Until a few weeks ago. Triangle Island has 
strictly preserved its hermit character. Today 
the sea-lion herds fighting their battles or nur- 
turing their young u[)on the rocks, join protest 
with tlie shrici<ing clouds of disturbed gulls, 
ducks and other featliered residents, for at 
last their unchallenged possession of the land 
is rudely and permanently disturbed. Pros- 
pectors again explore the ledges and crevices 
where signs of copper exist in promising abun- 
dance. A party of distinguished naturalists 
headed by Warburton Pike, tiie famous ex- 
plorer-author of "In the Barren Lands," and 
that other great hunter, Mr. Walter Burton, 
add gleefully each d^y some new treasure to 
their collection of rare and unusual specimens 
of bird life and the eggs, of waterfowl, the little 
auk andvtwo;> as yet unnamed varieties of 
eagl«;s heihg included in their treasure trove. 

And. cin tiie very face of the inhospitably 
frojvnirig cliffs a party of sturdy workmen is 
busy ijuilciing an extensive tramline for Uie 
conveyance of materials and supplies from the 
little bay, which forms the only safe ancliorage 

.of the clover-leaf shaped island to it.s toi>most 

■ pinnacle, the music of hammer and saw an- 
swering the raucous protest of tlie disturbed 
feathered inhabitants. 

For Triangle Island is at last to be put to 
the uses for which Nature apparently designed 
it from the l)eginning of things. 

Announcement has been made by the Do- 
minion Government of tlie establishment on 
Its towering crest of a lighthouse which will 
have no superiors on the Pacific seaboard. 
Construction can hardly begin during the pre- 
sent season, as all the available time between 
how and the winter months will doubtless be 



prosecuted with such vigor 
and continuity that by this time next year' 
Triangle light will flash a welcome to all in- 
coming seamen who follow the Great Circle of 
the North Pacific in their voyaging from Nor- 
thern Asian ports. 

The light is to be one of the first order, 
. placed in a lower upwards of 700 feet above, 
the tunibling waves "that dash themselves to.. 
pieces at its base. Extra-powerful,, lenses are 
to be made a feature, with " an incandescent 
petrol or vapor lamp. The range of visibility 
is given as thirty-five miles, Init it is estimated 
that the light will be j^lainly in sight al a dis- 
tance of forty or even forty five milc:j from the 
bridge of such high-decked vessels as tlio.=e of 
the Empress fleet. Similar first order lights 
are now being installed at Pachena and Estc- 
van points, the latter on a great concrete tower 
100 feet in height. Triangle light, however, 
must always maintain an individual celebrity 
and "conspicuousness as being the first and 
most isolated aid to navigators on the Ameri- 
can continent. 

It is expected that a little coiTimunity of 
four or five, or perchance half a dozen families 
will, in the course of the ensuing years,, have 
their homes on Triangle Island ; and for these 
buildings will be erected next season at the 



mcnt of the station will be sttppleniented "by 
wireless installation of exceptional power, and; 
in connection therewith two or thrce^operators 
will be given employment, together with au 
engineer and general mechanician. 

It is, indeed, in connection with its remark- 
able position and natural adaptability as the 
grej-test wireles.s base on the American Pacific 
Coast,, and the key of trans-Pacific wireless' 
comihunication, .that the .great fujture of .• Tri- 
/ angle Island exists. Perhaps nowhere in the 
world has nature so cffectivelj' congregated 
tlie lur.damental essentials for a wireless sta- 
tion. The Island is well removed from the 
wooded mainland of Vancouver Island by the 
broad waters of Goletas Channel, and all who 
have any acquaintance with the science of 
wireless telegraphy are aware of the supcrla- 
'tivc importance of clear water stretches in ^11 
directions from an established station. Again, 
the Island has the great essential qfj^elevatipn, 
rising to a height of from 680' to 706 feet, to 
which T50 or 200 feet. can easily he added by 
masting if this is found by the experts, to be 
essential in long distance operating, in regard 
to which there seems to be some difference of 
opinion among the recognized authorities at 
the present time. And, equally important. Tri- 
angle Island is absolutely barren of foresta- 



tion, not a tree and scarcely a blade of grass 
finding a lodgement on its bleak and rugged 
sides and wind-swept crown. 

TIow important this is in the successful op- 
eration of a liigh-ijowerecl station can only be 
fully appreciated by workers in wireless, who 
assert that it is among the mysteries of. thiS; 
ghostly new agency of ihter-cpinmunication" ' 
that it.is matter of less difficulfy'tp'sproject the 
all-important waves through ru'ggetl~rnasses of 
granite than over the gently waving tops of a 
young forest of live pine. Indeed, the ojjcra- 
tors at the first station established in Ih'itisli 
Columbia have frecpiently declared that when

MUSICAL MATTERS 

Musical America for June gives an interest- 
ing. account of }vhat must have been a dclight- 
"ful and iniique musical festival held recently 
at INladison Square Garden, New York. It was 
termed the "Sangcnfest," which name readily 
translates itself into English, and consisted of 
a' number of nmsical events which took place in 
as many day.s,, and attracted thousands of en- 
chanted' listeners, leaving an ineffaceable impres- 
sion for .good, which all those things appealing 

10 our highest sensibilities must leave. The ;- 
opening of the festival on Saturday evening was 
announced by the trumpets of the heralds, who, 
garbed in ancient costume, appeared on the 
balcony, just before the open introductory num- 
ber in which 2,500 people took part. "V\'^e quotcr: 

"Music in so enormous a place as Madison 
'Square Garden is a very different matter from 
music in the usual concert hall. Effects most 
potent, ordiiiiirily, prove disappointing in such 

11 jilace, and other effects arc obtainr-d which 
jicver occur under ordinary circumstances. Re- 
garding the music of the great .chorus, which 
was the end and aim of the great festival, one 
must forego any criticism in Ihe face of so stu- 
pendous an experience. A tone, wonderfully 
ordered and controlled, which issues from thou- 
sands of throats, is something that cannot ^be 
(luarreled with. It issues like a tide, upon which 
the listener floats, feeling himself almost to be 
a disembodied spirit, in the face of these al- 
most marvelous masses of tone, reaching one 
alternately from the different sections of the 
enormous chorus, the orchestra sounded almost 
tawdry, except for' certain powerful effects iii 
the brass. In listening to such a chorus, how- 
ever simple the Avork whjch it sings, one ex- 
periences thousands of inexplicable emotions, 
which never arise within the sphere of one's 
nsnal nuisical cNpi.'riences, or in listening to a 
chorus of niodcrale size. It is not volume, not 
loudness which impresses, but ;i sense of the 
vastness and reality of humaiiit.v — of the human 
,spirit.'' 

A chorus of 5,000 male voices and an orches- 
tra of 150 entertained the vast audience on Sun- 
day, and . Madame Scl;umann-Heink was the 
soioist. ' Eight thousand of the audience joined 
with the singers on the stage in the rendering ' 
of the Shepherd's Sunday Song^ the effect of 
which must" have been powerful beyond de- 
scription. 

The final number on the programme was the 
old-time favorite. "The Soldier's Farewell." We 
who have listened to the Oi'ion Club give this 
stirring chorus can iieidia|)s ftu'in an idea of 
how it nnisl have moved the hearts of those 
who listened when sung by a choir of two thou- 
sand mcTi. 

* Musical Aniei-ica relates an interesting fact 
in connection with a musical C(.)mposition writ- 
ten by Carl liusch for the Alaska- Yukon-Pacific 
fair. The work is entitled "The Triumphal

'.fl^-^fthiller, there was Ijipre nO.'CraJTlped stage 
boilii'Sed by wings and flies and framed in by 
a proscenium arch. The stage was a section of 
the field of the Stadium, and the audience faced 
it in a complete semi-circle. It wn* as if at a 
theatre the orchestra stalls were removed and 
the action took place within the entire space 
circumscribed by the balconies. Such a stage 
as this may, best be described as an arena. Di- 
rectly opposite the centre of the seiiu-circle, in 
the extreme background, arose the arches of 
the Cathedral of Reims, wlujrein was crowned 
the king whom Joan of .'\.rc had brought into 
his own, and sinularly lifted themselves the 
heights wher(>()n were wa.ged some jDOidions of 
the battles between the French, the lUmgun- 
dians, and the English. 'I'he stage settings, 
bowex^er, served merely as a background, prac- 
tically the entire action taking place on the 
open ground whore aljso the battles were fought, 
and wheVe were acted (ihe principal scenes in 
which the purely dramatic dominatrd 'h-^ spec- 
tacular. 

"iuiormous searchlights gave a night as 
brilliant as clay, ,7nd the sky roofed in the 
stadium in ;i manner that made i)erfect the illu- 
sion of a x-ast enclosed sp.'ice. The entrances 
and the exits of the ]ila\'ers, i-)rinci])als, and 
supernuincrarics, were made in accordance with 
the varied exigencies of the successive ^cenes, 
not merely from behind the stage-settings,, but 
as well from openings that pierced the lower 
wall of buttressed stone steps that form the 
stadium proper, and upon which sat tlie audi- 
ence. In this way advance and retreat of vast 
crowds was acconi|3lished in almost the twink- 
ling of an e}"e, making it possible (o fill and 
empty the stagi: so as to create the impression 
of an even gr<>ater number than was actmdly 
present. In all of these scenes of pageantry, 
the stage directions as given by Schiller in the 
text of his play, were followed' with no little 
exactitude,. although, of course, with more elab-r 
oration, with greater panoply of war, and-vvif' 
vaster nmltitudes than be ccndd ever have fore- 
seen. The processional march preceding the 
coronati(m of the Kin.g, for instance, filled a 
ten-minute period that seemed e\-en longer to 
the spectatcu's because of its changing and glit- 
tering appeal to the eye." 

This perforinance was "pantomimic in no de- 
gree," says "Mr. Edgett. He goes on : 

■ "The players could be hoard as well as seen, 
they aeted_ with as complete f\n- understanding 
and skill as if they had been treading the boards 
to which they have long been accustomed, and 
they liclped in the maintaining of an illusion 
that was frequently more comiilctc and more 
o\-ei'powerin.g than arc the inef'tectua! realistic 
struggles of the theatre. The performance as 
a whole and in detail v.t.s as impressive as it 
was imposing. Alerc numbers in Ibcmselves 
count for nothing. A bare stage and a human * 
passion arc sufficient to sway an audience, but, 
of course, they may be efTiictively aided by their 
environment.' The 1,500 people that .gave lifc'^ 
to this presentation of 'Joan of .'\rc,' from Miss 
Adams down to the most insi.gnificant paidici- 
pant, the 15,000 whei witnesse<l it, were all part 
of a tremendous drama tinit was looked upon 
and listened to with persistent emotion, and 
that vfs.s received with C( ntinuous applause."

of Jesus that have been preserved to us. All 
tha-i.- Jesus taught was; (i) the lawfulness of 
marriage ; (2) the ideal that the. monogajnic 
miion was best; f3) that,'- as Rpbe.rt .13.316:0 
pointed out in his dcbate\witlr|'Horac^^^^^^ 
"the teachings of Jesus^k- fairly • ' construed, 
designiite' that where there 'is 'that ihfideli'ty of 
' heart which defeats the purpose of marriage 
there is cause for divorce" 

So, then, instead of Jesus having a contempt 
for woman, we find him her first great friend in 
history; and instead of his teachings being to 
suppress divorce, \\c find them the fountain- 
head of. greater freedom in the marriage con- 
tract. As Governor Altgeld once said, "The 
number of .divprpos is ia proportion .to thc'pro- 
gress made in the' bmancipation of woman." 

This is 'a:n emancipation that Jesus himself 
started, for wliich he mitst receive tlie credit or 
bear the blanie. Ift thos'j countries where the 
t,eachings of Jesus are not found, and where 
women are still beasts of burden, there are 
found no divorces, and the marriage contract 
is still the same one-sided, unjust, harsh affair 
as was that of the dqy and country of Jesus, 
and against which his great heart so justly 
rebelled. '. ■ " 

Eunice Tietzens contributes a short article 
which is very much to the point on "Our Over- 
Develo|)etl Sensi' of Humor." ?>. O. Flower 
al)lv discusses the poetry of James Russell 
Lowell, whom he describes as the Poet of Free- 
dom, and Rabbi Solomon Schindler contributes 
a pajjer ansu'cring the question, "Why Race 
Suicide?" The latter writes from a purely ma- 
terialistic standpoint, and most of us would 
prefer not to agree with him. His views how- 
ever, are original and the'slcetch is wortli read- 
. ing. There are many other artitles all distinctly 
meritorious. , ; 

The National Review for June contains an 
article in two parts by Ouida — Mile, Louise de 
la Ramee- — on the Woman Problem. In a foot 
note the editor explains that the paper was 
written twenty-five years ago and sold with 
the stipulation that, it shouUi not be published 
until after' the author's death. The question 
is dealt with in an exceedingly clever.' and 
original manner, and^ the article, which is writ- 
ten in the novelist's usual direct and forcible 
style, is'^very remarkable inasmuch as it bears 
directly upon the nvost modern aspects of the 
problem and reads .'is (hough it might have been 
written today instead of a quarter of a century 
ago. The following extracts will give, a fair 
idea of the subject matter, and its manner of 
treatment. \\'hile many of us cannot entirely 
agi'ce with Ouida's views, wc must admit that 
there is a great deal of justice in the arguments 
which she advances. 

"We can tHorou,ghly sympatiiize-with the im- 
patience of a chner wonnm at seeing herself 
excluded from an arena of public life in which 
some masculine fools and many muscuHnc 
• mediocrities succeed. We arc fully prepared to 
admit thai here and there may arise a woman 
of such brilliant abilities that she would be fully 
capable? of governinc an emjiire or manoeuvring 
an army. PnU siich women come once in five 
centuries : and this question is not of excep- 
tional, but of all, .women. The equality de- 
manded is not for the few, but for the many. 
It is of the admission of the many to its rights 
and exercises that we have to treat; not of the 
admission of the two or three great women who 
may' adorn a century, and who, be it noted; 
■generally contrive to do well for themselves and 
rarely are partici])ants in the cry of which we 
have heard so much in late years. Where real 
genius ajjpcars it levels sex: hut this is at all 
tinies rare, in women rarest, and it is of the 
vast mass of 'the general' that we speak. Maria 
Theresa, Catherine Manon, Roland, Hypatia, 
Corinna, Sappho, will always make their own 
mark on «^'' ' 'V history ; but the plea now 
raised nission of all women — on

".\'ow, if sex be the p\wv physical accideiu 
that some i-^syeliologists affirm, i: is certainly 
bard that it ;d(ine should ' wit-un- 
merited superiority on those who. happily for 
themselves, chance to be males. Yet, if the 
'accident of sex' has not thus bestowed superior- 
ity, how comes it that the world has had no 
female. Phidias, Tacitus, Plato, Cicero, Euri- 
pides, Plautus, or Thucydides? Women reply: 
'Because- We have not been educated.' There 
is some truth in 'this; a long- succession of such 
emasculating education as the female sex has 
received .generation after generation nnist tend 
greatly to debilitate and enervate the intelli- 
gence. I!ut again the very fact that they have 
not insisied on better education, have not ob- 
tained it for themselves, is a proof of integral 
difference if 'we avoid the needlessly offensive' 
term qt, inferiority. ,, -..tVH 

"That';w9%en shduld, however tardily; ;fi>yalc- 
cn to a deftfre for gfiiater intellectual light'is'^cJf 
(he utmost promise. Educatit?n cannot confer 
genius, but it can do an infinite work ^n the 
reiinenient, the strengthenin.g, and the eidi.glit- 
cni'.;g". of the mind; in the banishment of ])re- 
judice and in the correction of illogical judg- 
ment. In view of tiu; manifold superstitions, 
intolerances, and ignorances that prevail in 
the female, intelligence, and of the fearful in; 
llucncc 'which these in turn bring' to bear 'upp.iv 
the children cqinniitted in such numbijrs to their,i 
charge, no crusnde that can find' favor with theti'ii; 
towards a New Jerusalem of Culture, can be 
too eagerly encouraged. 

"When we reflect on the enormous weight 
w' ch the v.'oman's influence has on the .grow- 
ing child: when we consider Ihe incurable 
superstitions, the unreasoinible fables, the il- 
logical deductions, the warped and stifled prd-^ 



judgments, which millions of young boys learn 
in education and religion at their mother's knee 
in infancy — it is impossible to overrate the iii- 
valuable consequences' of any introduction of 
"geist" into the niinds of women. But for the 
backward pressure of woman — ^^woman.ever con- 
s'ervative, ever reculante, ever wedded to form 
and to precedent and to tradition — the world of 
men would have forsaken many a cultus built 
on fable, many dominion of priestcraft, njany a 
limbo of worn-out and oppressive credulity. 
The evil mental influence of women is fully as 
great as can be the good moral influence of the 
best of their sex. Wars hounded on; fetters 
freshly riveted; the -withes of dead beliefs bind- 
ing down' the' free action of ''livin*g limbs '; 'the 
pressure of narrow ties, and of egotisms deified 

' toyirtiie, forcing men aside from paths of great- 
ness of of justice — all these, and much more, 

,'are due to the baneful intellectual ihfliience of 
women. 

"Herein, we conceive, lies the whole radical 
weakness of the present' hue and cry raised by 
women, i.e., the demand for everything with the 
resolve to concede nothing; the desire for ad- 
mission : into public life combined with tPtal 
ignorance of all that public life exacts so heavily* 
from its disciples. Women are prepared to rant 
loudly of their wrongs; and to agitate for an 
equal share in the government of their nations; 
but they are in no sense prepared (o relinquish 
the pleasant privileges confi-rrcd on them hy 
the present position of (heir sex, and to lay 
down the silver sceptre of their present social 
station. They desire to keep their feet-'. still 
standing on the dais of their old , womanly 
royalty, whilst they reach their hands upward to 
pluck down the iron crowns of public and politi- 
. cal honors." 

The second pari; of the article Ouida styles' 
"Love versus Avarice," and in part it reads as 
follows : 

"Whether men and women will become any 
.happier if they ever engage in competition on 
absolutely even terms is a point often rabidly 
discussed, but scarcely worthy of disputation. 
Happiness is not the only aim of human life, 
and, if it were, discontent is not a likely at- 
•niosphere to generate it. And that there is not . 
• considerable discontent seething up amongst 
; women it were impossible,, ti hope; the general 
languor, impatience, restlessness, and cynicism, 
characteristic of modern thought, have com- 
municated themselves even to those women who 
arc unconscious of what they feel. It is clearly 
seen in all their writings; it is traceable alike 
in their ennui and their effort; it is even at the 
root of their ]nad extravagances of costume and 
expenditure. 

"Wer.remarked, in the preceding pages, that 
this intellectual revolt of. wqrnen is of a great 
singularity and importance taken in conjunction 
with another phase of modern female life. This 
other phase is tlAat known in familiar colloquial- 
ism r- the 1 "rmi-Monde. We arc perfectly 
awai liat the champions of the sex's right to 
effeci ?M entra":e into (he (so-called) learned 
professions and the domain of political in- 
ilueucc will feel sorely aggrieved at the associa- 
tion with them of the ranks of the adventuresses. 
Wc fully admit that there is an immense dis- 
tance between, the'm, and' that the endeavors 
of the one to ameliorate the status of their sex 
are the precise reverse of (he other's effort to 
debase it. Bui for all that, we must risk their 
wrath by the declaration that the two totally 
opposite .features do arise from the same origin- 
al source, i.e., the rebellion of women against 
tl'ie iniprisoimient of a domestic and monotonous 
carctM'. The two streams diverge widely: the 
one flows towards sin, the other towards study ; 
the one becomes a Pactolus .of selfish wealth, 
the other a Nile of fertilizing use, but the two 
take their rise from the same watershed.. 

"The vjucition of the too-abundant immoral- 
ity of, Vvomen is never fairly discussed ; is always 
more or Ie»s Ijcgged and shirked. Its respon- 
sibility .s.;.iways thrown upon men, which is 
" ^i;ical as it is unjust. Sentimentalists of 
the purist schools pen endlcss-flowiug diatribes 
against the selfish passions of men. which, say 
they, are solely productive f ihe '-ieos of wo- 
men. If it were possible I > induce the wo'i-ld 
to look at the subject, aba.i(Jqning all the old 
cant formulas dispassionately and withoitt re- 
course to either platitude or prejudice, it might 
plainly be shown that this 'S a rank untruth. 

"We may be guilty 01 a fearful form of 
heresy, but nevertheless we assert that nine- 
tenths of (he dissolute women of the world 
never once knew what ' ve was. Discontent 
with ]iovertv ;nid monov nv; d^'^sire for the 
.gaieties of an unknown world; the passion for 
sumptuous attire which seems born in all 
women in utter contradistinclion of the female 
of every other race, which submits to sec 
gi'acious. shape' or gorgt us plumage go to the 
' riiale beast or bird; the innate avarice, vanity, 
. frivolity, ^grccd of wca' nhd mipadence' of 
routine which are strc ; in so .many unedu- 
cated and in not a few educated woi'nen — it is 
all these that send them to the haunts and (he 
habits of vice. A nirudlin and vitiated jiity 
prevails in t!ie .genera) rom? of all discussions 
regarding this large cl.'.ss : the evil that has be- 
fallen them is traced to masculine templation 
and to a tenderness they never possessed the 
souls to fecl^ the "fallen woman" is always nn 
; angelic Marguerite and the' debasement to' which 
.•'she,, has sunk is always laid- upon the shoulders 
. 'prsbinc' imaginary Faust. AVe 'do not; believe 
that any social good is ever effected by the 
maintenance of a lie . 

"It may be nr, ■ (l;a this is nothing 
nev>'; that it is ir .jy cen' u'ies "since first 
the Devil threw dice "ith C I fur you, h'aust- 
ina"; and wc admit i. Bx^i Faustina has en- 
^ tsred- on a ne\y phasp thest; * tcr years ; and we 



arc weary of the sickly fallacy that will never 
cite her, never study her, but. ever will turn 
aside to weep for Marguerite, Marguerite 
exists— here and there — in shadyr old-vyorld 
places ; and very tender and pitiful' is the sor-, 
rowful love-story ; but it is Faustina that rules, 
the woi'ld, and that leaves everywhere the im- 
press of her cruel hand. It is women who 
furnish her forth by (he (housands : a thing all 
senses and no soul, with insatiate greed, with 
unai)peasable avarice, with continual content in 
honeyed evil, with unremitting hatr^id of all that 
is pure and at peace, with words that breathe 
poison, with passions'^hat cravt only gold. 
Faustina: is a . fact; Faustina -is the ■ delibferate 
result of civilization, luxury, and the modern 
cult of wealth.; Faustina is the voluntary pro- 
duction of that sex which is decreed scarce 
lower than the angels. .And I'austina neither 
knows repentance, nor ends in p(3verty. Hence 
she forms a feature of modern civilization no 
.less disr|uieting than prominent; and must dis- 
close to every keen thinker the cno.rraous 
power of danger, rapacity, and devilish cruelty 
that arc in the. nature of the womanhood 'that 
it 'is too much the habit to legislate for, arid to 
prate about as incapable, of anything except 
sacrifice and sanctity. . 

"It will he inferred that we see imminent 
peril in all this. We certainly do — peril in the 
rabid desire for I'iches that is characteristic of 
it; peril in the hard, loveless sensuality abound- 
ing in it ; peril even in the offences to good 
taste perpetrated by it; ])eril in the feminine 
cry for political voice and place, 'ilie same de- 
sires in v/omahhood which abhor privacy, and 
domesticity lead on the one hand to the- suf- 
fragist, and on the other to Faustina and-'all 
her infanious sisterhood. 'VVe have traced the 
effect buck to its cause: the cure for it will lie' 
in such education of the women of the future 
as shall ennoble their thoughts., enlighten their 
reason, elevate their tastes, give them pursuits 
of intellectual purpose, and arm them against 
(hat lust for gold which is at once the paradise 
and the hell of modern civilization. The whole 
human race is involved in the results of the 
present revolt and reaction amongst, '\vomen.:ti£ 
tumed back upon itself.by mockery it. will hixtn 
and bite- on 'unsieen, and find'-its'^issiie mad 
sins; wild' frivolity, and all the anafcliy of 
voluptuous abandonment ; if ' rightly met, if 
wisely guided, it may become the noblest and 
the highest revolution that has ever broken the 
chains of effete prejudices, and led out human 
souls from the darkness of ignorance intp^. the 
light and gl0ry of a day p.f flibeijty.. . " ^ .,' ' ' • 



.BOOKS REVIEWED 



Sieroszcwski has written a powerful story 
dealing with the attempted escape of soni'e 
Polish, exiles from the Jourjuy,' a Russian dis- 
trict in 'the north of' Siberia. The characters, 
have'bcen cleverly delineated, the sceties'are' 
realistic and graphically described, biii " ■while 
the story is a long one and the author goes 
m^chiinjto fletail, the book seems incomplete, 
more like. a narrative of unfinished events than 
,a finished novel. The exiles at Jourjuy enjoy- 
ed a certain amount of liberty, were freevto go 
and come as they pleased within the limits of 
the city, to practise certain trades and meet at 
one another's homes whenever they chose to 
do so. .A plot was laid for four of the exiles to 
make their escape in order to reairn to their 
own country and further the cause of liberty. 
Their first trial was unsuccessful and long pre- 
parations were made before the second at- 
tempt. The prisoners had managed to con- 
struct a boat, and had started upon their jour- 
ncjr hopefully with every prospect of success. 
They met. and overcame many obstacles, suf- 
fered severely from the extremes of weather, 
and just as freedom seemed within their rjeacli^ 
they arc confronted with their pursuei-s. The' 
book closes with the following eloquent para- 
graphs ; 

"The wind had .gone down a good deal; the 
fog was so much thinner that they could easily 
discern the surroundings of the camp, and 
soon they saw the mast of the Princess rolling 
at anchor^ and then the dim figures of their . 
fellow wayfarers, stretched out in groups upon ' 
the ground. Btlt at the same time" they caught 
a glimpse of something more, something that 
m.-ide their blood run cold. They rushed to- 
wards their conu'ades shouting: 

"Wake up, O, Wake up." 

"Why, what is the matter?" the others ask-; 
ed, sittin.g up and throwin.g aside their i 
blankets. 

"Yan ])ointed silently lo the north, the quar-, 
tcr whence they had hoped for. freedom;;;. 
Athwart the haze they could see a long lirie'pl *. 
men armed with . rifles, creeping cautipifsly ■ 
forw'ai'd, "and along with these a multitude of 
md<nown barbarous creatures, with tawny 
faces and eyes obliquely set, -'ad in shaggy, 
furs, and bristlin.g with spears, and holding in 
their hands bows bent and arrows ready to fly, 

"ISeyoiid that host the wind howled over the 
ilark billows, and the clouds liftin.g from their 
surface in the warm sunshiac, showed another 
array of {.ghastly phantonii; — the white .•ice- 
fields sparkling wdth prismatic hues, and crash-' 
ing. loudly upon one another as they drifted in 
to\vards ■ laind;" — ^A Fli.ght From Siberia — The 
Copp-CIark Co,, Toronto.

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Lord Curzbn on the 
Dangers of the Future 



A meeting of the Royal Colonial In- 
Btltuto was held at Ihn Hotel Metro- 
lJOlc\ recontly. L.ord Curzon, of 
Kedleston, pi'esiilod, and in introducing 
Sir Eanipfylde l>"ul!cr, wlio wtis to road 
a paper on "Indian Aspi) alions," said 
that Sir Bampfylde was lor niimy 
years one of thi: most distlnBulsliod 
members of the Indian Civil Service, 
and was an excellent administrator as 
, lieutenunt-govornur of tlio province of 
Eastern Bengal and Aysam. 
■ Sir Bampfylde Fuller, in his paper 
on "Indian Aspirations," ^aid lie Ije- 
Uoved it was a mistalieu idea that a 
desire for democratic government was 
the ferment which had Ijoen unsettling 
Indian miniUi. Tlie mistake was not 
unnatural in the casus i<( those wliose 
speculations were not safeguarded l5y 
intimate aeriiialntance Willi Indian 
life and oliaractcr. In Kngiand and 
lier colonies a i-emedy for |)Oiiular dis- 
content had generally heiTi siuight in 
an extension of the people's authority. 
But looltlng back upon Ids experiences 
;md impressions, lie could not avoid 
the conclusion tlia t the present condi- 
tions of India u-eni not only unsuitable 
for roprcscntati\'e government, l)ut 
■were actually Incompatible with it; 
and, moreover, tiiat the people of In- 
dia, consciously or unconsciously, 
realized tills, and did not in tlieir 
hearts feel the charms w hich for us are 
jjQSsessed by democratic institutions. 
In popular estimation In India ;ill men 
were not of the sann- \'alue; indeed, 
since the abolition of slax'ery there was 
no country lii tlie world wliere the 
\'aluef; of dift'orcnt classes of maidcind 
differed so widely. Between a Urali- 
mln or a Ra.ipnt and the low-caste 
men who form the bulU of the i)oi)ulu- 
tion there was the difCerence of the 
Spartan and the helot, The touch of 
one was pollution to tho other; nay, 
should the shadow oC a pariah .Call 
aeross ia^ Brahmin's food the meal 
would :;tfe - thrown a\Vny as contnniin- 
atSd."'He had seen a high-caste elerU, 
cKarge&'ivlth the' distribution of le.-ises 
' to > tenants, throw the papers on the 
Bround'for the' tenants to pick up as 
best they coufd' In order to avoid the 
l)ollutlon'whleh would be communicat- 
ed by^ band.lne them. He had known 
members o£ a municipal council leave 
the' board '-rbom In a body because a 
worEin^r- men's delefeato took his seat 
hestde.them. By the -caste system In- 
dian huKiahity was dlfterentlated into 
a number of separate species, graded 
according to a precedence list, and tlis- 
tlnct.for,all time. No one could marry 
outside ' his caste; no one could eat 
•with" •another not a caste fellow. In 
the 'Might of modern education these 
prejudices were, of course, ridiculous. 
-Educated Indians folt this, .-uid kept 
them In tlie background; indeed, a 
small section had ventured to eman- 
cipate itself from them, and English- 
men, in visiting the country, might 
fancy that caste restrictions were dis- 
solving. But the spirit of reform as 
yet moved slowly, and had not dis- 
turbed the depths of religious conser- 
. ;V^atlam. 'In^.whlch lies contentedly the 
'nStfr'f "of' tne people. 

Caste PrejiWicest' 
The majority of tho young Hindus 
they saw In London and at the univer- 
sities •would, on their return t<5 India, 
not- be welcomed by their mothers and 
sisters until they had purged them- 
•selvcs from the /jffects of tlieir sea 
'ivoyages and their associations "with 
Europeans by undergoing a ceremony 
of forma,! purlflcation. And. if castcj 
■ prejudices wMe' loosening oiS the sur- 
face! they were continually being 
tightened, down by the reactionary 
fb'ribes of religious revivalism, so that 
aiC^resent, after having stood the at- 
tack's oC half a century of Western 
'education, it was a moot point with 
those-iwho know the country whether, 
in essentials, they were gaining or los- 
Ingrground Barriers which olrcum- 
sqrlbed.so.strlotly the actions of every- 
day', life would leave feut little scope 
fbr;' tteedom or Judgment. Opinions 
must iollow thi color of the caste. .-Vn d 
what of the still greater line of cleav- 
age which divided the Hindu and .Mo- 
hammedan communities. Cionerally 
they lived side by shin peaceably 
enough; but religious dilTereiu;e, in- 
J'ealousy, might at any time lnfl,-\nie a 
spirit of rivalrj- which would subord- 
inate all other considerations to tliose 
'of creed and race, and which would go 
so far as to reject tlic mo?t gcnerou.s 
concession.'; if tliey Ijcnefittod by a lit- 
tle too much the other party. In sucli 
circumstances tlio competition which 
was the life of democracy, must breed 
rtot wholesolo emulation, hut injurinus 
enmity; and the people, in their hearts, 
recognised tliat this was so. II was ] 
lioBslble to cite m;ni\- facts which In- 
dicated that demncr.'itlc idcils did not 
commend themselves lo the Indi.'ui 
people, however lourily they ndgbt lu' 
acclnlmed by some ad\-anced iinlitl- 
clans. There w;is nr. deinanri [or dem- 
ocratic; government in the Niitlvc 
States. Bid the indhiii pcojile desire 
to exiiol lis from the enuntry'.' l)y ne 
means. lie lieliev-i's tlieir grlevan<'i' 
was primaillv' sentlinenlal. (hat iip)ier- 
most in their minds was a \-agiie feel- 
Infc of resentment at being trc.-ited .-il- 
ways as ;m Inferior to l-Uiroix'.'uis. 'I'Ik^ 
appointment of an Tnilian to the ICxcc- 
lltlve Cmiiu-ii of the Viceroy was a .)us- 
tlflable experiment. 'I'liere were risks, 
but It was wio-lii while lo incur them 
tn give the proijle of India a conclus- 
ive proof that they were not Ijarred 
by race frum tiu^ highest ofllce. that 
they were not relegated In rwinclple 
to an inferior status. Ills con<'hislons 
were that one could leani \-ei'y little 
ns to the real wishes of Iniiia. from the 
recent miinifestntlous nf, unrest; tlial 
the heartfelt desire of the people was to 
acfiuire .i self- 1 e.spect which luul l)een 
lost during years of siibjectlop ; thii t tne 
liest method of meeting tbiit dcHii-e 
WHS to jirove to tliem that the,\- lire 
not barred from positions of trust .-md 
dlgnitN- In the service of the eomilry; 
and that if this concession be granted 
tliey will remain ver\- well content 
with methods of government which 
may not realise the demncratic ide,-tls 
of Engll.shnier, hut which satisfy the 
present nceris of ," l-ire,e ;)ortion of 
Europe. 

A Wave of Unrest. 
Ijord (.lurzon said it was indisput- 
able that a, wave of unrest was ])ass- 
ing over the Kastern woriil. 'riu'.v saw 
It In Egyiit, in 'l"urke\-, in Persia, in 
India, and as far Hast as China. iCvery- 
whcre the movement rcijresented cia-- 
tain aspirations, oftiui muddled, inco- 
herent, inchoate, .-ind, p.^riuiiw x'iolent 
in expression, i^ut' in c\'er.\' case there 
lay behind the common noti- that edu- 
cated sections' of the iieople fleslred to 
claim a Inrjit-r sluire In the go\ernnient 
of their country. Tills mo\-ement was 
not conllned to countries with ;ilien 
governments. The f|uestions they all 
.naturally put to themselves were: 
;SWhat(are the aspirations of India; or 



how far were they dangerous and 
fraught with serious omen for the fu- 
ture; how far could they carry them 
out wiin nnpunily and security, and 
how far must tliey look upon thein 
with sus|)lcion and alarm, and In the 
last resort, what was the effect they 
would have upon British rule in In- 
dhi^.' Tho first observation that would 
occur to them who knew India was 
that the vast majority of the p rples 
of India had no political aspirations 
nt all. (Hear, hear.) Their one de- 
sire was to bo left alone in the enjoy- 
ment of their liouse.'i, lands, religion, 
domestic customs, and strange social 
prejudices, and it wos largely to the 
success and delicacy with which we 
had respected those desires that wo 
had sccare'd tranquility and content- 
ment of tho subject populations. In 
the country districts he doubted wheth- 
er that confidence has been at all se- 
riously impaired, although the peas- 
ants, were very ignorant, and credulous. 
Of the great towns he would not speak 
with similar confidence. They wore 
more easily organised, more prone to 
the arts of the agitator; .and in some 
there were large forces, of labor, mill 
hands and the like, who had organised 
and might, be a source of political dan- 
ger, still, broadly speaking, they were 
without political aspirations. They 
must not lose sight Of the fact that 
constant denunciations by the native 
press of the Brltlsli government and 
olliclals, which constantly filtered 
down even to tho village market place 
must In tlie end have some result, and 
might produce a ferment to which It 
would be foolish to shut their eyes. 
But, notwithstanding this, political 
asjilratloiih were a monopoly of the 
educated classes. They were the re- 
sult of ideas we had been steadily in- 
stilling Into them for tlie pnst lUO 
.^•ears. in many cases these took the 
perfectly natural and pardonable form 
of the desire for some employment 
which slioiild be at the same time se- 
cure, honorable, popU'lar, and reason- 
ably well paid. The only employment 
which satisfied these conditions was 
Government employment. In England 
that was not so. Tho Congress Party 
lu India did not love him — (laughter) 
— for reasons Into which he need not 
enter. It had always been their busi- 
ness to represent him as an implac- 
able foe of Indian aspirations. There, 
were those' present who had served 
with him In India and who knew very 
well that no more earnest advocate fo 
Indian rlglits for natives ever, worked 
behind an Indian desk. (Hear, hear.) 
Many new departments.. were created 
in his day which he staffed with na- 
tives to the best of -hls- ability* and 
he thought that some faint memory 
oV this must continue to exist In In- 
dia If he could judge from the con- 
tents of his weekly mail-bag, which 
brought him letters every week from 
scores of natives from all parts'* Of 'the 
country asking that he would con'- 
tinne his sympathy and encourage- 
ment and support of them. Ho won- 
dered If the weekly postbag of the 
valiant spokesman of India in the 
House of Commons, was charged with 
any similar contents. (Ijoud cheers.) 

Natives and Government Service 

It might bo said that the most 
higlily-pald posts were held by Eng- 
lishmen. That was to a large extent 
true, although out of 23,000 olhcers o£ 
Government drawing a salary ranging 
from ifiO to .C .'1,000, as many as 22,- 
000 were natives and only 6,500 Euro- 
peans. Two considerations must 
never be lost sight of. As long as the 
Government of India remained In 
British hands so long must they have 
a certain minority of highly-placed 
and carefully-picked' men- of English 
training and birth -to maintain the 
standard and set the tone. (Cheers/.) 
It was because thdy had always been 
able to rely upon that solid asset that 
they had produced great results. In- 
dia was a very large cotmtry, and, 
believe him, 800 or 900 men were not 
a very large number to spread over a 
continent, and If they broke into that 
ring, if they made any serious 
lireaches in it. It they therv^ln- intro- 
duced two standards of efliciency, 
th.^.v would Impair the morale, dlni- 
inish. the attractions, nnd Impair the 
eniciency of that service which had 
liitherto been their pride. Any breach 
tliey made in British superiority 
would .t;u on widening until they 
found that there no place for tho 

British citizen at all. The supreme 
teat of any form of government was 
the contentniinil of the people. 'I'he 
peasant was hapjiler when a district 
was being administered by an English 
ofllcer than b.v one of their own peo- 
ple. That was in no way disparaging 
to the nati\e. U meant that the Eng- 
lislmiaii was ahsolutcl.v impartial, not 
tied up with domestic and social In- 
trigue, that hi^ had a lieredltar.\- 
faciilt.\- for governing, and a most 
fully dcvelojied sense of right and 
wrong. He asked them to remember 
that any concession they made as re- 
gards native .aspirations must be 
guided and qualified by these consid- 
erations. India was just .'it present a 
briH'dlng ground of aspirations, many 
of which were illegitimate and im- 
practicable. There was' a party 
which was characterized by open se- 
dition and disloyalty, and whose de- 
sire was to get rid of the English 
from the country. That was the party 
which had pursued its studies in the 
school of Russian anarchism, and it 
did not shrink from assassination and 
bombs. These wanted an Independent 
India though w^hat form of govern- 
ment they never aald. It matteretl 
not that India had never been inde- 
fiendent, tliat it was Impossible to got 
a single nationality out of all tho.qe 
elementK, that they might reduce In- 
dia to a welter of bloodshed. They 
Viae! not studlec; histor.v, the.v were 
iinlmated by race hatred. With that 
party, at any rate, none of thern 
c<iiilii liave any sympathy, and when 
it developed Into crime ho hoped it 
would always be met with reiiression. 
He thought they would he mistaken 
to believe that that part.v had been 
scotched, or llnall.x' killed, in his 
opinion they would hear of It again In 
more dangerous form-i. Its recrudes- 
cence depended entirely on the atti- 
tude of the Government of India In 
India itself, on the courage nnd reso- 
lution sliown by that Government. 
"Self -Government," 

'I'lien there ivas tho much wider 
school whose aspirations were suni- 
uied U|i in the words "Colonial self- 
pov'crninent." Tl'.at v.'as a very sim- 
ple thing to them who .vcre all mem- 
bers of the Colonial Insti-,.ute, but it 
teeant some thing very different In 
India. The Indian lde:i. about the 
firrangoment was tluil- tlicrc v.'as to 
b" a.': little Engllsti ,ind as much In- 
cliiins about It as ma.v lie. They wore 
\rilllng to leave the link o"" the Crown 
because of Its immenae prestige and 
becuuBO p£ tho , great popularity of the 



willing to leave a small fraction' of 
tho Brltlsn army in India because 
there were contingencies In which it 
might be useful. For the same reason 
they would take advantage ot tho 
Navy, and would not object to Bri- 
tish cai)ltal. But their idea, was that 
tha civil service should disappear and 
be replaced by natives, and that ev- 
erywhere there should bo groups of 
native governments, native ministries, 
and western parliaments. Colonial 
self-government in India wau Incom- 
patible with the continuance of Bri- 
tish ' rule In India. (Cheers.) They 
could not hang on India to the skirts 
of the British Bnaplre by a' flimsy and 
fragile thread and .exjJect the thread 
to stand. If would snap; at . tlie' first 
-emergency. Then they would have to 
restore the authority they had sacri- 
ficed, or if they did not some other 
European Power would. (Hear, 
hear.) He was greatly encouraged In 
his attitude because ho found It was 
shared by the distlngushed statesman 
who was 5it the in-esoht moment sec- 
retary of state for India. (Cheers.) 
They could not set up miniature iiar- 
liaments In India without Imincnsely 
Increasing the desire for self-govern- 
ment which they would already have 
created. It was futile to say they 
were not going to give self-govern- 
ment and to give the people self-gov- 
erning Institutions. He doubted not 
that the extreme jiart.v in India were 
very . grateful for the concessions 
given them for they were greatly in 
excess of anytliing they had asked for 
— (hear, hear) — but they meant to use 
them as a lever for more. No single 
leader would say ho was content to 
rest where Lord Morley had placed 
him. Therefore, amid the paeans of 
congratulation he was one of those 
who preferred to pause and wait a 
little and to look ahead. ■ Only the 
other day they had Lord Rosebery — 
(cheors) — making a most powerful 
and Indeed historic speech, In which 
he said that there was a sort of omin- 
ous hush over the Continent of Eur- 
ope in which they could almost hear 
tho fall of a leaf. He sometimes 
thought he could detect a similar 
hush In India. They were confronted 
there witli views whicli unless they 
were firmly dealt with would swell 
and grow until they found them in 
i compatible with the continued ex- 
istence of British Government. (Hear, 
hear.) He was no alarmist. He was 
not as sanguine a.s Sir Bampfylde 
Fuller. Ho hoped those dovelopmouts 
might he In tho dim and distant fu- 
ture, although he was Inclined to 
think they were nearer than sonie of 
them imagined. Even In his least 
sahgiiine moments he never felt the 
attitude of abdication or surrender, 
because whenever ho looked at ths 
history of India he was 'riot only - In- 
spired . by the glorious ;achlevements 
by. which It. had been, elgnallacd, but 
he fl*mly retained the opinion that 
tlie -sense of - honor, the ' J fine spirit 
and courage of his countrymen In- that 
countrj', , and. becttuae .whatever -rajght 
happen there ho bcHeved"'the 'people 
of this country would put forth their 
utmost effort, w-ould sacrifice their 
last shilling nnd last man sooner than 
hand over to 'destructlon that imper- 
ishable jewel- of nthe British Crown. 
(Loud cheers.)

Replying to a vote . of thanks Sir 
Bampfylde Fuller said' the Oriental 
was always' on the" side of the strong 
battalions. 



BRITAIN VS. GERMANY 



An American View of the Rival Ar- 
maments on tho North 
Sea 



The American navy was more gener- 
ally discussed throughout the world last 
year than all the navies of uU other 
powers. This was due to the cruise 
whicli the great fleet made around the 
glolie, sailing In many strange seas, and 
calling at ports of so many different 
luulons. Naturally enough, there has 
nut been so much naval talk this year, 
so far as the U. .S. navy is concerned. 
lOviiita in another quarter have trans- 
ferred Interest fi-nm the American 
the navies of (ircat lirilalii ami t 
iiiaii.v. These two powi-rs appear to 
engaged In .-i shiplniildlug race vvbich Is 
iiniouc 111 the lii.story of nalitais, and 
wlileh, according to several authorities, 
must terminate in war or bankruptcy. 

It is difficult to realize that less than 
twenty-five years ago the United States 
did not liave a single armored seagoing 
ship, and that now It Is prepared to 
enforce the most recent lutcrprctation of 
the Monroe doctrine in any part of the 
worbl with a navv s.-^cond in power only 
to that (if drcut Britain Itself, The 
navy of (.'very otiifr nation lias been of 
slow, Htead.v growth, in the execution of 
a fixed puj-poHo, and the carrying out of 
11 long defined policy. But tho country 
appears suddenly to have awakened to 
the. fact tlia# the American navy was 
worthless so far as vessels were con- 
cerned, and that a nation so well able 
to Dulld warsbips siiould be representeil 
on the sea in a nioru cre(lllal)li> manniu'. 

The beglnnliig of tli<- now navy wn.s 
tlu: i.r.-^age of the nav.-il appi opi iii tioii 
Mil of IS8;i, authnriiilng tin; eoiistriu tioii 
of three steel cruisers and one despatch 
boat, at a total cost of 5;i,:iOO,000. .Such 
a sum would not start a contractor to 
work on one of the battleships or cruis- 
er.'? of the navy of today. There was 
not an armor phitc factory in the United 
States, nor a plant at which could be 
turned out guns of greater than G-lncli 
calilire. There was not a toriiedo nor 
nmchlne gun plant in the country. Hut 
armor plate factories sprang up. and 
tho government estubli.shed the great 
gun factory at Washington In 1887. The 
Increase lu our naval strength from that 
vcar was rapid, and when the Spanish 
war broke out In 1898, It not only found 
•he American navy In a perfect state of 
preparedness, but' strong enough fo. an- 
nihilate the navy of Spain in a campaign 
of no days. 

No race is so costly as that which 
many nations enter in seeing which can 
iiieronBe Its nnvnl armaments moat 
rapidly. 'I'he cost of a warship of the 
Dreadnought class may lie rmiglily 
stated at 51(1,0011,0110. R.i 1 1 lesliliis of tlio 
first class, speaking of the lJrea<l- 
noughts as In a class liy themselves, cost 
about ?7,nOO,non. The armor ami the guns 
on a vessel cost, approximately, ns 
rriuch as the vessel unarinored and un- 
armed. 

But the initial cost of 11 navy is In- 
significant as compared with tlie enoi- 
niouH outlay Involved In maintaining it. 
For instance, dui-liig the fiscal yenr IIUIS, 
the cost of maintaining the hattloalilp 
Connecticut was ?871,r)iri.77, which sum 
Inclmled $7,31,0;);!. 07 for cost cif com- 
mission, which also represented pav ot 
officers anil $M0,.1S2.7I), representing re- 
palrr, to liull, inachimuy and eipilpage 
To this cost nf nialntenance of vessels 
must be added the cost of nialutalulng 
tlic machinery of the navy doiairtmcnt. 
The amount appropriated for tho sup- 
port of th(^ naval cstnhllshraent,. from 
ISSa to lOO.S, Including both years, was 
$1 ,n74.(;2'l,001,Sli, of which vast sum 
only ?3ll.!t0.1.2!1S.riri was expended in the 
actual construction of vc.i.icls 

One of the lords of the British Ai\- 
mlralty said In an offlcml utterance re- 
cently that "In ine AVofjiRrn Hemisphere 
the United .Stales are forming a nuvy 
the power and bIv,c of which will he 
limited' (inly by the amount of money

to spend on It." England Is having a 
hard time' with her finances now, and 
Germany is running ''aehlnd in , the matter 
of governmental revenue to, such an ex- 
tent that her statesmen are exorcising 
their Ingenuity to find new subjects of 
taxation or subjects upon which addi- 
tional tax may bo placed wlthOut work- 
ing too groat ■ hardship. - 

Americans, at least, have never been 
able to SCO real cause for 'the excite- 
ment which has prevailed In England 
during the pnst few months over the 
prospect of a German Invasion. The 
■pace at which the Germans are building 
warships is hardly so great as that at 
which England is building thom. The 
present warslilp tonnage of Great Brit- 
ain, according to thf' must rellalile 
figures obtainable, is 1,665,005, while 
that of .Germany '.is beltevedito be .'iil.- 
573 toaB.'.4:'Were vessels ..the two coun- 
tries are now building put on the wave 
Groat Britain would have a tonnage o£ 
1,S71,17G, while Germany's tonnage 
would be 693. son. ,\h a matter of fact, 
Franco Is adding to her nav.v more 
rapidly than Germany Is Increasing hers, 
nnd when veM.-mis now on tho ways are 
completed Franco will rank second In 
naval strength among tlie powers of the 
world, with the United 'States third, in- 
stead of second, the place . 'she now 
occupies. 

But there Is a wide gap between Groat 
Britain and the United States when it 
comes to tonnage, for, as against a ton- 
nage of 1,000,000 for Great Britain, the 
United States has only S85,42«. When 
the vessels the United fjtutes are build- 
ing are completed tho lonniige will be 
Increased to 770,ltiS, Tho Mrltlsh stand- 
ard for many years has 'iieon a navy 
stronger than those of any other two 
powers combiiKid, Tho recent excite- 
ment concerning German ilesigos on 
England has stinniiated pulillc seiitliictii 
to such an extent that It looks as 
(hough England would oven undertake 
to lay down three koels for every one 
laid down by any other power. 

Tho exeltement growing out of the 
siipiiosed danger of (lernian Invasion de- 
veloped tho probability of Great lirltalii 
receiving most sulistantlal ailiUtions to 
her navy without having to pay for 
tbeni. The cnlony of New Zealand voted 
to build and present a Dreadnought to 
the mother country and It Is understood 
that Canada will build a navy of eight 
cruisers, ten torpedo boats and as many 
destroyers. A .colonial warship, guard- 
ing the coast lino of a British colony 
would leave a British warship free tn 
form one of the guard-line aliout the 
mother country. 

It has been stated that a blockade of 
English ports for three weeks would 
bring tho country to .a state of starva- 
tion, so dependent Is England upon the 
constant exchange of her manufactured 
Iirnducts for a food supply. That Eng- 
land appreciates this fact is demon- 
strfitcd b.v the size of her lionie fleet, 
consisting of tweiity-six armored vca- 
.sels, wlilch can fire a bro.-idslde of over 
100,000 pounds. The German fleet in 
the North .Sea consists of twenty-four 
armored ships, which can fire but 05,(100 
pounds at a broadside. 

Tlie British home fleet is alwa>-s In 
coniniisslon. ready to go Into action on 
notice, while several of the German ves- 
sels are in conunlssion jut a jiart of 
each year. Tho British vessels of the 
home fleet mount a hundred guns of 
twelve-Inch calibre, It- is s&tcd, while 
the German fleet carries forty guns of 
eleven-Inch calibre, Tho ten armored 
ships of the British Atlantic fleet, al- 
ways In coinndsslon, 'could be quickly 
added to the homo fleet, making thirty- 
six battleships to be u.sed against Ger- 
many's twenty-two, if necessary. 

in case of n war between Germany 
nnd England, both countries would keep 
their armies at home and on the alert. 
England would probably blockade the 
t^iermaii navy, while maintaining close 
watch that a, German cruiser did not 
slip out and smash British commerce, 
German coniiuorce would, of course, suf- 
fer groat damage If not annihilation, but 
owing to her position,' and the- extent 
of the empire, this would not hurt. Ger-- 
muny so' severely as such a blow in- 
flicted upon iCngliind 'would Injure that 
country. Germany ; Is .more nearly a 
match for Eiptland In jiolnt of torpedo 
bonis than In battleships, Indeed, tlie 
iiumher In each navy Is approximately 
the same, and It is asserted b.v British 
authorities tb.at the German boats are 
of a 'JOtter clo-ss. A fleet of torpedo 
boats, .of : a- draft which would enable 
them to "'•ehter waters in which tlie>- 
could not be reached by British battle- 
ships of the blockading scpiadron, ndgbt 
slip out on a dark night and effect ter- 
rible damage to British shipping before 
they could be overhauled and sunk.. 

Lord Nelson 'said that one Englishman 
ivaa worth three Frenchmen aboard a 
man o' war. But tho Instinct of the 
sea. such ns the British people pos- 
sessed over those of any other nation Ip 
the old days, and which was so neces- 
sary then to the uphullding of a great 
navy. Is not now issi'iitial. Throii;;h 
the subslltutlen of steam fur sail.'^, llie 
Introiluctliin of the arniorclad. and ilie 
crowding of the hulls of warships with 
machinery, much of it operated %vith 
electricity as the motive power, the 
graduate of Annapolis,' or of the train- 
ing school for officers of the navy of 
.uiy other iiallon,' must be ;iii expert 
machinist, a lechmdo.gist and a scientist. 
J-le must be able to hiiild llie uiost com- 
plicated enKlne and to install and oper- 
ate (H'cr.v kind of electiieal machinery 
Ills profession Is purely sclenilfle .\ih1 
the Germans are regarded as .about the 
most scientific people In the world. , 

-\')out fifty years ago Germany had 
purchased a number of ships and was 
making such progress In creating a 
navy Hint Kiiglaud grew .iealous of the 
grnwih of a sea-power right at her 
doors. So the British Government In- 
formed the (Jonfeder.ite .Assembly at 
Frankfort, that the German flag was 
unknown on the seas, nnd that a ves- 
sel fiving it was liable to he sel'/.ed and 
treated as a pirate. Germany piompt- 
Iv called her warships home and sold 
them. That was In 1852. Nothing coiihl 
more strikingly llhislrate the growtli of 
Germany as a sea-pi'wer. a iiower whicli. 
In this vear of grace, is causing I';n>.'- 
llshnien to lie awake at night, fearing 
a descent upon their coasts by this very 
power which was not a power consider- 
atily less than half a century ago,

Mysterious Charm 
of the Latin Quarter 



R. L. Stevenson, in his j'outhful and 
somewhat puritanical essay on "Fran- 
cols Vilion," sjieaks of tUv. "sugar 
candy pastorals of iNlurger." To many 
who have made friends of Mi ml. Mu- 
sette, Rodolplie, and the rest of that 
gay band, and wlio, without ever iviv- 
ing liad the chance to set foot In Bo- 
hemia, feci that through Murger they 
know Its atmosphere, its gleams and 
Its dreams, its sordldness, its tragedy, 
and r.ll tho other things it stands for — 
to these, such a scoffing will seem rank 
heresy. Even to those who have lived 
on the slopes of the Hill of Ste. Gene- 
vieve, iind have absorbed the spirit 
ot the place. It will seem at best but 
a smartl.v cheap wa>' of saying that 
iMurger wrote with Imagination and 
as a poet, and selected his material. 
Bohemia existed long before Murgor, 
but he fixed Its traditions by tolling 
Its story, and gave nowcomors and tho 
world a guldo hook, which. If not lit- 
erally. Is at Oeast sympathetically and 
emotionally true to life. 

The Latin Quarter Is no now colony, 
hut away back nt the beginning of tho 
thirteenth century it came into being 
when the University began to take 
root on the summit of what came to 
be called th(> Hill of Hie. fjenevlevt — 
after that niarveloiis ami inexplicable 
ISreton ))easant woman who dominated 
Paris in its Boman days In a way that 
not even Napoleon npproaclied. Small 
(n Its beginnings, the University of 
Paris by the middle of tho fourteentli 
century, had begun to attract students 
from all tho countries of Europe. Med- 
iaeval Latin waf? the only tongue .which 
this polyblot gathering could speak in 
common so Latin was not only tn be 
heard in tlio class-rooms of the pro- 
fessors but also on the streets and in 
the cafes. Thus the students' riunrtor 
grow to be known to the dwellers in 
the city and In tlie helght;i to the ncrtii 
of the river as tlie Quartier Latin, and 
so the outsiile world !'aine to us(? the 
term without knowing very clearly its 
significance. 

From Villon's Day to Ours 

About the middle of the fifteenth 
eontur.v, l'"rancois Villon, poet, thief, 
and vagabond, became a student of 
theology at the University of Paris.' 
Never out of debt or out of love, sel- 
dom out of the hands of the law, hot- 
bloodedT hot-headed, hotbralned, moved 
only "by caprice and the desire of the 
moment, he ran amtiek through all the 
decencies of life, and witli cynical ef- 
fronter.v wrote out his shame 
111 frank verse, wliicli Is at 
once tlie monument of his genius 
and the grave of his reputation. Villon 
may he said to liave been the first sad 
dog to give tho Latin Quarter tho bad 
name which persists to our day, and 



students and artists- choose to congre- 
gate, for they 'are gregarious, and lovo 
their kind. " 

But you might live ail your days In 
the very heart of a Latin Quarter, and 
never suspect it. Tho fact Is, you must 
livo the life before you can know the 
thing. For, aftl-r all. It is nioru a con- 
dition than a place: that is to say, you 
win never know whore a Latin Quar- 
ter Is tin you know what it is. And 
what is the "dpen, Sesame" which 
malces you free ot It'.' You must bo 
"climbing tho green hills of youth;" 
you must be struggling to get a foot- 
ing in some department of art; you 
must have the artistic temperament, 
and live' your life in spasms; you must 
be poor. 

But one may bo all these things any- 
where — young, artistic, volatile, poor! 
True! But there is only one Paris 
whore you may exploit all those abili- 
ties and dlsabiliticisi to the full, and 
have your wildest extravagances smil- 
ed on, or, at worst, shrugged at. The 
tradition of the ' giddy Bohemian Is 
fixed there, and nothing he can do of 
eccentric pose will surprise a people 
who have had this kind of a cir'o'us 
before them all their lives. 

JIurgcr said: "Bohemia neither ex- 
ists, nor can exist, anywhere out of 
Paris"- — the corollary to which must be 
that to become a Bohemian you must 
go to Paris. And it Is astonishing to 
note how soon the sober Scot, the me- 
thodical Englishman, or the every- 
mlnut(;-a-doriar Yank.sc dropped into 
the melting pot of the Latin Quarter 
comes out after the traditional ])attern. 
Hen? we have a reversal to the jirlml- 
tlve, and every man Is kin. For this 
nohcmla Is truly to many the "far 
country," and there you may see tho

Into the prudence of a wise man. It 
is distinctly bad form to thrust ono's 
.fusiiy activity In tho faces, ot men who 
are not in tho nnxid for work and who 
fear digestive disturbance, and what 
ai-e a handful of hours anyway 'When 
one Is yotmgl "La jounesse h'a .qu'un 
temps," and the one thing age regrets 
Is that it dill not ni,-ikc more use of itk 
yeasty time, pm, "Vivo In, bagatelle!.**' 

One has twinges of conscience now 
and again, it is true. As you enter 
your studio at somo unearthly hour 
and viciously haul across the curtains 
to shut out the accusing daylight be- 
fore" you throw yourself down on yotir 
creaking sommler. you swear, with 
strange oath.s, that this is the last of 
the days ot idleness, and that 8 o'clock 
will see you at y,our casie. And then! 
and then youth demands Its duo of 
sleep, an'd It i.° high noon before you 
waken, and that onl.y because of ;i 
thundering knocking at your studio 
door. Two ot last night's friends from 
across the court liavo como to spend 
the hour before lunch, and you squat 
arourid, and smoke, and all make plans 
for a good afternoon's work, while you 
virtuously fix a canvas on yc^ur e.asel 
and got a pllo of lirushes re?c3y. You 
then so with tho others to tlic Ilttlo 
cromerle for lunch, and then stroll 
down to tho Dome for a book before 
going back to your studio, "But only 
one, you understand, I've a, big day's 
work before me."

There are many meii 
there who are so In lovo with their 
work that they are never happy away 
from it: men who liax-e given the host 
proof of their sincerity and devotion 
In that they are willing to stn 'vc, nnd 
go bare, and lives the lives of anchor- 
ites, that tliey may follow the gleam. 
There you may llnd verltalile gluttons 
for work — men who. pale ,-ind vacant- 
e.\'ed, only emerge from their studios 
when their clamorous stomachs cr.v tn 
be fed. You may see them slipping fur- 
tively and with frightened haste back 
to shut themselves up, avoiding their 
kind, mad with fear that they m,'i\- not 
recapture the exaltatlmi which brought 
tlieir ideal almost within arms' length. 

l'"roni these enthusiasts c^ome the 
martyrs, or heroes, of the Quarter. It 
is n world of extremes, this ciueer 
worlil of Bohemia. Men work In spurts. 
Th.'U, is the iu'tlstic temper.'unent. Your 
butterlly turns ant. It is feast or fam- 
ine. The man who last week never 
touched a brush,, but made the coming 
of tli(^ market dra>'s his signal for bed, 
this wei-k uses up every moment of 
da,\'light ami e\'er\- nunc.- of energy. If 
you see him now, he has nn time for 
talk, no lime for books or billiards, the 
cafe sees lilm not. nnd he works with a, 
savage lierceness which the plodder 
would open wondering eyes at, but: 
could not come near. 

And so one could go on telling many 
things, for what li.is been said is but 
tlio sketching In of the background of 
the picture of Latin Quarter life — a life 
"charming and terrible," full of seduc- 
tions, of danger.':, of raptures, of trage- 
dies, of terrible disillusionment, but, 
happily, sometimes, of hlgli fulfllraents

Tho Duke agreed with him as to tho 
.'ipproprlateness of the suggestion, but 
explained that His Majesty hud that 
morning seen the Duchess In the park 
in a rldlng-hablt of blue, faced with 
white, and had given order.s that the 
uniform of the Navy should carry out 
that idea. Other nations, seeing tho 
offectlveness of the combination, 
adopted the Idea, and now, in most 
navies of the world, tho uniform la 
the same — blue and white.

THE INVINCIBLE ARMADA 

•Following- the story of English history as 
written in the record of the great battles,' the 
defeat of tlie Invincible Armada, as King 
Philip of vSpain called it, comes next in order 
after Bosworth Field. Every schoolboy knows 
about this remarkable tragedy of the high 
seas — how the great Armada sailed against 
England, only to be destroyed by battle and 
tempest. A brief narrative of the fight will 
be given, but the niAin point to be dealt with 
is as to how the struggle was precipitated. and 
what its result was upon the progress of the 
world. 

To find the beginning of events, which led 
up to this famous sea fight, we must go back 
for some years to tiie time when the famous 
papal bull was issued dividing the unexplored 
world between. Spain and Portugal. Under it 
the dominion of the Pacific was vested in 
Spain. Just what authority tlie Pope had to 
make this partition is neither here nor there ; 
but at the time it was ordained, the people of 
England were not much concerned one way 
or the other, and there was no one else in 
tuirope in a ])osition to raise any objection. 
But in the year 1540 there was born in a Dev- 
onshire town a lad, who when very young was 
apprenticed to a sea captain and made several 
voyages upder him. lie soon had a ship of 
his own and carried on a profitable coasting 
trade. But the spirit of Francis Drake was 
too adventurous to be content with sailing 
from port to port in home waters, and at 
twenty-five years of age lie set out for Guinea 
and the West Indies. Two years later he was 
in command of a ship belonging to Hawkins' 
squadron, which met with a disastrous defeat 
at the hands of Spain. There was not actually/ 
a state of war between Eligland and the Pen- 
insular monarchy at that time, but the Span- 
iards looked upon every adventurer, who sailed 
into certain seas, as a trespasser, and attacked 
him accordingly. This defeat rankled in the 
mind of Drake' but he l)ided his time, and it 
was not until 1572 that he felt able to take his 
revenge. This "he did by capturing the town 
of l^pmbre de Dios, on the Isthmus of Pan- 
ama, where he gained a vast amount of treas- 
ure. But what was more important still, he 
crossed tlic Isthmus with a little party, and 
on seeing the waters of the Pacific sprcad out 
before him, knelt and prayed that he^ might 
live "to sail once upon that sea in an English 
ship." Five years later he carried out this 
aspiration, and ravaged the Spanish settle- 
ments on the west coast of Stouth America in 
his ship the Golden Hind. Then he crossed 
the Pacific and Indian Oceans, rounded Cape 
of Good Hope and reached home in safety, 
to receive knighthood at the hands of Queen 
Elizabeth, although his naval operations liad 
been carried on against a power with which 
she, as sovereign of England, was at peace. 
This state of things greatly angered Phihp of 
Spain and one would think not unnaturally, 
especially as the valiant captain saw fit to carry 
on a private war of his own with both Spam 
and Portugal. In these days we would call 
Drake a pirate; any admiralty court in the 
country would condemn his doings and any 
other court would hang him without question ; 
but in those good old days things were run on 
different principles, and sovereigns would be on 
friendly terms, even while their subjects v.-ere 
fighting and robbing each other somewhere 
down below the line where the sky and ocean 
met. Out of sight out of mind, was a maxim of 
statesmanship in the Elizabethan era. But Philip 
when he heard the story, cherished it in his 
mind, not because he cared for the loss of a 
galleon or two or the burning of a few colonial 
towns, but because ho saw in Drake's ^success 
evidence that a new power was arising on the 
ocean. Mis designs were too ambitious for him 
to ])crmit ihciii to be embarrassed by a sea fight 
with England, because of the doings of an Eng- 
lish captain, whose deeds his sovereign repudiat- 
ed even while honoring him for them. Of late 
we have heard ii good deal about the hegemony 
of Germany in Europe. Most of us have to 
be told what hegemony means. We sec it used 
in connection with Droadnoiight<?, nnd ar*; not 
quite as sure what it signifies as we ought to be. 
As the London Times, we think il, was, felt 
called upon to tell its readers what the word 
meant, perhaps wo may as well say that it 
means preponderating influence. Now this is 
what Philip of Spain aimed at. He sought to 
secure for his country the hegemony not only 
of luirope but also of the whole habitable world, 
and the only obstacle in his way apparently was 
that little island lying off the coast of Franco. 
He had made himself secure in tkc Low Coun- 
tries and all the region along the south side of 
the English Channel. Hn had the active sup- 
port of the German Catholics and the blessing 
of the Pope, who duly cxcomnumicated Queen 
I'llizabeth. lie also hoped for the support of 
the Catholic nobles of Eimland. His jilan was 
to make himself king of England, and this he 
thought would meet the wishes of the Scots, 
whose feelings i:owards Elizabeth were greatly 
strained by the execution of Mary, their Queen. 
He;planned his campaign with great minuteness, 
and the Duke of Parma, the "Von Moltke of his 
day; prepared full plans for the landing of 
troops in England nnd an immediate march up- 
• on London. The whole thing seemed so very 
reasonable, that when the King asked for money 
to build his Armada, his nobles vied with each 
other in contributing. There were some people 
who pointed out that the English might not 
])rove iis easy victims as Pliilip expected, but 
they wci-c silenced by references to the defeat 
of Hawkins. And so the Armada was got ready 
and soldiers were gathered along the coast op- 
posite England, with trarriports ready to con- 



vey them across as soon as the Armada had 
swept the seas. Towards the last one of Philip's 
courtiers questioned the wisdom of the expedi- 
tion, but he was silenced by the information 
that Elizabeth only could muster forty ships and 
si.x thousand soldiers. What .Shak(>spearc could 
have been thinking about that lie did not write 
"An Englishman's Home," we. do not know, but 
strange to say the English were not for a mo- 
ment dismayed. The first proof that Philip had 
reckoned without his host was when the Catho- 
lic nobles came and offered Elizabeth their un- 
divided support. Said their spokesman: "Wc 
are good Catholic; and honor the"'" Pope, but 
when the soil of England is to be invaded our 
first duty is to our Queen." 

The Armada consisted of 131 ships manned 
l>y 8,000 sailors and ii),(50o soldiers. One hun- 
dred thousand men were assembled ready for 
the transports. The Armada set sail from Lis- 
bon on May 29, 1588. Misfortune attended it 
early, for 11 ships were put out of commission 
before the Channel was reached. Of the re- 
mainder 70 could not be used in an engagement 
against such a force as Lord Howard had 
wherewith to meet them. He had only 80 ves- 
sels in all, and some of them were by no means 
formidable, but they were manned by sailors 
who knew how to handle ihein and were ready 
to risk everything to kee]) their coasts free from 
an enemy. There is really not very much to tell 
about the meeting of the fleets. The most 
interesting thing about it was the temper of the 
English jieople. A story told o.f Drake and 
Howard illustrates this. They were ■on shore 
engaged iii a game of bowls, when word was 
brought that the Spaniards were approaching. 
Howard was for rushing at once to (heir shii";s, 
but Drake said: "Let's finish the game-. There'll 
be time enough to defeat the .Si«miards after- 
wards." It never seems to have entered into 
the mind of any one in .England, from the 
Queen herself, who rode among her men on 
horseback, to the humblest cottager in the land 
that the country could be successfully invaded. 
Howard planned hh attack upon tHe-approach- • 
ing- enemy with consummate skill.- The - fiS^ht- - 
was" what \ve would nowadays, call one.betweeii 
torpedo boait 'destroyers and Dreadnoughts. The 
English'^.liad 'the former, and they harried the 
bulky ships- of Spain until the Due de .Medina 
Sidonia was at his wits end. Howard sacrificed 
some of his poorer ships by filling (hem with 
combustibles and sending them in on a favor- 
ing tide to the place where the Spaniards had 
anchored on the first night. This caused the 
grjeat JVrin.ada to.. break up, ancKthe furiau.s..atr.- 
tacks of the Englishmen drove!. •.the Spanish . 
ships. to.)y|ird$ the J^rencl) coast. jnTth'<3l hope th^^ 
they- could • carry - out tHeit* orders ■'artd'- get to- ' 
gether 'ottde niore. Then contrary wiiids came ; 
to the help of the English and many Spaniards . 
were driven ashore. There was hardly what 
could l)e called an actual battle ; for a week the 
English ships h;irassed the enemy. \'essel 
after vessel was destroyed and the remnant 
souj:i;ht. safety by flight up the North Sea with 
the view of returning to Spain by sailing around 
the north of Scotland. In history, biography 
andfiction the story of that terrible retreat- has 
been told over and over again; Some of the 
ships" 'were lost at sea; others were driven , 
ashore^ Fifty of them with greatly reduced 
crews, and with all t;hc courage gone out of 
commanders ■ and' men, reached Lisbon again. 
The ICnglisli loss was so small that it was hardly 
worth considering. 

This disaster broke the na\-al power of .Si)ain, 
and opened the commerce of the world to all 
who saw fit to engage in it. Then as now the 
namxi !o{! England stood for. freedom. She did 
not drive- her enemies frorri the seas to estab- 
lish a dominion for herself, but only to make 
tlie pathways of trade open to all who had 
the courage to follow them. This was the first 
effect of the defeat of the Armada. The second 
was to free luigland from any furlher attempts 
on the part of European powers lo invade lier 
shores. It was not imlil the time 01 Xa])oleoii, 
three and a (piarter centuries later, thai an 
invasion was again nHHjted, and there is gi'ave 
doul)t if tlie ['"renjh Jilniper(jr ever seriously 
coutcmplated such a venture. If he did, his 
designs were frustrated at Trafalgar. Since 
Elizabeth's days England''has remained 

"Compassed about by her inviolate sea," 
Another effect was that a tremendous impetus 
was given to the English spirit of adventure. 
The colonization of Ncjrth America was one of 
the results of the great victory. Another result 
was the establishment of luiglish prestige. An- 
other was thai the country, being rendered safe 
from invasion, the |ieople were at lilu'rty to 
work out in their own way their problems of 
self-government. Indeed one may almost say 
that the British Empire was born that day when 
Drake looked from the Isthmus- of Panama out 
upon, the Pacific Ocean.

THE PSALMS OF DAVID 

A recent w-riler, speaking of the Psalm:- of 
David, expresses the opinion that in the c»)nrsc 
of the many centuries which have elapsed since 
they were written, a certain degree of con- 
fusion has arisen regarding ,thenj. /He sug-^ 
gests that from internal evidence thiese writ- 
ings appear: to i'belong. to two ciasse of liter- 
ature. Oh'e of these classes cBnsists of hymns 
of adoration and prayers addressed to the 
Deity, and the others of adulatory" addresses 
and urgent requests made by courtiers to their 
sovereign. He thinks that in some of the 
Psalms the two classes may have become 
mixed together. One expression which he 
refers to as clearly being addressed to the 
ruling king is as follows: "The Lord said 
unto my lord, sit thou at my right hand until' 



I have made thy enemies thy footstool."' The 
Psalms in which vengeance is asked against 
the enemies of the vvriter of them are re- 
garded as addressed to the king and not to 
the Almighty. It is impossible to express 
any definite opinion one way ov the other u])i;)u 
a (jiiestion of this l<ind, hut the idea is ;i very 
interesting one, and may not be wholly with- 
out substantial foundation. . , - , , ■ 

But be this as it may, therecan.be no.q'ues- 
tion that, the ,Psalms of, David, so-called,- arc 
unique in Hteratiire. Cornpared with contem- 
])orary writing.s, they are upon a. vastly higher 
plane. The V'edic Hymns, the sayings of 
Zaratluistra, and all the mass of writing.s, 
which may in a general way be spoken of as 
conteini)orary with the prodi:c*^ion of the 
I'salms. lack many of the elements that make 
the latter of value to, humanity. When wc 
say "contemporary" in this connection, we 
have in mind rather the stage of national prog- 
ress than the actual years in which any works 
were \vritlen. The Psalms have a directness 
and simplicity which sets them ajmrt from all 
the other i^roductions Of the poets or teachers 
of anti(piity. TIk'v are characteri:<e(l by one 
essential feature, namely, the belief in ,-i Deity, 
who is immanent in the affairs of mankind. 
He is not a god who is apart from the universe 
which he has created ; He is not one who 
shares his authority with demigods and is in 
antagonism to a spirit of evil, who is almost 
his equal. Indeed, if memory serves correctly, 
there is no reference anywhere in the Psalms 
to such a being as we have come to speak of 
as Satan. Throughout them all, whether we 
ado])t the ex]ilanation of their nature above 
suggestion or nf)t, there is an im<|ucslionablc 
acceptation of- the thought that the Deity 
staiiids- in isolated suprenjacy ,; oyer -.thC; world ' 
aiid'all -that -therein is, an'd yet cortdescchds'to 
be mindful of man. Mis tender mercies are 
declared to be over all his works. His works 
are declared :to. 'praise him. Though one 
should take the wings of the morning and fly 
to the uttermost parts, it wouUl lie impossible 
to hide from his ])resence or cscajie the oper- 
ation of his love. His angels have charge over 
us. lie is the she])lierd of . men: His law is 
perfect, and convertcth the souh. His J.uclg- ' 
ments . are righteoiisl i '. . Tlie earth jirid; 'thb 
heavens are tKer>\'^rkte;of liis hands. Though 
nlankil^■:falletli,faI; 'frbm Iiini, he reniembereth 
hii inercyly--He is-ini|«fful of his promises. He 
hath respect unto thC;^owly. One searches in 
vain in the literature:of India, Persia or Chiiia 
for - such thoughts, "-as these. The ancient; 
■writers of those com'ttries do not ■di.spute"ihe" 
e-xjstence of a Supreme Deity. Indeed their^

India, the Supreii'te -jName- was deemed";:!'so 
•great that no man might fitter it. 

These considerations suggest the tiiought 
that possibly the difference between what we 
call ' Oriental civilization and ours may have 
arisen from out of the- fact that centuries. ago 
•vye' started 'frpm 4iWefent ^Yievvi jiqintfVDi'^^t^^^ 
Deity and his' rel^tio^iis' tb' 'mankirid.v ■ W 
not mean that our ancestors, who were"c-Dn- 
tethporary with David, held to his conception 
of Monothei.sm, although the adherents of the 
Anglo-Israel cult would claim that they did. 
The fact remains that later, how much later is 
immaterial, they came within the influence of 
thai conce])tion, and it has controlled all their 
]mogrcss and development/ In like, manner 
those peoples, who -now live under the infliience 
of the great Oriental systems, riiay not neces- 
sarily -'have received them at the tim'e they 
were given out, althougli they have since come 
within their scojie to such an exteiU (hat all 
their ideas have been colored by them. W'e 
can only gi\-e <jut this thought for what it is 
worth, and sug.gest that perhai)s the I'salms of 
Haviri have bad a more potent influence upon 
the progress of that braiicli of the human race, 
to which we belong, than anything else that 
ever was written. 

GREAT INVENTIONS 

At Avhat stage of progress mankind began 
to use water as a means of transportation must 
of necessity remain unknown. There seem 
to have been five stages in the development 
of ships, using the word "shij)" in its generic 
term as meaning anylbin,!.r that will float upon 
the water and carry sonieliiing else, and thpy 
are the raft, the liollowed log. the canoe of 
bark or skins, the boat formed of jjieces of 
wood or other material sev.'ii or bound together 
with a framework i)laced inside to stiffen.it, 
and the boat of which the frame was built 
first, the "skin" of the ship being built upon 
the frame. All these varieties of "ships" arc 
in use now in various parts* of the world, and 
there is cvidencjf that they were all used at 
different stages in the develoiMuent of naviga- 
tion. The r-.ift.is tlie i)riinitivc type. .Ai a 
very early stage men must bave observed that 
certain things would float ui)on water and .sus- 
tain loads. There are some Polynesian tribes 
thatvhave advanced only one stage.'from the 
sihiplest beginning. Tlicy use a'singlfr 'log 
for the purpose of navigation, just, as Qur,;an- 
cestors doubtless did a great many centuries 
ago. They have progressed one step upon an- 
.solutely primitive conditions, lor they cut tbe 
logs to a i^oint at each end so as to facilitate 
their passage tbrouah the water. Other tribes 
hish two or more logs together to form the 
catamaran. It is.easy "to belieyie; that this was 
once the acme of progress in the most ad- 
vanced races, just as it is among the races now 
cm])loying craft of that nature. 



There has been a good deal of speculation 
as to how men first learned that by hollowing 
a log it would carry a greater weight than if 
it were left in its natural state. One writer 
suggests that possibly observation of the fa'^t 
that some shells will float on water led to the 
hoilowing cjf logs; but it seems more reasc;n- 
able to si'.opose th^t, in seeking for logs that 
would float beist, experience showed 'that those 
which were' hollow'ed out on one side were 
preferable to those that were round, "Virgil, 
in writing of the dawn of civilization, says that 
"then the alder first floated on the water." Al- 
der being a heavy wood, we ai;e'jListifiecl in as- 
suming that tlic Latin poet h?i<l in mind canoes, 
for it is known that canoes wcnT-qjade of alder, 
and that alder logs would be too heavy for 
rafts. Canoes were used at the time the lake 
dwellers lived.in S'witzerland, in Englartd long 
enough ago to permit of them being buried 
deep in peat beds, and in Scandinavia at a 
period when the present coast line of the coun- 
try was beneath the sea. Egyptian records 
show that Egypt was a commercial nation, 
trading with cities around the coast of the 
Mediterranean, more than fifty centuries be- 
fore the beginning of the Christian Era, In 
previous articles mention has been made of a 
great change in the history of mankind around 

^tlie shores of that great inland sea, which ap- 
pears to have taken place perhaps seven thou- 
sand years and more ago, and there is reason 
to believe ihat commerce at that time had 
made considerable ])rogress, the ventures of 
merchants extending even as far afield a!5 the 
coasts of Britain. That the Phoenicians long be- 
fore Pome was founded sailed boldly out into 
^hc Atlantic and probably >navigated around 

: tlie. Cape of Good Hope seems to be well es- 

v tablish'ed. This implies that even at that age 
considerable progress had been made in naval 
architecture, ' and we find corroborative testi- 
mony on this point in the fact that although 
the Phoenicians traded with the people of the 
East Indies, the home of the catamaran and 
the canoe with outriggers, they did not use 
these appliances themselves, . frorn -which it 
may safely be argued that they had" advanced 
bey.ond that stage of navigation. 

The use of rafts, whether made of logs or 
bundles of reeds tied together, can hardly be 
called an. invention, but the canoe certainly 
can be so classed, and it must be regarded as 
an exceedingly important invention. The dif- 
ference between a log rudely hollowed with 
fire or stone hatchets and the floating palaces, 

;:.of which tlie Mauretania is a type, is in degree 
only. ■ EV'ery " step "in 'tlie' wo'nderful'. prpgress 

tlius.exliibited.cah.be trac^ 
Vpbse^that when b'hce hqllovv ships had been in- 
4Vented;"iiideied that-as soon as rafts came into 
, vise, men would have availed themselves of the 
wind. as. a motive power; but they do not ap- 
pear to have done so until within compar- 
atively recent days, and even after sails were 
adopted, it was a long- time before they be- 
came the chief dependence of mariners, .who for 
. centuries relied upon oars- Of paddles for pro- 
pulsion. The- accotmttg^^^^^ St. Paul's voy- 
'ag^ ■sHb#s\Hat sa in his time, but 

.that tliey were not very trustworthy. In the 
Greek and Latin poems reference is made to 
the use of sails, but oars were, the main re- 
liance until some time "after the, b'eginning of 
the Christian Era. 

There was nothing to promote rapid de- 
velopment of the art of navigation .until the 
mariner's compass was brought to Europe 
from China. As long as ships kept close to 
shpre, going into harbors at night,' wdienever 
■possible, there was not much incentive to im- 
. prove upon the old-fashioned galleys, with 
their banks of oars. Tbe only experiments 
seem to lie in size. One of the Egyptian kings 
had a galley made with forty banks of oars, 
but the historian, who tells of it, adds that 
it was of no practical use whatever. But when 
it became safe to go out to sea, the need for 
better ships yas at once felt. Long voy- 
ages would be impossible with vessels pro- 
pldled by oars, unless there were points on 
the journey, wliere provisions could be taken 
aboard, for the galleys would not carry suf- 
ficient food to last large crews of rowers for 
any considerable length of time. Hence hu- 
man ingenuity was directed to perfecting sails; 
and although'it was not until about the middle 
of the last century, in the days of the clipper 
ships, that' the sail plans of ships and their 
proper use were brought to anything like per- 
fection, we may say that about five hundred 
years ago navigation received its second im- 
petus by the adoption of sails in lieu of oars. 
The next great stage in its progress was 
reached when steam was introduced. 
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Solon, the great Athenian law-giver, lived 
about 600 years before , Christ, and established 
what Grote calls "the first known example of a 
genuine and disinterested constitutional re- 
form," and wove the beginnings of the fabric 
which afterwards became the type of democracy 
in Greece. Solon came of a noble family and 
was a member of a di.stii)guished gens. Gens 
literally rheans clan or brbtherhoodi./and a' gens 
consisted of a number of families bound together 
by common religious ceremonies, commo.q. 
burial places, mutual rights of succession ' to'' 
property, reciprocal ' obligations of help, de- 



fence and redress, nnd obligation to marry in 
certain cases. 'The gens was a very ancient in- 
stitution and one 'of the many divisions into 
which the Athenians were divided. Plutarch 
and Diogenes have given us a history of the 
life of Solon which Grote has elaborated upon, 
and the three sketches furnish us wdth a fair 
idea of conditions in Greece, or more particu- 
larly Athens, during the earlier part of her his- 
tory, a state of affairs which, we .can readily 
find paralleled in more modern tithes. - 

The whole of Attica just prior to the ad- 
ministration of Solon was torn by the -/iolent 
dissensions which prevailed between the rich 
and poor classes. The latter, wdio had been 
terribly oppressed by the more powe) fnl fac- 
tion, were on the verge of mutiny. When we 
realize that a man who was unable to pay his 
debts was forced to sell himself or his sons and 
daughters into slavery, we can readily under- 
stand why such prevailing conditions should 
be considered intolerable. A great many of 
the small farms were under mortgage as a re- 
sult of the poverty of the peasant class, and as 
a proof of this lamentable fact all over the 
land had been erected the hateful sign of the 
owner's indebtedness, a stonr pillar with the 
amount of the loan and the name of the mort- 
gagee inscribed upon it. All the political 
power was in the hands of the rich, who used 
their influential positions simply to further 
their own personal ends, caring nothing that 
the country should suffer .through their un- 
scrupulousness. Finally, the long-suffering 
lower classes had risen in rebellion, and the 
large middle class, unea.sy at the stand which 
the majority had taken, would not side with 
the proprietary clement. Affairs were at a 
very grave crisis indeed when Solon, who had 
distinguished himself by leading the Atheni- 
ans to victory in battle for the possession of 
the island of Salamis, was called upon by the 
governing oligarchy to solve their political 
problem for them. Solon accepted the re- 
sponsibility, but the radical changes he intro- 
duced could hardly have been Avholly pleasing 
to those who depended upon him to reinstate 
them in their former positions of undisputed 
authority. 

He was made Archon, and given absolute 
freedom to work whatever reforms he chose, 

and his first measure was to repeal the severe 
laws of Draco, his predecessor, which had in- 
flicted capital punishment for nearly all minor 
offences as well as the most terrible of crimes, 
lie granted an immediate relief to all who 
.were indebted itO'>the' extent of pledging their 
bodies of 'the bodiies of tKeif chirdfen; and' re- 
stored' all to freedom who were enslaved. Hc: 
forbade creditors frorfi imprisoning, enslaving 
or extorting work from their debtors. He ban- 
ished all the hateful mortgage pillars from the 
land. In order to assist the wealthier class of 
debtors, who had not pledged their bodies but 
were under obligation to pay large sums, he 
lowered the money standard. Those who had 
been imfairly disenfranchised he restored to 
full citizenship. He re-established the council 
of the Areopagus, but instituted a Senate 
composed of four hundred members, who must 
vote upon all questions before they were sub- 
mitted to the higher court. All classes were 
not entitled to be elected to the Senate, but 
even the humblest had the right to vote. He 
established a system of taxation similar to an 
income tax, by dividing the people into four 
classes and taxing them according to their 
property with the exception of the poor, who 
possessed very small holdings if any, these 
latter he did not tax at all. 

It will be seen, from the changes tliat Solon 
made, in just how bad a condition Athenian 
society must have been prior to his legislation. 
Some of his laws were of doubtful utility, but 
the majority were of inestimable benefit to 
those directly effected, and remaineii in force 
for about a hundred years after his death. 

Solon was a great traveller, and after hav- 
ing -jstablished n fairer and happier state of 
things at Athens, he left Greece for Egypt. 
Herodotus tells us that he bound the people 
of Athens to keep his laws for ten years, and 
then wcui to Egypt so that there would be no 
danger of his repealing them hiniself. Flow- 
ever that may be, he went abroad and studied 
the government and histories of the different 
countries he visited. Flc was a good deal of a 
philosopher, aiid Croesus, who was the Lydian 
king at Sardis, was very anxious to obtain 
from the great law-giver the assurance that 
riches and power constitute the happiness of 
mankind. Croesus was then at the zenith of 
his glory, and eager. to make an impression' 
upon his Athenian visitor. The story goes 
that Solon told him that vast wealth and power 
are far too frail things to serve as an evidence 
for real hap])iness, and that no man can say 
that his life has been a success until he has 
lived it out. Croesus laughed at such philp-' 
sophy, and lierodotus tells us that immedi- 
ately after Solon's departure the judgment 7;of 
God fell upon him for" his vainglonbus' boast- 
ing. Hc lost his favorite .son, and was com- 
pletely defeated by the Persians under Cyrus, 
who condemned him to be burned tc death. It 
was while they were binding him above the 
funeral pile that hc bethought himself of So- 
lon's words and repeated them to Cyrus. The 
Persian monarch was impressed with the re- 
mark, realizing that a -turn in events might 
place him in the same unhappy position as the 
one-time happy Croesus. So . he set the latter 
free and the two from that time forth became 
the deepest friends.

What 
is known as Riverina is a vast tract of- country 
in the south of New South Wales lyiiig, rough- 
ly speaking, between the rivers- Murray and 
Murrumbidgee ; hence the nariie Riverine. It 
consists for the mcst part of enormous plains, 
stretching as far as the eye can reach, and 
interspersed with .belts of sombre-looking Eu- 
calypti globuli, locally known as gum trees. 
Situated near the rivers are marshes and la-

Kangaroo, emu, and wild pigs inhabit the 
plains and outskirts of the timber belts. Ap- 
parently there are two or three varieties of 
kangaroo, known by such names as red fliers, 
grey fliers, forest kangaroos, and plain kan- 
garoos, according to their color and their pref- 
erence for cover or the open. However, there 
is some uncertamty about this preference, for 
we often found that our plans of campaign 
were upset by forest kangaroos showing a, 
strong partiality for the plain, and yice versa. 



fence, over which the kangaroo and dogs might 
go, but not so one's nc^rse. 

The horses are rarely trained to jump wire, 
and occasionally, do nbr see it, The work they 
got; through was surprising, for most bf them 
were quite rough — rarely stabled and entirely 
grass fed. Furthermore, thci^ arc never taken 
the least care of, are ridden by anyone who 
happens to want a horse for anything on the 
station, and yet seldom ever seem sick or 
sorry. I must ascribe their constitutions to 
the "simple life" they lead and the extraordin- 
ary air of the Riyerma.

breed of sheepdog. I am told, however, that 
the best hound is a cross between the grey- 
hound and the deerhound crossed again with a 
greyhoiuid.

en the Tables Groaned— The Menus Provided for Our Ancestors 



The tables now only groan in fiction, since 
custom and the waiters ordain that dishes.be 
served frora"?behind the chair8).,but .withiii: the, 
memory of -idin^ris. the ;tables did groan :. aiid ,\ye 
have before iis a design of a table 'covered with 
114 dishes and 83 hors-d'oeuvres to serve 120 
persons. This is from "The Complcat Cuurt- 
book," and old book published in 1716, written 
by Mr. Patrick Lam!}, for "near fifty years mas- 
ter cook to their late Majesties King Charles 
II, King James II., King William and Queen 
Mary and Queen Anne.", The, book calf-bbund' 
and in excellent preservation,. .was picked up in 
Cape Town amid a litter- of 'books from an old 
scholar's shelves, and servos as a matchless re- 
cord of the robust appetites of the people of 
those stirring times. Mr, Patrick Lamb saw the. 
revelry, at the Restoration, served up special 
dainties for Lady Frances Stewart, for Sweet 
Nell, probably for Samuel Pepys ; the loves of 
the court of Charles left him unmoved; he saw 
Mommouth rise and fall; saw Jeffreysvin-'all'his 
arrogance ; saw James shi-ink at the'rifeWs frbm 
Torbay and slink off ; saw William, Mary, the' 
Great Marlborough and the masterful Duchess; 
saw all the statesmen, wits and beaiities, and 
through it all kept on the ever tenor of his cook- 



ings with the comforting philosopliy of the Vi- 
car of Bray, Those splendid courtiers, those ar- 
dent lovers,' those wayward beauties, wits and 
soldiers could eat, and their' Majesty's master 
cook could serve them with dishes suited to 
their needs. 

Then we have the plan of the King's dinner 
at Lord Ranclaugh's on May 20, 1700, The first 
cource consisted of pottage of 2 ducklings hanib 
and chickings, patty of squals, beef a la royale, 
pottage of puUets^.'.sh'oulder of nmtton in blood 
and stakes, flanked on the right by pearchcs, 2 

'geese, oils terrcyn, rabbits first, pudding, beans 
and'bacon, mackril and masht loavs ; and on the 
left by cnrpSi.stew.ed, brisque of pigeons, vcnl 
royale, chickeh-'-fricacy, pulpatoons and flound- 
ers. That appears substantial enough, but the 
second course was necessary to fill up the gaps, 
and consisted of 2 pheasani', 6 partridges, sallad, 
sliced tongue, cold lamb and chickens, Dutch 

.beef, 3 rabbits, 6 chickens flanked on the right 
by crawfish buttered, 12 quails chirry tarts, 
lambs stones, ramkins, mushrooms, pease, 
crabbs buttered and boylod, and on the left by 
cold 'lobsters, 10 turkies, artichokes,"mossells,' 
cream puffs, sweetbreads, machroons,- and sour-, 
ed salmon. Np wonder they sat for hours oVer^ 
their meals, and then after drinking the com- ^ 
plementary wines, sank under the table. 



- ' The good living v/ai not the privilege of the 
men, and., there is. an appetising, .menu of The 
Lady's Table at an instalment Windsor, 1704. 
Here there was an attempt at refinement, for in 
the centre of the table are 9 dishes of -fruit- with 
venison pastry at the top and gammon and 
chickens at the bottom, flanked on flic right by ■ 
sweetbreads and cndiffe, fricacy of chickens, 
pottage sante, 7 rosted gees, mutton a la royale, 
pudding, pottage of gees, haunch of venison, 
mutton in blood, and cheyn of veal; nncFon the 
left by spinnage and eggs, pottage 4 gees, sur- 
loyn, -of beef, frupton of aj^ples, stewed veal, 
sturtip pie, pottage a la royale and 7 rosted gees.

The district of Colwood and Mciciiosin, ad- 
jacent to which and, forming that part of Van- 
couver Island which lies.;*southwesterlyjfrom , 
.Victoria, are also the districts of Golddtream, •■ 
.Highlands, Happy Valley, Albert Head and 
{Rock3' Point, needs only to be seen to be ap- • 
preciated. My visit there seemed like one long 
vision of tilings beautiful and unique, ]ianor- 
amas of sea and shore, pictures of wood aiul 
stream, vistas of decp-bo^vercd woodlands, 
meadows wavii g knee-deep with clover-tops, 
and orchards festooned with waving blossoms. 

Approaching this district. from the sea, and » 
landing at' William :Head,' a. point reaching out 
into the Straits of Jiiaii de iF'uca, I saw first the 
patriarchal and noble dignity of century-old 
oaks rising from the lawns, and under them 
sheep nibbling, at the grasses beneath. From 
the siiore the ground rises graclually, and on 
all sides comes the music an dthe mystery of 
the sea. Across the Straits tlie Oh-mpics loom 
sbarthngly near in their rugged outlines, 
wji^athed, in mist, and garlanded and crested by 
the eternal snows. 

Here are found the largest arbutus trees 
on ' the North American continent. Two of 
these are veritable giants, measuring some 
seven feet in dianieter at the butt. With 
their thick and almost furry foliage, their won-» 
derful indivichiality as ti^ee-forms, and their 
great age, they form a marked contrast to all 
other forest growths, and arc as unusual as 
they arc picturesciue. All over William llead 
the flowers and vines grow in astonishing 
luxuriance. Blackberry vines from one sli]) 
have spread out into many yards of thick and 
splendid cover, heavy with fruit, and virile in 
freshness and color. Raspberries, Loganber- 
ries and strawberries grow to remarkable size, ' 
and in almost miraculous abundance. 

The roses in the garden at W'illiam I lead 
of Doctor and Mrs. Watt flamed and i)ale(l and 
waved in ruddy and golden beauty, luitil it 
made the scene more like enchantment than 
soixiething real. I saw Jacqueminots there 
which in size rivalled the American Beauty 
roses of the States, and which in color and per- 
fume were unapproachable. There seemed to 
be acres of roses there, for the air was charged 
and steeped witii ihe itidor of roses, climbing 
along the walls, swinging from irellises, clus- 
tering in the sunlit garden spaces, and weigh- 
ing down the green vines with their glorious 
profusion. 

Rose pelaKs scattered on the ground made a 
living mosaic of rarest lox'cliness, and daisies, 
iris, honeysuckles, and a perfect maze of color 
>. and perfume, lend a charm to the surroundings 
iof sea, sky and far-off mountain peaks. Some 
subtle witchery suggested the sense oE a gar- 
den floating in space, as though the etherear 
structure did noi touch the groiuul but was 
isuspended, ;i hanging garden, inisullied and 
unspotted of mere contact with the earth. 

Irlere, too, the berry vines, loganberries, 
raspberries and blackberries, grew in surpris- 
ing luxuriance. Here the strawberries spread, 
scarlet with clusters of bright fruit, and here 
from every wall and along the buildings were 
peach and pear trees,, literally loaded down 
- with clustering harvests -^^ in such 

Ha^-garden, with noit^^ a liird's 

■stray note to break the silence, with drow.sy 
winds drifting in from seaward, with the 
breath of salt air to lend (-aricty to the in- 
cense froin rose, lily, marguerite, and a myriad 
other blooms and blossomsy was to fancy onc-

i'"rom Wdham Head Dr:*'\Vat"t and I drove 
through the country, and evcrA-^vherc the 
roads were a delight to tlie eye and a joy to 
drive over. W'e passed many a farm that 
showed fruit trees growing sturdily, and 
promising splendidly for autunui ; and, every- 
where there -was fhe as])ect of a' vHstrict. where 
farming had been brouglit to scie'irtifie ahcl 
paying principles. The fertility' of the soil rail' 
through these various conimuhities is reiharkf- 
able. It is one of the pof.tibns of Vancouver 
Island which calls partictilarly for the clearing 
f tlic land, for it is especially- adapted- to- 
iruit and berry growing, to' dairy- farriiing and ' 
poultry farming. ■ • 

.At Glen l..ea, liic home of George Hea,ther- 
beli, 1 saw one of the model fruit f-.-ms of the 
Island. Here. were -apple trees three year.s iii 
the orchard' from which many pounds of high- 
grade apples had be'en taken last year, and/ 
which were promising to excel the crop of Jasf 
year with this sea.son's yield. (Jne jdum tiee 
on this farm, a three-year old tree, yieid-ui 
last season 42 pounds of Victoria plums, of die 
finest possible grade. It "i^eemed little short 
of miraculous to find trees growing so hardily 
and ])erfectly ori s<>uic portions of tiiis far 11, 
considering the gravel!}' nature of the soil. B.it 
it seemed as though they literally thriyed '>.i 
tlie gravel, and every tree ' showci'd brighf anil: 
clean, as \'igorous as was ]iossible, ancl iieavy 
witii fruit iu all directions. 

At Craigie Lea farm, ]\[r. T. A. Brycio-i, 
one , of the most successful fruit growers in 
the province, will he found .-mother model fruit 
ranch. Mr. lirydon is enthusiastic over the 
grand possibilities of the district, and says that 
with careful and ,s3'stcmatic culture the fruit- 
grower can realize ^Soo an acre from his crop. 
Apples, cherries, plums, pears and prunes can 
be grown in the district, and »all the berries. 
The ."jize and flavor of the, .strawberries, from 
this part of the Island have been' reiiiarked, 
even among so many communities in the prov- 
ince raising such fine berries of this variety.

•Thcre-'i.s some famous farming country 
here and there all around in these districts, 
and in fact it is all capable of producing luag- 
nificent fruit crops if properly handled. There 
are several needs -.vhicli this district should 
have suj)plied, iiarticularly a system of electric _ 
tramways. Such a system could go through 
all these various farming districts and \vould 
do a world, oif' good ;in-,o{)ening, up territory 
w'hich coiild be 'utilized 'in small fruit farms' 
and poultry farms, aiid wdiich would afford: 
(juick and constant carriage for the farmers 
already in the business. Such a system could 
also carry the niails, and in this way facilitate 
business all through the different districts. It . 
.AVOuUl be a splendid thiiig also, if one or two 
government wharves \ycre built, especially at 
the foot of the roads now being opened up to 
th'c sea from the district. This would enable 
mails to be brought in by.water^j^and.pcnding 
the installation of an electric'^am^^ 
be of great service in scndiiig .in produce, to, 
Victoria, and in receiving mail and supplies ' 
from the city. . , ' . , 

An electric road would open up parts of, • 
• the country .which are eminently..^ fitted -for . 
summer homes, beauty-spots that lie along the 
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shores and on the banks of lakes and streams 
through the various locahties in the district. 
Such a road would quickly make parts of tiiis 
district one of tlie choicest suburban terri- 
tories adjoining Victoria. The shooting, fish- 
ing, yachting, bathing and other advantages 
Avould inevitably draw hundreds of visitors, 
while the steady use of such a means of com- 
munication by tlae residents of tlie districts 
>3y£uld;niake. an; electric, tramway -a -paying in- 
vycstment'frorn thc start; 

Anotlier road which has long been con- 
templated, is an aiitbinbblle road along the 
sand beach: outside* the lagoon extendjjtg par-

The conservatism of womnn is per- 
haps her nicst strililnK charactpriKtlc. 
jr tills l.s true, it is certain tliat in the 
life of woman wc miiat cxpoi;i to find 
more of tlio cliaractoristics of barbar- 
ism and snvagorj' than in tho life of 
man. As a fact, examples might be 
fluotod without number. 

Take tho matter of daily dress. 
Why amoiiK ourselves is t)ic dress of 
tho two sexes so rliCferent? Because 
woman is conservative. Space lacks 
for tho full discusion of the histor.v of 
dress; wn must content ourselves with 
n mere sketch. What is the oriplu 
of dross?-. Three answers have been 
made. ., It .is due to modesty, . to th^ 
need of protection,- to! the desire .for 
distinction. It' is - prdbable ^thlat tlie 
first has never been -.the actual reason 
for dress dovelbpmeht.' The;Ieellhg/of 
modesty al)pears-~ito bo'- BUbaeaueht' tb 
dress and due -. to .It J It . is au'tto) bos-: 
fitble that the second reason has sqm.e- 
tlines operated; dress, as a" Jirbtectlbn' 
is often dictated -by- the^enyltohtnenf. 
But, on the whole, for dress in, gen- 
eral, the third . reason appears" to have 
bpen the chief one. 

Dres3 begins in the desire for dis- 
tinction; In other words, it, is decora- 
tive and ornamental. , The first things 
carried on the body seem to have 
been trophies of. tho chase or liilllnfr. 
The successful hunter carries with 
him the sldns, the teeth or claws, the 
feathers or other portions of tlie ni- 
mals that he has slam; the savage 
man-l<iller bear.s some trophy of his 
victim. Such trophies are usually at- 
tached to cords. The number of con- 
venient places on tho body for carry- 
ing such cords is limited. The crown 
of the head, tho neck, tho arm above 
the elbow, the wrist, the waist, the 
leg above tho knee, tho ankle, are 
l)laces suited to the carrying of such 
cords. In savagery ahd barbarl.smi;we 
constantly Und .all.of .■tlieae..Cord-j5iar-. 
Tiers of trophl&s'^in"--!usef'.-.Twcr,'=;hpw^^ 
ever, are .pre-eminently'- • su}ta.blfrrrthe 
waist andrth'e neck.- -The -rieck-dord 
and thet \iv;alflt-co'rd often carry su.ch 
heavy burdens of trophies (or' orna- 
ments) thsir the.vipper and.lovv.err.body 
are actually • of^a\most concealed , b.v 
them. It 'aeemd .probable that , frbih' 
■ 'such loaded 'cords'' arises the' Idea of 
the twdldilefjarticles of human-dress; 
the; shoulder cape. arid, the skirt. - 
-. •liippert ' recognizes, two types of 
dress tb -which 'Ke .'gives 'the names of 
northern and southerp:, -They differ 
from each other marlcedly. ' The sou- 
thern typo of dress Is directly devel- 
.oped from tho shoulder cape and waist 
'skirt. Its idea is covering and decor- 
ation; It presents soft fabrics draped 
gracefully upon tlin body. In its full 
dovclopmcnt it presents flowing jack- 
ets with, wide sleeves and ample 
skirts, siinple or divided. It Is today 
the dress of northern Africa, of Tur- 
key, India, Persia, China, and Japan. 

Tlic northern type of dress embodies 
iia its chief idoa convenience and prac- 
ticability; the ornamental origin is 
lost sight of; It Includes tiio skin 
clothing of the Eskimos and the pro- 
tective idea Is evident. Its forms are 
due to the tight tying of skins or 
stuff.? around the different portions of 
the body. Its typical forms are close 
fitting jackets and trousers. At one 
time and one place these two types of 
dress canic into vigorous competition. 
The ancient Greeks and Bomans wore 
the southern type of dress— loose, 
graceful, o.rnamental; men and wo- 
mbn "dressed much alike. The bar-' 
balrlans from the north wore the more 
practical .and convenient garnjents of 
protection. When Rome fell the an- 
clbnt dress gave way so far ns the 
men were- concerned to tho more con - 
venlent garments from the north; but 
conservative woman clung to the old 
southern type. 

It would be. however, a great mis- 
take to .assume , that woman only Is 
conservative. The draped dross of an 
dent' Rome remains In use among a 
ccctaln class of men. Of all men the 
ecclesiastic is conservative. We may 
flnil many a survival of the past in 
the-'life of wohian, but we find quite 
a's.many In the life of the priest. .lu.^t 
as woman In her conservutism refuses 
to give up tho dross to whicli she is 
accustomed, so the religious leaders In 
the old Church of Rome clung to tho 
Roman dress, and today, in tlie cliar- 
actoristic gowns of clergy, acolytes, 
elioir-boys etc., we see tho survival 
of undent times. So, tno, tlio uni- 
versity gown is pure survival. Tho 
world at large looks upon the uni- 
versities as progreaslve; in the very 
nature nf things they are centers cf 
conservatldni. Tliere was a tlnn; wlicn 
all tin: universilles of Europe were 
manned by niombers of the religious 
body, and tho priestly dre.ss was na- 
turally also the dress of faculty and 
students, 

Tho toga of tho old Roman was In- 
(let-ci far from savagei-y. Tlio more 
form of woman's dresn today, while 
illustrating an interesting survival, is 
far from .savagery: but in her fond- 
ness for genuine '.rophi'-s, for evidence 
of slaughter and bloodshed, woman's 
■luvagory is still more notable. The 
other day, upon the street car, one 
woman's hat h.nd breasts of fourteen 
birds set uprlglit side by side as dec- 
orations. Outside of a few admitted- 
ly primitive communities. In our hind 
today the wonring of furs and skins 
by men has passed away, but women 
still love to load themselves with tho 
pelts of seals and minks and lynxes. 
Tlio more realistic the fact of death 
is made, the hotter on the whole the 
women seem to bo suited. The head 
of the killed aniinal adds to the at- 
tractiveness of many of these trophy 



decorations. The wearing of feathers 
and breasts of birds is an example of 
woman's fondness for bright colors, a 
characteristic trait In savages. 

This shows itself of course also in 
the fabrics used for woman's dross. 
On tho whole, the more brilliant and 
strikin.L; those are, tho better pleased 
the wearers. It Is true that this sea- 
son is notable for the rich but sub- 
dued liucs in vogue. Tlie show-win- 
dows of our great establishments must 
impress everyone who lnsi)ccts thein. 
Tliere arc no doubt sonie who feel 
that these ricli and subdued colorings 
are a hopeful sign for the future, but 
be sure it is a passing ■ fad. Another 
season or two at most will see us at 
the' other extreme; tho woman herself 
^wlll> nqt .be,- lori^ .content ' with the 
preseh.t '.state;' -we sKall- again -'see -the 
most' brilliant arid ,startlUig) colors. ;, 
? In-tlie"- upper Congo 'dlBt(;Ict' the wo- 
men- o£. many ' tribes. ■ wd'dr ' labrets.' 
TheSo are' plugs of yriodS-'or; I'yory ' or 
^tohe thrust ■ through holes 'pierced In 
the; loNyer. lip. ' The rlver-ibanks near 
.Yakusu are gravel beds whe'rein • tlie' 
pebbles are mostly quart?:. The.se. 
make excellent labrets and consider- 
able time is spent in .seeking for peb- 
bles of convenient size and form and 
color and lustre. This is the begin- 
ning of the wearing of gems. This 
practice of making' cuts in the body 
.for tho carrying of decoration Is an- 
cient, and begins In savagery. Many 
parts of the Liody may be perforated 
for such use. Among some tribes not 
only the lower lip but the upper Is 
pierced for tlie insertion of plugs; 
among some Eskimo the cheek is 
pierced and a studliko button insert- 
ed; tho nose is convenient for perfor- 
ation — and cither the wings or the 
septum between tho nostrils may bo 
pierced: the ear lends itself readily to 
jier/oration, and may be variously 
treated. Sucli perforations, for the 
carrying of ornaments or distinctive 
marits, are common In savagery to 
■ipan-and woman. The first time that

It' is;-; true' 
that for. a period she showed'-slgns of 
abandoning ; the .'custpm,. -but the pre- 
sent- teiidbncy 'appfears-rto be toward 
its reiapj5earancc/':Ana '"aside from ear- 
rings, womain, oJ{ course, Is, stiil the 
Je-,vel-wearer. She loves the bright 
and gaud.v fla.5h" of precious stones. 
For her they have the same attrac- 
tion that tho shining quartz pebbles 
have for her savage sister, jewelry 
in oivill'/iation Is an Incongruity; in n 
democracy it Is oven worse. '!Vacro 
the art of the jeweler is in g, 'owing 
favor, under a republican govor.'ment, 
the signs for the future are dadoed 
tlireatenlng. In such decadent con- 
ditions wcaic and brainless men unite 
with savage woman in gem wearing. 

The savage and the barbarian love 
strong smells and smears of color. 
Hair-dressing among ihe central Afri- 
cans is a matter of labor, time, and 
art. Among both men and women 
natural deticiencles in bulk are com- 
pensated by artificial substitutes; 
mud and dust are used as filling; oil 
and color arc added; the form varies 
with the tribe and individual taste; 
not uncommonly a fine 'hAIr-dressing 
represents' many hours of careful la- 
bor. The body of both men awd wo- 
men is smeared thick with redwood 
powder mixed with oil. Among many 
Malays and ,some Mohammedan peo- 
liles the lips of women aro carefully 
colored; through northern Africa tho 
eyelids are delicately touched up with 
dull purple to Impart what Is consid- 
ered added beauty. On tho whole, in 
savagery and barbarism tho heavier 
and ranker the smell of perfumes the 
bettor pleased the person. Woman |n 
civilization continues ' to employ tho 
paints and powders, .the oils and per- 
fumes of savagery. 

But of course It is not only In dross 
and adornment that - woman keeps 
savagery alive. There are scores of 
ways of doing things In which men 
differ from women among ourselves, 
which nltlinately find their reason in 
tho survival of .Tavagery. Woman docs 
not even turn ;i doorknob as man 
does, nor is her method that suited to 
tlie moclianisni. A man takes the 
doorknob from above and turns it to- 
ward tho right, !n tho direction of 
movement of a clock'.i hands; a wo- 
man takes the doorknob from below 
■and turns it cnntr.ary to tlie move- 
ment of a clock's hands. In tho good 
old days of common gas-llgliting a 
man conid toll when lighting the 
evening gas-jet whether it had been 
turned off the night before b.v a man 
or by a wom.an. AVoman does not 
button lier garnionis In the same v:;\y 
as man, but exactly the oDpo.iite; this 
is shown in glovo.s as well as clothing. 
This remark once would have admit- 
ted of few or no exceptions; in this 
day of women's tailoring, this delicate 
anil curious mark of difference is 
disappearing. 

Why should woman have these ccm- 
trary methods of procedure? It is 
not entirely easy to fully answer the 
inquiry. It is probable, however, that 
It has to do with the religions of 
savagery. Throughout savagery and 
barbarism considerable stress is given 
to ceremonial circuit. Suppose tho 
I'ueblo Indian is sprinlclliig sacred 
meal; It is a matter of consequeiico in 
what order he observes tho. cardinal 
points. He sprinkled to the north, the 



west, the soutli, the cast, and up and 
down; he is careful to observe tlil.s 
order exactly. It will be noticed tliat 
this circuit is contrary to tlio.^ cluck 
hand movement. It is called sinis- 
tral. The circuit from north by east 
througli soutli to west is doxtral, or 
clockwise. 

When Indians of any tribe are 
smoking the jieace-piFio it is inisried 
from liaiid to hand around the circle. 
The direction of movement in any 
case is fixed. When a sacl-cd object 
Is carried In. religious procession, the. 
ceremonlarcircult may vary, from 
people to pieoplc, but for a given pop- 
ulation Is tl.\Pd- and deflnlie. In other 
words, direction. ibl^-circular impYement 
is a matter of serious . consetiuerice- 
through ' savage .-and barbaric ''.ifo;' 
Through It Ideas ' of "proper" ways 'of. 
movement have; become fixed. •There 
are some reasons to' think] that, [ on" 
tho wliole, sinistral' iho'vement 'l.s ' the 
favorite, through. sfivagery and-l^^rbar- 
ism. For whatever reason,. 'man, , in 
making tools and' mechanisms. -prefers' 
the dextral movement. The. fact that 
woman, so constant! v. prefers thp other 
Is no doubt due to conservatism.

Among 'ouriielvr'.--', v.'oiuan's intuition 
is proverbial. Her inability to assign 
a reason Is daily evideiued by con-

through this. natura,l, and immediate 
savagft respons'e to feeling : and 'Mn- 
stinctlve actimi upon intuition, that 
on the whole, woman Is quicker' than

However brave and warlike, -the 
savage recognizes his ov/n ,weaknes.3. 
Savage warfare Is by strategy and 
ruse. So deep-seated Is savage dis- 
trust and suspicion that even in ar- 
gument, and discussion ho prefers the 
round-about Instead of the ' straight- 
forward. Savage ingenuity . in •.galn.'^' 
ing ends through decopiion, ruse, -anil 
treachery has become proverbial. 
Civilized woman retains these prac- 
tices of snvagery. When It would 
Boom equally easy for her to gain her 
end by stralglitforward and direct 
mctliocls she delights to resort to sin-' 
uous means and duplicity. 

Tho savage man i.s largely gukleil 
by his Instinct and Intuitions. He 
dislikes to be asked the cause and 
purpose of his actions, frequently bo- 
cause he has no genuine reason. He 
Is (luick and sudden in his likes and 
dislikes. He will form the most re- 
markably self-sucrificing frlendshliis 
with no evident rea.son, and on tlie 
other haiiil will cherish deep aver- 
sions toward those wlio have never 
harmet! him. On tho whole, it must 
be confeaed. that these unreasoning

The Girl I Left Behind Me. 

"The Girl I I/cft Behind Jle" is of in- 
disputable Hibernian origin, though 
the exact dale of its composition is not 
certain; but Artliur O'Nell, the cele- 
brated harper, informed Bunting, tho 
greatest autliority on Ireland's ancient 
music that wo have, that It had been 
taught him wlien he was little more 
than a child (ho was born In 
17.'iO), by Owen Kecnan, who 
had had it from a previous 
harper. O'Nell died in 1815, at 
tho ago of eighty-five. As tho British 
army has boon largely composed of 
Irishmen, especially in the foot regi- 
ments, over- since the days of Eliza- 
beth, it is conceivable that the musical 
men of Erin brought the tune into tho 
English 'banda^'aa a sort of heirloom 
of their native" land. -"The Girl I Left 
Behind Me," according to military tra- 
ditian, became tho parting tune of tho 



British army and navy about the mid- 
dle of the eighteenth century. The air 
of "The Girl I Left Behind Me" was 
approiirlated by Moore for his pretty, 
ballad, "As Slow Our Ships." •;^--. 

The tune, since it first became popu- 
lar, has been played for nearly two 
centuries as a "loath to depart" When 
a man-of-war weighs anchor, and 
when a regiment quits tlie town In 
which it has been quartered; conse- 
quently it has been carried wherever 
13rltish .soldiers and British mariners 
go. I give the two first stanzas of the 
Irish version of the song, as sung in 
camp and on the battlefield; though, 
of course, it is not the lyric that /'was 
first done in Ireland— that Is lost In 
obscurity;

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CATTLEYAS AND ' OTHER ORCHIDS 
FROM SEED 

The best orchids for the average man Avho 
wants plenty of flowers are the cattleyas and 
the best of the cattleyas are those that com- 
prise the "labiata group" (C. labiata and its 
numerous varieties), says Leonard' Barron in 
t]^e Garden Magazine. In one or''f another of 
its forms*its season covers . the. ^■entire year. 
The flowers are six to eigfifihdiies across, and 
as many as six have be<n seen on dm- "spike," 
but usually three or four. The color is norm- 
all}' light rose tinged with maroon with the ex- 
panded portion of the lip crimson, perhaps 
having a frilled edge of white; the throat y.cl- 
low more or less; it varies to much deeper 
color, to pink and to white. Cattleya labiata 
is thus perhaps the. most remarkable . plant in 
cultivation. These different varie'ties of ' the 
one species have been a source of no little bo- 
ther to the student, and have even been re- 
garded as so many distinct species. The type 
plant, the first of a new genus, was n.imctl in 
honor of Mr. Cattley, aii English amateur, 
witli whom it first flowered in 1818, and the 
Specific name was given because of the con- 
spicuous lip. Somehow it never has . had- a 
popular name, and really doesn't need one. 

One of the reasons why orchids are so in- 
teresting is that there is a fragment of per- 
sonal history about so many of the most im- 
portant. This plant of Mr. Cattley opened its 
flowers in November. It had been sent over 
from South America but without any exact 
record of its locality, and hunt -and search as 
collectors did, never anpther plant of the true 
autumn-flowering labiata was discovered for 
many years. Jt was about 1889 that I recol- 
lect the introduction by a Belgian dealer' of a 
"new" autumn-flowering Cattleya Waroc- 
queana. Its advent was heralded with great 
joy as a substitute for the long-lost true la- 
biata. 

But orchid collecting had by that time bc- 
*come a keenly followed industry, one coUoctor 
dogging the movem.ents of his competitors in 
the closest manner, and so, almost at the same 
time, ah English dealer startled the world of 
horticulture and sent no small flutter of ex- 
citement among the botanists by blazoning 
forth the news of the re-discovery of the long- 
lost, almost mythical, labiata vera. It was 
true, and the "new" species in Belgium proved 
to be the old one that everybody had been 
seeking, but had not recognized when it was 
at last found. It had not come from the re- 
puted region. " ' 

Today, tl.; true autumn-flowering labiata 
isito be had in quantity. Before the re-di,s- 
coverd, a piece of the original importation, 
having but two growths, was worth $1,050 (the 
price actually paid) ; you could buy a couple 
of hundred or more larger plants today for 
that sum. Sander, of England, sent four men 
at different times to follow, step b^- step, the 
path of the original discoverer. The facts are 
that Swainson did not collect the plants, him- 
self, but secured t! n from others. His real 
business was hunting insects, not plants, and, 
'^curiously enough, too, it was an entomologist 
who re-discovered it. After the wonder had 
subsided, Fate's last touch of irony was hard. 
In the first volumes of the Edinburgh Phil- 
osophical Journal was found a letter of Swain- 
son in which the clue to the longed-for facts 
was recorded, but nobody had thought of look- 
'ing there. 

The type plant of C. labiata vera lias three 
to five rosy-mauve flowers on a stalk. The 
petals and sepals are three and one-half inches 
long, the"^ two petals a little more than two 
inches wide, while the three sepals are quite 
narrow — half an inch. The lip is very showily 
colored. It is three lobed, the two lateral ones 
closing round the column, and on the outside 
is about the same color as the petals : the re- 
<maining lobe, called the median lobe, is ex- 
panded to about two inches, variously blotched 
an,d veined with shades of deep critn.son or 
magenta-purple, but with a paler margin that 
is also crisped. Extending back from this 
blotch is the throat, usually yellowish and 
veined with crimson-pur]Tlc. This- somewhat 
minute description is given in order that the 
distinctions of the important varieties may be 
the more convincingly stated. 

"' As a commercial flower during the fall 
months (September, October and November), 
this plant has become so popular that it is 
practically the only orchid of that period. If 
you see a half-dozen or so flowers of a rose- 
colored cattleya (|U"actically uniform in mark- 
ing) in the fall and particularly in tlie retail 
florists' stores, it is certainly safe to assume it 
is the "lost orchid." 
_ ' Two Summer Kinds 

There are two varieties that approach the 
type so closely that in some of their forms 
the}' can hardly be separated at all except that 
they flower from May to July. C. labiata, var. 
Warneri, has been called the "summer labiata," 
and fur a long time was thought to be the real 
basic type of which the rare autumn-flowerihg 
plant /was an unusual form. That even re- 
ceived the varietal qualification autumnalis. 
Warneri flowers in June and July, jjeing pre- 
ceded by Gaskelliana, a somewhat less attrac- 
tive form, in which the flower is smaller in 
all its parts, rather lighter in color, and almost 
devoid of the rich coloring on the lip. This 
is probably the least attractive of all the forms, 
and moreover blooms at a season when there 
is such an abundance of outdoor gardening in- 
terests that orchids are not wanted. Cattleya 
labiata, var. Gaskelliana,- always ; looks to me 
like the "poor relaf ii(5ft'' 

A Unique ^^5^eU6^ 

A companion' to"' the type plant in its sea- 
son of flowering, but so utterly different in its 
color, is the beautiful yellow-petalled Dowi- 
ana. It is one of the most easily recognized of 
all the orchids, being the only erect growing 







cattlcva of its color, i.'nire is a brighter yel- 
low in the smaller fragrant floiver of C. cit- 
rina, it is true, but -this last is always, p.endent, 
and indeed looks somewhat like 'a yellow tulip 
growing upside down. Dow's yellow labiata . 
has all the characteristics of its family save 
that the rose mauve of the petals and sepals 
is displaced by dull yellow except for traces. 
The lip is large, expanded, with a frilled edge, 
deep crimson-red veined far into the throat 
with dull yellow lines. The subvaritity, called 
aurea or chrysatoxa, which has a brighter 
•yellow without any trace of rose or crimson 
in the petals and-.clearer veining in the lip, is 
the more esteemed. This comes from Costa 
Rica and the plants are not over-plentiful, and 
the cut flowers arc probably the most expen- 
sive flowers grorwn for market. Good blooms 
are often worth one dollar wholesale. This 
cattle3^a is the only one found north of the 
Isthmus of Panama, the chief region of the 
labiata group being the northern regions of 
South Arnerica. It will -never be as common— 
as some other kinds, because it is harder to' 
growj demanding more heat and more light 
and water.- ' 

Where Fragrance Counts 
Slightly in advance of the true labiata 
season comes the variety Eldorado, in which 
the chief mark of distinction is again a yellow 
coloring. But this time it is in the throat. A 
rich orange-yellow extends from the deep 
purphsh-cnmson area. It appears all the 
more prominent because the rest of the lip 
clasps closely around the column. The other 



variety cannot be advised in a mixed collec- 
tion; it needs special conditions, but if these 
are. given, it usually is one of the most satis-., 
fying plants to the worshiper of superb color." 

its qompanioii, Mendelli, has the largest 
lip of all th^ varieties; it is also beautifully 
waved, the color is more nearly magenta than 
that of Warscewiczii. The broad petals are 
sometimes so large that the flower presents 
an unbroken front to the eye. Apart from its 
lip, the variety Mendelli varies greatly in its 
coloring, some forms being even tinged with 
yellow. On the other hand, yet others pre- 
sent a peculiar, pale-bluish overcast tint, and 
in some cases the petals are marked with an 
intensification of the color along the central 
vein. 

The only competitor with which the pre- 
ceding can be confused is the variety Mossiac, 
which comes into bloom with Mendelli, but 
ceases three or four weeks earlier. C. labiata 
var. Mossiae has almost a more intense ma- 
genta in its lip, but instead of bejng self-colr, 
bred and merely waved, it is distinctly frilled; 
and wliite along- the edge. The heavy frilling ; 
distinguishes it most easily from other vari- 
eties. As a cut flower it is one of the ver}'- 
best, the blooms lasting several weeks in a 
cool room. It is one of the easiest to flower, 
and (to the confusion of the -student) is one 
of the most variable. There are several 
named sub-varieties. In different individuals 
the degree of frilling, the intensity of the color 
on the lip, and the. depth and quantity of the 
yellowish tinge which is found m its throat 



with the other large-lipped varieties, is lighter. 

A Flower tor Easter 
;- A.form/of-.jthe;; preceding whichas 'after all 
a beautifiir'albiti^^^^ — the pale Trianaei— 

is Icrip'w/'h -in the trade as C. Schroederae. It 
has*- all the gracefulness and beauty of the 
best forms of the variety combined with an 
almost entire absence of color. It is distin- 
guished froin the regular Trianaei in form by 
a much greater crisping or waving of both 
petals and lip ; in the veiy palest forms the 
lip is devoid of color except in the throat, 
where the presence of the beautiful light yel- 
low is just sufficient to give character to flie 
flower. 

The Connecting 'Link 

The last of these well-^marked varieties is 
Lnddemanniana (or .'ipeciosissima of the flor- 
ist). Flowering in autumn, it completes the 
cycle of the year, filling in the gap between 
the season of Warscewiczii (Gigas) and the 
type labiata. It overlaps the seasons of both. 
It differs from the former in IjeingJ^'SS showy, 
having' a^«less rorgeous lip, and from the lat- 
ter iii..b<jii}g-,,mpre showy. The lip is ^yaved 
and deeply divided at the apex; the deep crim- 
son color is carried back into the throat in 
streaks ; and the points of the lateral lobes 
of the lip, which enclose the column, are tipped 
with white. . ■ /' " V ' 

White Varieties of Ail 

It should be remarked that the foregoing 
colors given above are not absolute. They 
are, however, sufficiently-dominant to be taken 
as guides, and m conjunction with' the details 




parts of the flo'wer' in the ordinary form ar6 
quite a pale rose, which also accentuates the 
depth of the vellow in the throat. The whole 
flower is generally smaller than the average 
ot the labiata group and is also markedly 
fragrant. Too much reliance must not be- put 
on that feature, however, because all the va- 
rieties have more or less fragrance noticeable 
whenever a large number of blooms are to- 
gether. The expert, however, regards Eldor- 
ado as the "fragrant labiata." 

The Most Gorgeous Lips 

There are two of these labiata cattleyas 
that arc distinguished from all others of the 
family by the great breadth of the Hp? and its 
wonderful depth of coloring. These two are 
Mcnd'jlli and what is generally called Gigas. 
In the Cyclopedia of American Horticulture, 
the latter name is given as a synonym for 
Sanderiana, but I think that it is' properly 
AVarscewiczii, as it u-as described by Rcicli- 
eiibach under that name in 1855 and later as 
labiata, var. Warscewiczii in 1883. Mr. J. E. 
Lager, who has traversed the region, informs 
me that "the so-called Sanderiana is. a local 
form of Gigas, entirely i-wlated frdm' the type, 
and differs in being somewhat lighter in color 
and, as a rule, larger. The name Gigas was 
given in 1873. 

There is no jjossibility of ever confusing 
these two tyi)cs, Ijecause they flower at total- 
ly different seasons, Mendelli oijening from 
April to May, while Warscewiczii is. a midsum- 
mer cattlej'a, producing gorgeous show, of 
blossoms in June, July and August. I?or long 
this was regarded as one of the difficult cattle- 
yas to grow, and even today many people are 
not really successful with it. The trouble ap- 
pears to be that its season of active growth 
alternates with that of most of the other mem- 
bers of tlie group ; consequently, if the ma- 
jority are grown successfully, the gorgeous 
Gigas sickens, fails and succumbs. 

This giant cattleyas has larger and broader 
petals, and sepals than the other varieties, but 
its'besii distinguishing characteristic is its pair 
of yellow spots — eyes as they have been called 
— that seem to glare out of the brilliant crim- 
son-purple of the lip. These are located be- 
hind the'median lobe. The cultivation of this 



vary just*'as . greatly as do the tints of pnik, 
crimson and rosy purple, or even white, to be 
found in the petals and sepals. A's a cut 
flower It IS much valued because of the grace- 
ful outline and droop of its frilled hp. and the 
colorings are so varied that it is usually found 
suitable to almost any tonal scheme of decor- 
ation. 

Flowers for Winter, 

Covering the season from November to 
March, there are two fairlj' distinct forms, 
both of which may be had in .perfection for 
Christmas time. The variety Percivaliana, 
which is appropriately called the "Christmas 
orchid," might aptly be described as a smaller 
winter-flowering Mossiae, so far as itS form 
and general bearing goes; but the flower is, as 
a rule, darker and richer in color. It is, among 
cattleyas, the nearest approach to a crimson, 
although it is well within the limits of the 
rose-purple — and the throat is lined- with 
crimson and yellow. • . ' 

Beginning to flower by November and con- 
tinuing throughout the holidays until . Febru- 
ary perhaps, when the Mossiaes . and ' Men- 
dellis begin to bloom, the most popiilkr, or "at 
all events the ihost commonly known, of all 
this family is the variety Trianaei. I would 
not like to say positively how many sub-vari- 
eties of this beautiful orchid have been put 
into print ; let us say fifty on a chance. I have 
a list of over thirty before me, and tliat ^vas 
prepared some years ago. Trianaei combines 
a great .njany of the good qualities of both 
Mossiae and the trite mbiata: it has a' wavy 
lip fringed with a lighter color than the body, 
and it approaches the beauty 'of Mendelli in 
its very wide petals, which are also (normally) 
beautifully waved, giving to the flower a tex- 
ture that is indescribable, but that seems to 
recall the delicacy of some beautifully woven 
fabric. Delicate shadings seem to line the 
surface of the petals as a result of thisi-waying.' 
of the substance, so that .they, together' with" 
the lip, combine to make a trio of delicately 
poised feathers. The whole flower is usually 
of a" bluish tone, the throat has a distinct zone 
of yellow and the expanded portion of the lip 
is bright, intense rose-purple. The lip as a 
whole is very conspicuous and in comparison 



of form and flowering season, should suffice 
to distinguish the varieties. ; There are white, 
or practically white, sub-vaneties of nearly 
every variety described above, and every de- 
gree of shading, too, in most of them. 

There are slight differences of habit of 
growth among these cattleyas; by which the 
entire group can be divided into two distinct 
sections. The Trianaei, Mossiae, . Mendelli, 
and Percivaliana varieties make a growth or 
sheath, and, resting a, short time then resume 
growth, and develop their flowers. In all the 
others,* the growth is continuous— that is, the 
flowers appear simultaneously with the maxi- 
mum development of the 'growth. In -the type 
labiata, there is a slight, almost imperceptible 
rest; 

Orchids from Seeds 
Cypripcdiumj. — These exceedingly popular 
garden orchids have been much improved hy 
hybridization and cross-breeding', and although 
at first much difficulty was experienced in 
raising plants from seeds obtained artificially, 
they are now easily managed by those wh6 
understand them. The way to succeed is as 
follows: Select as nurse«plants a number of 
healthy, well-rooted, short-leaved cypripedi- 
ums, such as harrisianum, barbatum, lawrence- 
anum, callosum -and aenanthum. These do 
not deprive the seeds, and afterwards the 
seedlings, of light and air — two essentials to 
successful germination. The plants should 
be repotted- ui" a mixture of tibrous loam, 
osmunda fibre, sphagnum moss, and a good 
sprinkling of silver sand and small crocks. 
About one-quarter of tlie pot, or. pan should be 
first filled with broken crocks, placing them 
in an upright position, wedging one again.r,t 
the other to hold them firm and ensure free 
drainage and aeration. Shake off all old pot- 
ting materials from the roots of the plants, 
and carefully wash them in clean soft water; 

/then^po^gthem firmly, but not tod hard, and 
fjnisfi'i wiM an evenness of .'surface which 
should be about three-quarters of an inch from 
the top of the pot — this allows the plants -to 
be watered without danger of Avashing away 

V the seed. The plants after potting should rt-: 
main for at least three weeks before any seed 
is sown round them, giving, them plenty o^ 



water so as to get the soil thoroughly soaked 
and settled, and a final watering about two' 
hours before sowing the seeds. To sow the 
seed, cut a small hole in the side of the seed- 
pod, and gently tap the pod from behind to 
cause the seeds to fall evenly all round the 
plant. Care should be taken not to have other 
plants near when sowing, the seed being so;, 
light that some of it may fall astray, thus- 
causing a mixture of seed which may after- 
Avards perplex the grower. From -November 
to February is the best time for sowing. 

After the seed has been sown the plants 
will not require watering again for about a 
week or ten days, beyond a slight spraying 
overhead and syringing between the pots. 
"When^hey are watered it should be with a 
fifiie-rose, giving no more water than the pot 
Avill. hold without flowing over the top, or 
the seeds may be washed away. Continue 
this treatment for about Six weeks, by which 
time, and sometimes before, providing the 
seed sown was fertile and in good condition, 
the tiny seedlings should appear. 

All being well, in about three months from 
tbey.date- of sowing the strongest/ seedlings 
■will be' fit to be placed singlj^-in. thimble pots, 
and some of the rather weaker, ones -t-woz or 
three in a pot, leaving the smallest of .-them 
until they get larger and stronger. The trans- 
planting of the seedlings requires care and 
patience. A .sharp-pointed, bone needle is use- 
ful for this purpose, and each seedling must be 
lifted separately. The compost for potting 
these may consist of lOam fibre, osmunda fibre, 
and sphagnum moss in equal proportions, with 
all the dust remb-vedi and then chopped „»ery 
fine. Two crocks in the bottom of the "ppt 
are sufficient. Water sparingly for two ::6r 
three weeks witH'^a fine rose. If the time cEh 
be spared dipping is much safer. When once 
the seedlings have become established in these 
pots the only thing to be done is to pot them 
on Avhen they require it. They should not be 
. allowed to become rootbound or starved. In 
from three to four years the plants -.wjU. be 
strong enough to- flower, ^.s ^^jf . -.JyisiJ 

The- temperature for ' seedling -f'cypripe^^^ 
ums should never fall belo-w'-TO degrees •nor 
rise to more than 70 degrees, except by sun 
heat. The house must be kept moist by using 
the syringe and sprayer freely, and giving' air 
whenever the outside conditions will allow. 
They require plenty of shade during the hot 
summer months, and to be fumigated - regji- 
larly, say, about every three wedcs, - 

Cattleyas.— Where it is desired 'to raise cat- 
tleyas from seeds on a large scale it-is most 
advisable to have a small house specially made 
for the purpose, or an old house reconstructed. 
If it is intended to grovv only a few thiS; may- 
be done in any house where conditions are 
favorable. To. ensure -success plenty o^- .heat 
is required. ' ' ' 1 - 

The best time to sow is as early as possible 
in February ; the days are then getting longer, 
and the sun has not sufficient power to neces- 
sitate shading. There is also plenty of time 
to get the seedlings up and established before 
winter. The temperature should be kept up 
to 75 degrees by day and not lower than 70 
degrees at night, rising with sun heat some- 
times to 85 degrees or 90 degrees. When it 
gets higher than 90 degrees a little shading 
had better be used. For sowing the -see^ 
mix in equal proportions of polypodiuiii "fibre 
and sphagnum moss, removing all heads and 
rubbish frbni the latter. This should be placed 
in five-inch pans, with a few small crocks be- 
low, stretching over it a piece of coarse, can- 
vas or linen which has been properly sterilized 
.to prevent the growth of fungus. These pans 
should then be placed in the propagating case 
on inverted pans, thoroughly soaked with soft 
water, and then allowed to stand for two hours 
before sowing the seed, whidi should, beydone 
in ah isolated place to previiht'miJSng, sOwinl- 
sparingly, and placing a pane of glass over 
each pan for the first three days afterwards, 
and keeping the cases closed. After the third 
day the glasses should be removed, and on. 
every day following a little air may be ad- 
mitted into the case, gradually increasing the 
amount. An occasional spraying will prevent 
the seeds from becoming dry. 'The first signs 
of germination is the sw-elling of the seed, 
which gradually turns green, and becomes al- . 
most globular. Then fine hair-roots are .de:^' 
veloped, and as soon as . these appear \ .tlie 
seedlings should be .pricked off -with a sharjy-i 
pointed bone needle on to some prepared five- 
inch pans, the compost consisting of peat and 
sphagnum moss, packed very closely and 
evenly, placing about a hundred seedlings , in 
each pan, still keeping them in the cases, 
where after a few days they will push up min- 
ute leaves and send out small rOots. In a few- 
weeks -they will be large enough to be placed 
about seven or ten in a small. pot filled "with 
coarser compost of the same material, and as 
they continue to grow they can afterwards be 
potted singly, and subjected to cooler treat- 
ment. These small plants must never be al- 
lowed to become dry or they will shrivel up 
and be lost. When once they become estab- 
lished pot them on as often as necessary, andv 
alwaysi. encourage them^ to make their gro-wths?,; 
at the proper si^asons.' After the first "^^eift"'' 
they will thrive on fresh air, warmth, plenty 
of light, and abundance of water, and in from 
four to five years they will be strong enough to 
flower, 

Laclias. — These require the same treat- 
ment as cattleyas, except that instead of sow--; 
ing the seeds on peat and sphagnum dead oak 
leaves should be used, first thoroughly v^ash- 
ing them and drying theni in the open. ' The- 
leaves should be packed' in an upright position, 
moderately tight to a depth of an inch and a 
half in the pans, and then the canvas stretched.-i 
over before watering thoroughly. The seeds;'"' 
may be sown the next day, scattering them 
much, thinner , than, /,attleyas. 
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Cvmbridmnis";7T:Th'e'.riseeds of these -are 
much laiger than in the majority of orchids, 
they can therefore be watched very easily, from 
the first. Precisely the same treatment iriay 
be adopted as for cattleyas, with a temperaliirc 
of 70 degrees by clay and lowering to 60 de- 
grees at night. Give plenty of moisture with 
a fine sprayer, and dtp the pans occasioiially 
in water. 

>V,i|^;©endrpbiuraS^ — These also require the sanie 
i^treairiieM' as c^^ except' that instead of 

^^vippiypbdiuni fibre use osmunda; packed very 
"ciosely • and' jeaving a rough surface, over 
■which stretch' the canvas tightly, pressing it 
well down between 'the side of the pan and 
the compost. 

Odontogiossuni. — Tlie seeds of tliesc are 
treated by several different methods, of which 
. jjEvgfive two, both of which have proved siiccess- 
iftili'-'The first'one is to select a quantity of 
well-rooted healthy plants as nurses, pot them 
in a mixture of osmunda fibre and polypodiuni 
fibre, mixed with a small quantity of sphag- 
num moss aiul silver .sand. The pots .shoukl be 
filled to with about half an inch liclow tlic rim 
of the pot and then well watered. After they 
have been potted about a week the seeds may 
be sown on them, taking care that the ma- 
terial is very moist before doing so. So\v them 
-in the same way as advised for cypripcdiums, 
spray them, and then place the plants in a tem- 
perature of 55 degrees to 60 degrees by day, 
which may fall to 50 degrees to 55 degrees at 
night. Give plenty of air and protect from 
bright sunlight. January and February are 
the best months for sowing. 



.-•The second method is to pot the nurse 
plants in oak leaves with a covering of clean 
sphagnum, from whicix all heads and dead, 
portions have been removed, ciiop it very 
fine, and place it on the surface about a quar- 
ter of an inch in depth. This is most; easily 
. put on if it is. saturated with v.'ater. The seed 
may be- sOwn':thc following day, after ^yhich 
lhey :must".,ne.yer become dry, especially .when 
'germination* has .'com me As soon as a 

■'ifiiriitte • leaf appears they should be pricked, 
off with great care and placed into tiny pots or 
pans filled with a compost consisting of three 
parts of polypodium fibre, one part of finely 
chopped sphagnum moss: pot them firmly. 
A'\'"hen transplanting the seedlings care should 
be taken to fix them so that they do not get 
washed away by watering or dipping. After 
the seedlings begin to make new roots it is 
beneficial to again transplant them into freshly 
prepared pots of the same compost, extreme 
care being taken not to damage the roots. It 
is of great importance also that they should 
never become dry ; a great many more die 
from drought than from over-wait-i iiig. When 
the leaves of the plants are about half an inch 
long they may be potted singly in thimble pots, 
and again when they have become rooted and 
established as often as they require it. 

Cochliodas require the same conditions and 
treatment as odontoglossums. 

Miltonias also can be raised by using cither 
of the methods adviscel for odontoglosstims, 
with a slightly increased temperature. 

Soplironitis. — .Altliough the matured plants 
are what arc known as cool orchids, the seeds 



and young seedlings require a warmer temper- 
ature. For the seeds take some round liiocks 
of wood three inches in diameter and half an 
inch thick, cut across the grain, leaving, a 
rough surface. Through this make a small 
hole an inch in diameter in the centre, and 
then place it in a small pot or pan partly- 
filled with crocks -and making, it. secu^^ 
wedging ,a few sn-.ali crocks round the; side. It 
.'ihouicl. tlien'be thoroughly soaked, with water 
and the seed sown sparingly over it. Over the 
pan place a pane of glass, which may be sup- 
ported by a small label on the rim of the pot, 
being careful that the glass is about half an 
inch above the seed. Keep the wood moist 
by. using a fine sprayer for the first four or 
five days', after which it may be watered. with 
a fine rose. When germination" begins the 
seedlings grow rapidly, and after' about four- 
teen days they should be large enough 'to-be 
pricked off in small pots in a compost con- 
sisting of polypodium fibre and sphagnum 
moss finely chopped and mixed with a little 
silver sand. As the plants become stronger 
they may be removed .into fresh pots of the 
same compost. A temperature of from 60 de- 
grees to 65 degrees at all times is beneficial, 
and they- should have a fair amount of shad- 
ing during the hot sunnner months. 

Phaius. — The seeds of phaius do well when 
sown on the surface of i)ots containing healthy 
l)lants of the same genus, provided they have 
been potted recently in some fresh siihagnum 
moss, good fibrous loam, and osmunda fibre. 
The plants should be watered carefully for 
the first two or three times after sowing, so 



that' the seeds are not washed away, and the 
seedlings can be left where they grow until 
they are large enough to be transplanted singly 
into small pots. A temperature of 60 degrees 
to 65 degrees by day and 50 degrees to 55 de- 
grees by night is sufficient; and they should 
liavejheavy. shading with- a ■■plentiful. supply of 
water. .Where the conditions rare.^suiifablie "they 
shoiild flower jn from two to tKreie' year's from 
the time of sowing. 

Sobralias.— For th'ese prepare small pans as 
for cattleyas, and when the seeds are sown 
place them in a temperature of 65 degrees to 
70 degrees, where thc-3^ should • be kept well 
sprayed, and in abp'utjtyelve-da.y.s tli.ey .should 
be large enough .to be haridled aiid placed into 
small.4)ans .p.f.sphagnu'm moss with just a. lit- 
tle peat 'acldeid, repotting them afterwards as 
often aS they require it, and giving a little 
more peat each time. When they are about 
eighteen months old fibrous loam may be 
mixed with the compost. After this they may 
be potted in equal proportions of peat, loam 
and moss until they flower.,; 

Epidendrums. — These may be raised in the 
same manner as sobralias, but they do not re- 
quire any loam mixed with the compost. Peat 
and moss, with a small quantity of silver sand, 
are more beneficial. 

Zygopetalums. — If the seeds of these arc 
sown in pots containing good healthy plants 
jjotted in a mi.xture of osmunda fibre, fibrous 
loam and sphagnum moss, and the plants are 
watered cautiously (care being taken that the 
water does not flow over the tops of the pots), 
a plentiful supply of seedlings will be obtained. 



These may be left undisturbed until they are 
large enough to be placed in thimble pots, a 
temperature of 55 degrees to 60 degrees by 
day and 50 degrees to 55 dcgrees-at-night being 
sufficient. Other genera of wihicH;..5eedlings 
may be raised artificially are. ca.lanthes. which 
require to be treated as fof phaius ;"brassavo- 
las, as for cattleyas: and thunias and vandas, 
as for sobralias. The above does not exhaust 
the list of those that have actually been grown 
from seeds under cultivation ; indeed, it is 
probable that scarcely any orchid is incapable 
of yielding under cultivation good seeds from 
which plants could be raised. It is only a;, 
question of supply and demand ; for jtist; as wp.' 
might now quite easily maintain a supply of 
such genera as cypripedium, cattlcya, dcndro- 
bium, odontoglossum, etc., without troubling 
to import any more plants, so. also no doubt 
this could be done in the case of, many other 
genera if it were considered to be worth the 
breeders.' while. '' V - ., . " 



U. S. GOVERNMENT EXHIBIT 

The United States Government has made a 
special effort to make its exhibit at the Alas- 
ka-Yukon-Pacific E.Kposition especially attrac- 
tive to farmers. Among the most interesting- 
features may be mentioned the good roads 
display, the model dfiiry farm, the evolution o£ 
tile harvester, diseases of animals attd their 
treatment, the rural mail delivery and soil an- 
alysis. ' 1 
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Nearly two decades ago I was building my- 
self a house where the wild flowers were most 
a,b'uhdant. and the pheasants loved to sun 
themselves on the seaward side of the moss 
covered rocks. 

-' The mosquito hawk nested (if you can call it 
'nesting) on those rocks. Golden stone crop and 
pink peucedamun carpeted tliem. Where they 
met the woods a cataract of spirca and mock 
orange flowed down upon them and over all 
hovered the wide winged swallow tails and 
"admiials" of the red and white. 
V Somebody, I believe, once bought that para- 
•-flis'e at a dollar an acre with the rock and 
's'wai-fip' ( !)■ thrown in as valueless, and today 
perhaps you may buy it at a thousand dollars 
a lot/though it is not half as beautiful now as 
'it was then, but in those days you went to it by 
trail and today it is served every ten minutes 
by the electric tram company and hns a right 
to any water which the city has to spare. 

■At the time I speak of the house wa!s not 
finished and the owners were very mtich in. (Heir 
"sHirt sleeves, superintending the builders. To 
'^^hein'entisr, in much pomp, two equestrian.s un- 
known, who, having assumed a commanding 
position, 'upon the future tennis lawn, condoled 
with those two foolish young Engli.sh people 
upon the isolation of their future home. They 
would be unr.ble, the equestrians^ said, to see 
anything of their friends. 

The answer was too obvious to record, but 
the condolence serves xo make my point. 
. Gregariousness is one of the leading char- 
acteristics of our people, in sharp contrast to 
that pioneer spirit of their predecessors which 
hated to see another man's smoke across their 
sky. 

. The house I have spoken of was only three 
miles from the post office, but it was too far 
out then and, for a great many, the islands are 
much too far out today. 

It takes an hour even by the Creeping Para- 
lysis to get to Sidney, whence any of the islands 
iTliy be reached by launch or boat, and should 
tiie railway ever be electrified, with a terniintie 
at vSchwartz's Bay, there seems no reason why 
a man should take more than an hour betu'eon 
his island and his club, but very few of our 
(people have that instinct for partiiil seclusion 
which accounts for the existence of tin; splen- 
did /country homes of England, and iherefore 
there are still one or two island homes on tl.c 
market. 

It is wonderful, bitf even here, this state of 
tlyngs cannot last, if the wandering English 
continue to pervade our province, since, ia all 
that goes to make a country homo, perfect 
acording to English ideas, the islands have the 
advantage of every other part of B. C. 

I know that this is a bold assertion unci T 
know that the gentlemen who were good 
enough to write to me after reading- iny 
article upon the Saanich peninsula will write 
and insist upon tlie superiority of their own 
districts, tuding their letters with a seductive 
offer of ; a romantic home site at so many dol- 
lars^er acre upon easy terms, but I cannot help 
. itl. ,'WliatT have written I have written. 

'fhe disadvantages of the islands"" arc these. 
If you are an invalid likely at a moncnt's notice 
to bo in need of a doctor, they are perhaps too 
far from the telephone. Dr. Gordon Cunnning- 
at Sidney is perhaps within two or three hours' 
call (I am making the wor.^t of it), and in sonic 
cases that is too long for a sick man or woman 
to wait, and of course, what applies to the doc- 
tor, applies to .tlie butcher, the baker and th.e 
l)diinetrJraakVr.,. This is tlie first drawback, The 
■sccpnd 'is.,.tliat present conditions it is 

nbt'easy to fitid a working man who is con- 
tent to live upon the land, ,or a maid who, be- 
ing anxious to remain one, will give un 
the seductions of Government street and the 
opportunities offered by a large town for the 
quiet and seclusion of an Island farm. 

Moreover, it is contrary to the will of the 
lieoplc, that any one should employ China- 
men who are content to live upon the land, and 
it is pontrary to law, I believe, to refuse to 




give a man a boat to go away in when he wants 
to. Seriously, the tv/o disadvant^ages of the 

islands, and the only two, are distance from a 
doctor and the difficulty of obtaining any 
farm help oihci than Chinese. 

Beyond these two serious drawbacks, both 
of which can be overcome, I know of none, 
excepL that you cannot take a friendly inter- 
est in your neigiibor' ; criarrcls with his wife; 
you cannot-sraell, with accuracy -yvhat. he .is 
going to have .fdri' dinner, and you 'cannot at a 
moment's notice 'sec'itre-another man for bridge. 

But you can. keep Weil if you want to as. 
long as yon are young ; you can lay in a supply 
of groceries once a week, when Bittancourt, the 
local grocer, calls with his launch, and twice 
a week at least the Iroquois will bring you 
your mails and all the news which the Colonist 
thinks it right for ypu to know. ■■■

fail always to bring those who visit us to see 
that which would best repay them.

Will 
anyone who thinks; that ' I' have " over-stated 
my case go some day and stand upon Knapp 
Island in the time of. the cherry blossoms 
and looking east- toWa,'tjd: Mount Baker tell me 
that there is a scenes iM'this' world more beatx- 
tiful? ^■v-'v ■ • 

Years ago there were two oft-quoted rea-,,"' 
sons why men should %ot buy island property,' 
and. those who had? farm' lands, to sell upon 



tlie- op^n, vand figs fruiting freely, the fruit, 
ripening on- the trees. 

Tp sum up as .to this question of climate, 
this has been' a very exceptional year round 
Victoria, and contrary to the rule there was a 
frost v/hich did some damage about the middle 
of May. Upon those islands of which the 
writer has most intimate knowledge, there 
was absolutely no frost at this time. Snow 
rarely lies and what little frost we get I'lpon 
the islands is only in the depth of winter, so 
that it docs not seem too much to say that 
the climate of the groups of islands in the 
Channel and in the Gulf are very much alike; 
what can be grown in one could be grown in 
the other,,i-agd; at present the fee simple; of.; an 
acM iri tii'e^'^ult does; not cost twice as' niiich 
as the annual rent of an acre in the Channel. 
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A Gulf Island Ranch 

By-and-bye no doubt a system of tele- 
phones will put the islanders in close touch with 
the rest of the world. At present, those of 
them who have wharves may, if they are un- 
lucky, be without a visiting steamer two or 
three days in the week. 

If Saanich reminds a man of the vSoiuli of 
P'rance, the islands, which are stiung round it 
like a circlet of pearls, must rcmiiul him of the 
Channel I.sland.-^. where men farm flowers in- 
stead of turni])S, and ]Kiy, 1 am told, as much as 
£ 14 per acre in rent. 

l''rom London and Paris the lovers of Na- 
ture's beauty flock to Jersey, Guernsey, Al- 
darny and vSark, and I will back the islands of 
our Gulf to give the islands of the Channel 
half the distance and a beating. 

In the earlj' spring every rocky headland of 
them is crowned with a foam of flowers. A 
month later every islet is a bed of blossom. 

In iNIarch, when the low thunder of the 
mating willow grouse is heard in the alder 
bottoms, the earth is starred with white lilies 
f erythroniums) thick as the star dust in the 
.Milky Way, wliilst here and there on the cliffs' 
edges the wild ribes bursts into a rosy crimson 
flame. 

This is the beginning of it. After this 
there begins a riot of flowers, a pageant of 
spring color. The delicate pink of the wild 
rose, and the flaming orange of the wild honey- 
suckle blend with the creamy white of the 
plumed si)irca, whilst the pines aijil.vthe dark 
glossy foliage of the arbutus tn^^ frame and 
.set off their more delicate nei^jors, until the 
time comes when that most beautiful of our 
native trees, the arbutus '(peculiarly plentiful 
upon the'' islands)-, not contented with the 
sheen of its own foliage and the rich red of 
its gorgeous trunk; hangs itself with lilies-of- 
lhe-va!!ey and combines in itself tlVe beauties 
of the woodland and the garden. 

But it is useless U) write of the beauties of 
the islands ; I cannot ]nit them upon paper, 
the changing glories of the sheltered seas 
which surround them, live opals full of the 
laughter of girlhood in , the early m.orning, and 
in the evening stretching into the shadows in 
a wine-colpred flood, deeper than purple, but 
veined and shot witlx; living gold.

Here the S,S. Iroquois calls with the'v mail 
on Mondays and Fridays. Under ordinary- 
circumstances the captain will also call for 
passengers bv request on Tuesdays and Thurs- 
days. On Wednesdays Mr. Bittancourt s trad- 
ing boat calls for orders and to purchase farm 
produce. -i There is a rival boat m the district 
which will take Mr. Bjttancourl s place if he 
fails to give satisfaction, and during the sum- 
mer the Don has been running e\'ery other 
day from Oak Bay and will call if flagged. 

Of course if an island has no wharf and no 
produce the steamer service will .be lesSj As 
to the other objection, want of water, it had 
some hasis in fact as long as men were con- 
tent to .sink from six to ten feet. At that depth 
you could find water, but it was surface water, 
and in the long, dry summer it evaporated 
and the wells "played out."' 

Nowadays men sink from 16 to 20 feet, and 
at that depth find an abundance of water, 
which lasts comfortably through the longest 
and driest spells. Sidney Island is a notorious 
example of an island once supposed to be 
])racticall3' waterless, which has now an abun- 
dance of water, and Pier Island -was .sold for 
an old song for the same reason, although at 
])resent there is upon it a practically inex- 
haustible supply, 'i'lierc a well 8 ft. x 8 ft. .x 
20 ft, showed no sign of depletion at the end 
of last summer, which was a peculiarly dry one. 

So far it should not he difficult to 
obtain evidence for what has been said in fa- 
vor of the islands of the Gulf of Georgia. It 
will be somewhat more difficult to 'make men 
believe that there is a very considerable differ- 
ence between the climatic conditions upon 
them (at least upon the smaller islands) and 
those of the immediately adjoining main isl- 
and. Ikying as they do behind Vancouver Isl- 
and, sheltered by it and by each other, and 
yet not ovcrshaclowed by any high land, they 
arc veritable sun traps, and this they show 
in a .variety of ways, e. g. by the early arrival 
of humming birds and other summer emi- 
grants and the earliness of certain blossoms 
and vegetable products; moreover (and this is 
not altogether an advantage) the showers 
which on.a sees falling round Cowichan gen- 
erally pass round without falling upon these 
iiilands. 

There is a fig tree which has borne and 
ripcnetl fruit in the open, and a Gloirc dc 
Dijon rose now a mass of blossoms, at Pier Isl- 
and, both of whigh came safely -through last 
winter without protection of any; liind. Bear- 
ing in mind the exceptional " severity of last 
.winter, these facts should save a good deal of 
-\yriting. ' . 

Going a good deal further north to the ex- 
ceptionally fine farm of Mr. Harry Burchell, 
vines may be found bearing fruit annually in ^

At present, with some exceptions, these 
island lands are being wasted, for it is waste 
to use garden lands of such exceptional merit 
for mixed farming. 

Upon Portland Island a couple of young 
English fanners are growing seeds for the 
local market and doing well. My own figures 
frighten me a little,. but I think that Mr. Simp- 
son showed me 153 young ])ea vines grown 
from the produce of one pea vine last year, 
and upon j\Iayne Island Mr. Bennett and 
others have pear orchards ^vllicll will compare 
favorabl}' with any in the world ; indeed, I 
doubt if pear trees which will produce more 
and better fruit than some of those at Mr. 
Deakins's can be found aiiywhei-e. 

I had intended before lca\-ing the islands 
to have collected a few statistics, but time 
failed me, and as I am trying to give my old 
neighbors a fair show in introducing their 
properties to the notice of the rest of the world, 
perhaps they may feel inclined to help me. If 
so, some of tliein might send a -few statistics to 
the Colonist illustrative of the earliness of their 
farms, their freedom from frost and the pro- 
ductiveness of their fruit trees, I know that 
they would he worth printing, and that my 
friend the Colonist v.'ould ])riiit them. 

Looked at from the outside as you pass 
these islands, the}-^ seem to be heavily timbered 
-vy.ith pines growing upon rocks, which in most 
cases come down to the water's edge. With 
many of them this rocky front' is but the raised 
edge of the saiiceir," the hollow of which con- 
tains rich soil overgrown in most cases with 
easil}' cleared alder, and in all of them the 
ridges of rock contain between them deposits 
of rich soil admirabl}'- adapted to cultivation. 

Perhaps nowhere in British Columbia is 
there more of that rather llea^'y black land 
adapted to ])car growing than upon these isl- 
ands, and certainly I have never elsewhere seen 
such crops of stra-wberries or gooseberries so 
free from mildew as upon these islands. -Only 
this year I heard a fruit farmer fro"m- . Rock- 
side declare that a certain strawberry patch 
upon one of them was the best he had . ever 
seen, rmd this patch last year bore twice, a 
flill. crop at the normal season and a second 



half crop after the ordinary strawberry crop 
was over. 

Of apples what is true of the Saanich dis- 
trict is true of this district. The varieties 
natural to it, e.g. King of Tompkins, do ex- 
ceedingly well, and they have this advantage : 
the man who grows fruit upon an island suffers 
from his own pests; he cannot suffer from 
those imported by his neighbors. , 

In conclusion, to those who arc not, afraid 
of their own company, varied by almost"' daily 
visits from their neighbors, and if necessary a 
weekly visit to town, I would recommend an 
inspection of this island district, because it 
is the most beautiiid in British Columbia, be- 
cause the land is cheaper than any of the same 
quality in British Columbia, because, fbr^'Jruit 
and flower growing it is equal to the .ClHaili- 
nel Islands, because the bays are full of fish, 
which save the fishmonger's bill, and the game 
can be preserved, which saves the butcher!s 
bill; because the dry, sunny land and arnple 
beaches, full of small crustacean life, make 
these islands ideal poultry farms, and because 
the limited number of them must some day, 
when the, demand'. arises, make them 'almost 

priceless. . ■

TO SUPERCEDE BETTERS , 

Successful experiments have been carried 
out in the United States with a,machine which 
enables telegraphing to be done at the rate , of 
1,000 words a minute — 60,006' words ati hour. 

It is the invention of Mr. Delany, to -whom 
the British Government paid £150,060 for the 
synchronous multiplex .system of telegraphy, 
the instruments for which are now a feature 
of the Post Ofice museum, their extreme del- 
icacy making them useless for practical work- 
ing in this country. 

The wonderful character of Mr. Delany's 
new machine may be gatheccd from the fact 
that the mechanical speed limit of the Murray 
typewriting telegraph system, which the Post 
Office is using, is 120 words a minute. ■ 

Tclepost is the name which has been given 
to the new system. First of all the message 
is perforated on a tape at the rate of thirty 
words a minute, and then the tape is passed 
through the transmitting machine at the bi.gh 
speed. This double operation is a drawback, 
but it loses little, in comparison with the old 
arrangement of translating from ordinary Eng- 
lish into Morse. 

The new system can be so economically 
worked that fifty words can be sent any dis- 
tance for a shilling, and it is expected that in- 
stead of writing letters business men will 
use the tclepost. 

Inquiries are being made as to the practic- 
ability of adopting the system in England; 
but they have been experimenting for sotrie 
time with a similar Hungarian invention writU 
which they have attained a speed of ,,30,000 
words an hour, and for which the 'in\rentbr 
claims a possible speed approximating- to , that 
of the new Delany instrument. 

There arc several mechanical difficulties 
to be overcome, however, before it could be 
adopted. The most serious, perhaps, is that 
when at work it interferes on account of the 
great fluctuations in the current with other 
systems, notably the telephone system. A 
complete . conversion ..of ,the existing, installa- 
tions woulil be necessary in .tlie event of its 
being applied, and at the moment no postnias-:. 
ter-gencral in the present state , of finance 
would lightly take up such an undertaking. 

The Post Office experts believe that the 
time W'ill come when all long-distance mes- 
sages will be sent by means of high-speed ma- 
chines, and the telephone. become the exclusive 
medium for short-distance, raessages. But it 
must be a gradual e.-vjbltitiori;' For the presen|:" 
the existing instaiHatioh, the many restrictivei, 
cdnditio.ns which' Hamper telegraph develop- 
ment, and the fact that the climatic conditions 
of England have still to be reckoned with by 
the scientist, are all against the early adoption 
of the telepost in Great Britain. 
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MADAME SOBRINO, the distingiiiished 
English prima doiiiKi soprano Avho la^t 
week spent a day or so in Victoria as the 
guest of ^fr. and Airs. Trcwartha James, 
left at Honolulu tlic other artists of 
the Herbert .Withers Concert Company, 
which, imder the management of Mr. 
C. 'H. Gibbons of this city,-ihas spent the 
pa-st seas6ti_ touring all parts of Asia where 
now completed her engagement with the com- 
pany, and after visiting a sister in Denver and 
spending a few days in New York, where she 
was one of the Metropolitan principals for sev- 
eral seasons, she returns to London to fill fes- 
tival engagements next autumn and winter. 
The comnany will remain in Hawaii until 
early October, returning then to the Orient 
field. 'I'hcir route during 1909-10 Avill be vir- 
tually a reversal of that of the season just 
ended— through Japan, Korea, Nor':hern 
China,. Shanghai, Hongkong, Saigon, Manila, 
Singapore, the Federated Malay States, Bur- 
ma, six weeks in India and Baluchistan, one 
week in Ceylon, and a month in Sumatra and 
Java, from which latter paradise the party will 
proceed either to Australia and New Zealand 
or return lo Lon(io'.i. 

In all these Asian centres the parly achiev- 
ed pronounced success this past season, which 
is the explanation of the early return. Indeed 
the newspapers everywhere pronounced the 
company the strongest musical organization 
vet heard in Asia. It is of peculiar interest to 
Victorians to know that, organized in this city 
and with its headquarters here, although a 
distinctly metroi)oiitan group of artists, this is 
the first musical company ever sent out of 
Canada for world-wide touring, and that in its 
traveliing the party went to countries and 
places never before \isite(l by European en- 
tertainers, in which their appearances will be 
long remembered as epochal events. In mile- 
age" too, the tour of 1908-9 .was of a record 
character, longer distances being traversed- 
with continuous engagements than have hith- 
erto been attempted by any touring party, not 
excepting the jNIadame Albani company under 
the same management, which in one season 
visited all chief centres of Australia, :-;ev/ 
Zealand, Ceylon, India and Egypt. The 
Withers Concert Company, it may he men- 
tioned, was organized in London in January 
last year, upon the completion of Madame Al- 
bani's farewell tour. The season opened at 
Colombo, from which beautiful "gateway city 
of India," the tour led through India almostj 
to the Afghan border; across the Indian de- 
sert and north to Quetta, thc capital of Balu- 
chistan r to beautiful Burma and over the just- 
compietcd laiiway system through the Feder- 
ated Mala}' States; through Java, the paradise 
of the iCast and the centre of Dutch dominion 
in the Indies, \vlicrc a persistent boycott ini- 
tiated by e.x-South Africans' who had not yet 
cpiite forgotten or forgiven the Boer war, had 
to be steadily worn down; up lo Bankok, ^tor 
a si^ccial concert at the ])alace for His Ma- 
jesty, the King of Siam ; thence through Man- 
ila to Hongkong, Shanghai, Pelcing, and Tien- 
tsin, across the' corner of Russia in Asia and 
through Korea to and through Japan, and 
thence on to Honolulu, where the iioth to the 
114th and final concerts of the season have 
just been given. 

Resides crealin.g a distinct sensation artis- 
licaUv, the conipaii}- has been in receipt of 
much social attention in the course of its far- 
aficld wanderings. .At ColoiiTbo the o])ening 
concerts were made ])art of the official |5ro- 
gramme for the observance of the King's 
Birthday, sandwiched in between the State 
levee and review of the troops and the State 
ball at Queen's House. Great interest was 
taken in the concerts and the company by the 
novcrnor and Lady McCallum, who had some 
of the party as their guests at Queen's House, 
while the others were entertained bv Hon. 
Hugh Clifford, the Col onial Sccrctarv. .'V few 
days later the party were in .Madras — just in 
time to fit in their concerts with the celebra- 
tion of the jubilee of liritish rule in India; and 
here they were similarly made much of by the 
Governor, Sir .\rthur Lawlcy, and Early Law- 
ley. The next api'carances were at Lucknow, 
two concerts being made part of the semi-of- 
ficial programme in connection with the spe- 
cial visit of the Viceroy and Lady Minto to 
I he old capital of the Kings of Oude. Inci- 
dental to these concerts illustration was af- 
forded of how serious indeed are present con- 
ditions in India, especially with regard to the 
safety of the premier representatives of British 
authority from the assassin's bomb or dagger. 
How the Viceroy Is Safeguarded 
'The Viceroy, Lord Minto, had privately 
conveyed an assurance that he and Lady Min- 
to would be present at one or both of the con- 
certs arranged, but it was expressly stipulated 
that no menticMi whatever be made of the fact. 
Indeed (he official newspapers published a 
paragraph of ijuite the contrary tenor. 'Plie 
day before the first concert, word came to the 
nianagenicnt that His Excellency desired the 
concert; shpul.d.:^^^^ at 5 in the afternoon, 

ihsfead' of af't'he'' usual evening hour, in which 
event' he and the Countess would be able to 
attend.' Of course the change was made, with 
sundry explanations. Then came ■y^'ord that 
His Excellency would arrive at the concert 
hall at the half-liour. And so the opening of 
the concert was delayed, the audience accept- 
ing the situation with' good grace. At 5 
o'clock the jmblic roads were closed to all 
traffic, and sharp on the half hour His I'.xccl- 
lency and Lady Minto rolled up in their en- 
closed motor car, preceded, attended and fol- 



lowed by troops of r. ivalry. The Lieutenant- 
Governor, .Sir John Hewett, and Lady Hewett, 
arrived a few minutes later, in a precisely sim- 
ilar car. After the concert Their Excellencies 
re-entered their car, which, with its military 
escort, moved swiftly away. Sir John and 
Lady Hewett followed in their car, which, half 
a mile out, caught up \v\t\\ and jiassed the 
Vice-rcgal party, the military guard falling in 
abo.tit the,.,l<ieutenant-GoYC.rnor's cQnyey^ice, 
which returned to Govc.mfAfent Hotise specf 
tacularly, \yhile the Viceroy and Vicereihe 'Un-. 
ostentatioiisly made their way homeward by 
another route. 

At Bombay the .Withers Company was to 
have had the support of the Governor's band, 
proffered by the Governor and its leadeV, Dr. 
Edward Behr, but this auxiliary assistance 
was necessarily withdrawn on the lamented 
death of Ladj' Clarke. 'JMie Governor's inter- 
est in the party and in musical work in India 
is keen, however, and it has been arranged at 
his suggestion that when the company pays its 
return visit to the Presidency CapitaLthc band 
will participate with the touring artists in a 
musical festival on English Hnes extending 
over three or four days, tlic arrangements. bC" 
ing'made from Government House. In several 



Concerts, as a rule, arc but little appreci- 
ated by the nobles themselves. They favor, 
rather, youthful dancing, girls.

A Supreme Test of "Nerves" 

In connection with these latter, the mem- 
bers of the company are unanimously agreed 
that as a test of "nei'ves'' what are known as 
"zenana engagements" have lew superiors. It 
is a common thing for members of the high 
Indian nobility to order these private concerts 
for the cntertainm.ent of the ladies of their 
households who "live behind the lattice," in 
other words jealousl)'' hidden from the world 
and its snares and never to be lawfully seen 
by any other man than their lords and masters. 
For a zenana concert the, hall is arranged with 
large screens completely enveloping the audi- 
loriunt. Behind this screen the ladies of the 
zenana, or harem, are seated, protected by in- 
violate invisibility, while hearing and seeing 
everything. The artists, on the other hand, 
perforin to an apparently empty room, and the 
magnetism and sympathy of an au4iencc arc 
wanting absolutely. What makes it yet more 
trying to the singer or instrumeritalist Is: that 
etiquette forbids the ladies behind the screen 
giving expression to appreciation, the concert 
thu.s proceeding from first to last without "the 
vulgar interruption of punctuating applause." 

If a favorite of the harem be specially 
|)leased, the fee tendered by her lord for the 
cntcrtainmerit is often a royal one. Jn the old 
days it was the custom to conduct the com- 
pany's manager or the star to the family 
treasury, and generously bid him help iiimself 
from its store of wonderful jewels. That cus- 
tom lia.s become obsolete, unluckily fo.- itiner- 
ant entertainers. The Gaekvvar of Baroda 
found that following the hi.storic precedents in 
t!iis regard cost hini three magnificent em- 
eralds for a very tame balloon ascension. .So a 
clicqite is now tendered, and the jewels remain 
with tlieir guardians. At the present time May 
dame Molba is giving a few select zenana con- 
certs in India, her invitation to do so mention- 
ing casually that she may fi.x all fees jicr.sclf. 
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kindly volunteefcd to take over his- work and"^ 
make all arrangements for the Tokyo'' season, 
and incidentally the concerts at the Japanese 

capital were given an international 'signifi- 
cance and social importance that has never 
before been accorded any entertainments in 
Japan, the royal pati'onage being extended and 
the opening concert attended by T. 1. Hs. the 
ir'rince and Princess l ligashi Fushimi no Miya, 
as special representatives of the Emperor and 
the ':Eltnpress, this being the first occasion up- 
on which any members of the Japanese Ro\{a!

The latest story on the poor compositor, 
by the way, is also a Shanghai tale.

to think about his work.' • This 'wa 
in point. In a reference to one of thefWithers 
concerts, mention was made of the stirring 
baritone' song "King Charles," of which Mr. 
Bennett makes a pronounced success. It is by 
Maude V. White, and the name of the com- 
poser Avas bracketed after the name of the 
song. The compositor had presumably been 
Avorking'.on law reporjts before, and a great 
light came' to him.* And so hii' set that musi- 
cal item A-ery seriously: "Air. Bennett's next 
contribution was th.at fine and effective song, 
'King Charles' (Maude versus White.)." What 
the Editor said to the Proofreader for missttig 
it is not on record. 

And yec that originality, Avhicli can scarce- 
Iv be classed as a typographical error, does 
not equal another — and this one a true typo- 
graphical — the Withers company manager 
vouches for, the paper credited in this, case 
beitjg the solemn Age of Melb'otirn'e, 'Aus- 
tralia. Reporting a concert of the Albani 
company, the Age referred commcndatorily to 
Mr. William Green's singing of Beethoven's 
immortal love song, "Adelaida." It did not 
make anyone in the office feel any happier 
Avhen the paper duly appeared Avith the refer- 
ence to "Beethoven's immoral Ioa'c song, 'Ade- 
laida.' " 

Where Music Is Appreciated 
Of course in many of the out-of-the-way 
settlements of Europeans in the heart of ",.tlie 
Orient, the visit of such a party as that hea.dea 
by Mr. Withers is a great event. The 'difficul- 
ties in taking good art such distances arid'to 
such small communities, once in a "w'rhilfe^'.is 
adequately recognized. The European resi- 
dents of Canton have, perhaps, the right to be 
regarded as the most truly appreciative musical 
community in the East. When the Withers 
company was p1a3dng Hongkong, Canton 
asked for a concert on thp one disengaged 
evening. It was arranged. The aiidierice nunff- 
bcred j.ust three rnore than the total resident 
European' population. ■ Aiid when, after the 
concert, the company treasurer asked for .the 
usual accounts-^for rent, piano hire, advertis- 
ing, etc. — the announcement of the local agent 
was sufficient td ciiise/'Him^ tb ''gasp with as'^" 
tonishmcnt. 

"There ate no accounts," he Avas informed. 
. "Such small expenses as have been incurred 
Aye are going to pay ourselyes;> ;When a really- 
good company comes tO' 'ah 'b'ut-bf-the-\yay 
corner of the Avorld like Canton, the least we - 
can do to show Ave'rc grateful is our best." 

Ilerbert Withers, the British 'cellist Avho 
heads the comjiany bearing his name, is a par- 
ticularly sound musician. A student for years 
wdth the German 'cellist, Hugo Becker, he has 
much of that master's solidity of style, mag- 
nificent technique, ind authoritative musician- 
ship. He has not the magnetic charm of Ger- 
ardy, but by musicians Avould be accounted a 
greater 'cellist than that brilliant Belgian. It 
is indicative of the early age at which musical 
genius asserts itself that lie scored his first 
public success Avheh only eight years old, play- 
ing in a Beethoven quartette Avith Endover 
(Avho led), Boltesini, the Avorld's most falnous 
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Evrn boforo ;this>,chovvcvcr, the now premier 
•'ccHist of Great;»Britain, had made his public 
debut, forming ona .of a quartette when but 
seven. Being then too small to play on even 
a half-sized 'cello, the instrument to which his 
, heart inclined, Ije had t&';play on -a v,i61a'heW as-: 
ii Velio. 

Personnlly the English 'cellist is today a ■ 
Jiotnblo v^xccption among great musicians, in 
that ho wears his curly hair neatly cropped s.nd 
cultivates none of the "eccentricities of genius." 
Hl- fails to see the necessary connection between 
a tumbled mane of rebellious liair and musical 
art, although hair has got other artists many 
columns of good free advertising. Mr. \Vi^iers 
does not even style himself Signer Wi€lierVe£^ 
Herr Withers or M. Withers or anything elstj 
than plain "Mr. Withers." If he has an artistic 
peculiarly it is his preference to be loyal to 
his aft always, even, sometimes, at a sacrifice of 
money. 

i -iHe- is, however, one of the most absent- 
minded of men. He has been known to carefully 
fill his' pipe, light it, and mechanically shake 
' the pipe to put it out and then, throvv it over- 
board, putting the still lighted match in his 
mouth. The number of walking sticks^ hats, 
taps, etc., he has abandoned in railway carriages 
v'ould equip a regiment. 

. The. just completed tour was the first in 
which he has appeared as a star and his marked 
personal success is undoubted.

Latt(;rly she. has c6nfined her musical activities 
chiefly to festival and concert work, creating 
about four years ago, the title part in Sir Alex- 
ander Mackenzie's "The Witch's Daughter," 
and also — only a short time afterwards — the 
principal soprano role in Horatio Parker's 
sacred cantata "liora Norcissima." Madanie 
Sobrino is an especial favorite with .the young 
king and queen of Spain, from whom she re- 
received not long ago a bcautifid brooch of rare 
white diamonds — one of the most highly prized 
ariiong the souvenirs of her artistic career. At 
the time she was singing, and Senor Sobrino 
playing, at the Casino San Sebastian under the 
noted Arhos, and the royalties of Spain, attend- 
ing, were so charmed with Madame's voice that 
on the following day an invitation to the palace - 
was received. 

"I was amazed to find everything in the 
royal house of Spain so typically in the Eng- 
lish style," says Madame Sobrino. "It is the 
thoughtful and delicate compliment which a 
gallant young king pays to his English Queen.

By Favor of the King 

Mr. Bennett, the baritone of the company, 
is— incidentally— one of the very few musical 
folk for whom King Edward entertains especial- 
ly kindly feelings. His Majesty is not' particu- • 
larly musical. Mr. Bennett has on. several oc- 
casions IcMit his sorvices. for charities in which 
His Majesty is interested. It was after one 
of these affairs last- shooting' season that the 



King happened' to notice Mr.' Bennett, \vhb -was 
one of the giiests, just as His Majesty, was in 
the act of bringing down a woodcock. 

"It was very good of Mr. Bennett to help 
us out so much last night," ho said to one of 
his gentlemen. "Just go over to hin; and thank 
him for me now. And — stay — take him these 
feathers, -an^ssay, for: me, that he has won-the 
right to wear tlie'm in Kis hat!'' ' 

Needless to say, Mr. Bennett treasures 
those particular feathers as a souvenir of a 
])leasant day, and as giving zest to the old say- 
ing as to "a feather in his hat." 

On another occasion not very long ago, the 
baritone enjoyed an honor such as seldom 
falls to the lot of an ambitious artiste — that of 
informalK' entertaining the Royal Faniil\' for 
upwards of an hour, and that with scarcely a 
moment's preparation. He was on the occasion 
• in (luestion a guest at a small dance at Sand- 
ringham, and Her Majesty Queen Alexandra 
paved the way for the informal recital by re- 
mark'ng to one of the ladies of the court dur- 
ing the evdning: 

"I do wish we could have some music — I 
am in the mood for it." 

"Well, why shouldn't we?" said the Prince 
of Wales, "Mr. Bennett is here, and I'm sure 
he will oblige us." 

So a piano Avas brought in ; the members of 
the Royal Family found seats, and for upwards 
of an hour Mr. Bennett sang to them, playing 
his own accompaniments, for he is an excellent 
instrumentalist as well as a good singer. 



■ Mr. Bennett, indeed, is declared to be a rare 
and exceptional jewel among nmsical artistes. 
Not only is ho a fine singer — he is also a first 
class business man, and discharges the duties of 
company treasurer with satisfaction to all con- 
cerned, lie is furthermore,, ansaccpmplished 
organist, and a brilliant pianist, Uiider the spur 
of necessity he can tune a piano capably. He is 
a composer of several dozen not only popular 
but. also distinctly meritorious songs and in- 
strumental works. He is an adopt in orches- 
trating. During the jusl-endecl toui' he has 
found time despite his multifarious duties with 
the company, to complete an important ballet 
which will b(! produced at one of the important 
London theatres this coming season. Ancl with 
all his accomplishments, he is superlatively mod- 
est, always good-natured, and capable of dis-. 
covering signs of conjinj;;;^ swiishine,^ in the,' 
dreariest weather. " ' 

And this is something lhat counts. Concert' 
touring is far from being a monopoly of life's 
sunshine and roses and rich reward. To make a 
long and wearisome journey through the dust 
and heat of the Indian desert, and then give an 
artistic performance to a handful of people in a 
stuffy, clay-floored military theatre — to work 
and smile while alternately shivering and burn- 
ing up with malaria — to face the not infrequent 
"losing houses," and the hundred and one -vexa- 
tions and worries inseparable from extensive 
travel in Asian lands I There is quite another 
side to the picture surely. Rut why show the 
world one's troubles ? It has its own. 
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The suUJact dealt w^th in this arti- 
cle, here published by courtesy of the 
Seattle Post-IntolUgencor, Is of the ut- 
5. ost Importance In this province. Mr. 
C;ark scams to have lirousht careful 
t'nouglit and sane judgment to his 
study of the question, — Ed.) 



The department of agriculture at 
>Yashlngton has just taken from the 

press the report made by Harry 
Thompson, the government expert, on 
Ills preliminary InvestigatlonH In the 
Northwest in the economical clearing 
of Ibgged-off lands. The report shows 
tfiat 'there are 2,352.109 acres of 'log- 
sed-off land in the counties of West- 
ern Washington, while there are only 
428,829 acres of land in cultivation. 
The report .contains accounts of. vari- 
ous methods contrived by Washington 
farmers for clearing thelf land, and 
gives the average cost per' aqre ob- 
tained by each method. ' Following Is 
the .introduction of the pamphlet: 

5The" rapl.d decrease 'of morchant- 
abfe' timber- an'd' the tonsequent In- 
creasing acreage, of. logged-off land has 
brought to the attention of the people 
of the Piicillc Northwest the import- 
anco of the agricultural development 
of this sectlon of the'Unlted States. 

"In. order to make this land suitable 
for agricultural purposes It must be 
cleared for the plow. To .do this the 
standing timber, the logs, the under-i 
brush, and the stumps must bo re- 
moved. , 

"A preliminary Investigation of the 
situation ■was made during the sum- 
mer of 1908 to determine the extent 
of the logged-off land, the methods In 
us'o at the present time, and as nearly 
as ijossible tlio cosl of clearing by the 
different methods used. No experi- 
ments were undertaken, and conse- 
quently no definite figures can be 
slvr n in regard to the cost of arlng 
iy the different methods In u: 
js giver by contractors '.'id

Washington Has Adva ••aae. 
'"I tlinboi- lands In Wc tern Ore- 
gon and Northern California are not 
nearly so accessible as tho' 3 nf West- 
ern Washington. Neither is there 
nearly so much logged-off anu, nor Is 
this land so well adapted for agi lcul- 
lural puri^oses as that in Washington. 
While the demand for fdrm land In 
Oregon and California la \ 11 supplied 
by prairie and easily eloarcd 'l.-ukIi 
land, the nocc-ssity .''^r re -i; 'njr the 
logged-off land In those i itos 1;, not 
pressing. , On the other hanu, \\ .-atern 
Washington has hut few vrillf-s that 
were not heavily timbered ai time 
and the demand for agricultn.ai pro- 
ducts far exceeds the local . tppb'- 
Oonseciuently, the demand for .arm 
land and the idle wastes of fut-over 
land has brought the question of clear- 
ing this land scjuarely uofcre ll;c peo- 
ple. ' The character of the clearing

"In the logged-off lands of the rod- 
wood dl.strict of Northern California 
tliero has lieen little effort made to 
clear tin; land for •agricultural jiur- 
IJOSC.M, since i)raii huKi Is iilontlful 



the great quantity .of brush and tho 
sucker growth of the redwood 'stumps 
have almost entirely , co.yered the 
ground In two or three years. 

It is estimated that the loggeA-otC 
land of California cart bo "reclaliiied 
at about the same expense as the flr- 
stump land of Oregon and Washing- 
ton. ... 

"Most of the clearing that has been 
done in Oregon was done by cheap 
labor until recent years. The donkey 
engine method has been used' in some 
sections of the state .rec.ently. 

„• Hand Method. ■ 

"Until recent years clearing was .al- 
most wholly done by what Is now 
known as the 'by hand" method, where 
tho farmer, equipped with peavey, 
mattock, shovel and ax, undertook to 
init under cultivation the logger's 
stubble field. By this method the 
standing trees and brusili were slashed, 
generally during the summer months. 
Tlien, In September or' October, after 
the, first rainfall or when there was 
no danger to neighboring Improve- 
ments or timber, a fire' was started 
and allowed to burn over the- entire 
slashing, when most of -'the brush alrid 
small logs were burne'd. - completely: 
The remaining logs were; sawed Into 
convenient lengths, piled and burned. 
After tho rains liad softened tho 
ground sufllciently tho smaller stumps 
and roots were grubbed and ■ pulled 
out. Often a stump puller of the cap- 
stan type was used In pulling the 
smaller stumps after they had ^been 
loosened by digglnlg around them. 

"This type of stump puller Is often 
used In clearing small tracts after-. tho 
stumps have been broken "Into. several 
pieces and loosened by th'e use of 
stumping powder, without which no 
clearing Is undertaken In the present 
day. The stump puller should be of 
simple cc.:structlon, strongly built. 
It generally consists of a drum, a wire 
cable, and a sweep to which a team . Is 
hitched. Powder has been used In all 
clearing operations for several years, 
and all methods, except that of burn- 
ing the stumps below the plow, are de- 
pendent upon It, to loosen tho stumps 
so that they may be taken* out. It Is 
said that a cheap explosive that vould 
do this woric would go a long; way to- 
ward solving the problem of reclaim- 
ing tho logged-off land." 



Donkflj' Engines Used. 

Mr. Thompson found that the don- 
key engine was the most generally, 
used Instrument in clearing the-lands 
after the timber Interests had left It. 
Aside frorh tho initial cost, which Is 
considerable, he found this to bo one 
of the most-successful methods, eco- 
nomically, if operated by skilled hands, 
but that to those unaccustomed to its, 
ojieratlon it has proven ciulto expen-, 
.sivb. The chapter devoted to this sys- 
tem is as follows: 

"Some six or seven years ago when 
logs wore down In the market and 
many logging outfits were Idle, an en- 
terprising logger took a contract for 
pulling the stumps from a meadow. lie 
conceived the idea of using his donkey 
engine with its outfit of blocks and 
cables , to pull and pile the stumps for 
burning. Since.' that time, m^ny ,8uqli 
ouifits- have •b'een.e.jngaged' with- vary-' 
Ing success' in clearing land. The 
usual method la to slash. and burn over 
the . tract to be cleared, in order to 
burn all the underbrush and as many 
small logS: as -jposs.ible. . . 

"Then all the st'ump.n more than one 
foot lri; dlameter . are .split and lessened 
by a- charge; , of stumping: powder of 
from five to twenty sticks, according 
to size.- A charge of twenty- 1 1-2 by 
8-lnch sticks will generally.spitt a Hvo- 
fbot stiimp info'^1ivo']iJI^!Ks,"''«Uid loosen 
it so that an engine cari"puli.the pieces 
from the ground. 

"A gin. pole Is now net In the cc'^ntre 
of a tract of , eight or ten acres and 
held In place by four guy lines from 
tho top. This pole should be sixty feet 
or more above the ground. A block is 
fixed securely near the top of the gin 
pole, through which Is passed the main 
cable from the engine. This cable has 
the 'usual hook, ring, and swivel.'^ at the 
end, and Is usually 1 Incli or 1 1-S 
Inches In diameter. 

"The haul-bacit cable, which Is usu- 
ally 5-S inch in diameter,.Is now taken 
to a lead block ; and- passed' around 
three sides of- one-fourth -of the tract 
to be cleared, at this .setting of the gin 
pole and- the end hooked Into the ring 
of , the", main ^ cable,, thus forming an 
endless, cable .with . the englne-^ono 
th^t wllL.'ru'n In either direction to or 
from the g^h pole.

"Tho auestlon of using a largo or 
small, donkey engine has been dis- 
cussed, but those who have been most 
successful In clearing arc generally in 
favor of ;ui cngino with sufllclont pow- 
er to take all rciots Out v.'lth a straight 
pull, avoiding the use of blocks. A 
n by 10 Inch compound gear, or 10 by

While travo'lling about among the 
logged-oft;.coRim.unItIcs\Mr. Thompson 
c^me.a,oross. a.sturpp.-burnlng machine 
whfch had /beeh'ioh'trtved by an in- 
genious .farmer.,, Hp was. greatly Im-. 
pressed with Its; success.'and while still 



in the experimental stage, Mr. Thomp- 
son believes that it will prove a matc- 
;rlal advancement over systems In more 
general use. It is described as follows;

by hand. 

"By this method the .soil is but little 
disturbed, the subsoil is not scattered 
over the surface and the ashes' are left 
whore most needed. This method re- 
nulre^j less levelling than where holes 
are made by tho use of .powder. 

"It is s;;ia that one man can burn 
out thirty large stumps a week by this 
method and can cut up and pile the 
logs near by at the tjusno time. 

"Another method of burning out 
stumps Is to split the stump with a 
small charge of powder, which nearly 
Ahvaya ni.nkos a l.-irge hole underneath 
and aniund tlio stump. This hole Is 
then filled with kindling and other 
wood and fired. Of the remaining roots, 
those that lie near the ruirfaco arc 
grubbeil out, while the others Jiro cut 
off to a dr-ptli of from twelve to eigh- 
teen inches below tho surface.'. 



. "Charcoaling or pitting stumps, as 
'it is called, is a method of burning out 
stumps tliat has been little used, but 
where tried has proved very cflicicnt. 

"The bark. should be removed from 
the stumps in -the spring or early sum- 
mer. to' allow .the -outside of the stump 
to become.^thoroughiy dry. Often It is 
well to .dig a^,trehoh around, or to 
level tho ground near<tbe stump; then 
a ring of wb.dd'ls stood or piled closely 
about the' stump to the height of two 
feet and one foot thick. Dry rotten 
■wood or bark such as Is found in abun- 
dance on any new land will answer the 
purpose. This is then completely cov- 
ered with sod to a depth of several 
inches, except a small apace on the 
side the wind is blovHng against. When 
no sod is to bo found the wood can 
be covered with a layer of hark, small 
brush, or ferns to keep tho loose earth 
from sifting through. Fine klndlini^ 
is placed in the open space and the 
fire start-jd and allowed to burn opm- 
ly until the ring of wood is well allre; 
then a piece of bark or a bunch of 
ferns or grass is thrown over the hole 
and tbe sod covering completed. The 
stump must now bo closely -watched 
and the lire not allowed to burn 
through the covering, more sod being 
added as needed. The whole secret of 
burning the stump completely is to 
keep the covering intact. If the roots 
.are kept well covered and are re-cov- 
ered as soon as tho earth caves, ex- 
posing! .them . to the air, they will burn 
out . cpmpletiely. .- 

. "This.- method,. Is very economical for 
largo, stumps. Small stumps can be 
grubbed or pulled out to better advan- 
tage. After ten -:days It will be found 
that the-stumpa^requlre very little at- 
tentlp'n.'..' ■'. • '• .; ■ i • 

$2' Per Stump 

"Tho cost of this method of remov- 
ing .stumps is said to be i'l each. 

"The disadvantage of using this 
motliod i.s tho time It takes, as it re- 
quires several weeks for a largo stump 
to burn out completely. 
Use of Chemicals in Burning Stumps 

"The treatment of stumps b" boring 
holes into tho top and (llllng th'em with 
a strong solution of saltpeter and after 
six months or a year saturating the 
stump wltu coal oil and setting to fire 
to It, ■when It Is supposed to burn to 
the smallest root, -has never been tried 
to any extent. 
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"Wb-'n a bear catches a cow lie 
kills her in the following manner: Il<! 
Diic.-i a hole Into the iiidc and blows 
with all his power into It, till the an- 
imal swells excessively and dies; for 
the air expands greatly between the 
Ilesh and the bide.'' It was intelligent 
of the bears to find this out In the lirsl 
instance; but it seems a circuitous 
motlind of killing, for a cow might be 
expuetod to siipiiort con.^iderable in- 
fl.'ition before becoming defunct, llap- 
l)ily. brn'-->ver, we have the Information 
on the liigh authority of a naturalist 
who was also a Quaker. 

But It Is not easy to take bears se- 
riously. Tills may be partly the re- 
sult of our. own prejudice, born of see- 
ing them dance ridiculously in the 
streets; but in large measure it is un- 
doubtodl.\- the fault of the bear,^ them- 
.selves — "\-er.\' 111 - favored rougli things." 
as SIfndi-i' sa.\'s — "shuffling boars." 
whoso t'lotlu-s fit tlioni, so to spealt, de- 
ploriibly ill, while their persons end 
towards the rear with a suddenness 
which precludes any ' affectation of 
dignity. 

The Bear he never can prevail 
To lion It for lack of tail. 

Which Is as true of the real bear .as 
it was of that bear ■with tho ragged 
sttiff m Insult to whom the original 
(Ursa caret cauda: no queat esse Ico) 
was written. Nor that the real bear 
would "Hon . It" If ho could, for ho Is a 
llat-footed, middle-class, unpretentious 
b^att to whom the necessity of pKyIng 
at being king would soon become an 
Intolerable bore. Nor Is It easy, when 
line considers the matter, to dc<;Ide, 
liow a. tail woul'd Improve a bear.^ One 
can imagine It endlngi.In fifty different 
kinds of tall only to appear more lud- 
Urous with each; and nature doubtless 
did wisely, hiaving made an anlriial to 
which no pre-existing ?tyle of tall 
would be becoming, to leave It, as it 
werp, unfinished. ■ . . 

>That bears were not handsomer was 
tor centuries (until admirably refuted 
by Sir Thomas Browne) ' believed to be 
the result of tho fact that the cubs 
were born shapeless, mer.e,. "growing 
lumiis." Such form as tliey might 'sub- 
.scquently acquire was . ' duo' ' to the 
nuithor's licking of theni ..wltW' ^ her' 
"iilastic tongue;" and a good 'deal of 
oliihiuy has beqn heaped upon; the 'poor 
m others, by poets and others, Vtecaiise 
tiioy did not make a better job of It. 
Hiu after all, as has been pertinently 
liolnted out, there Is not anything "se- 
riously d^rogatorj' . to a she-bear In 
beliig the mother only of bear-cubs." 
It' Is uriroasohable to 'expect a btar-

mother to lick her cubs into anything 
other or better than bears. And at 
tlie worst the bear's m^n- cUnnsInes.s 
sij disarms criticism tliat it becomes a 
l)ositlve advantage to hhn.

To the general iiubllc tho creatures 
in the zuoluglcal gardens fall Into two 
el.-iSHO.s -tho.-io which will cat buns or 
nuts and llioso which will not.

rarer intervals, and, having killed, they 
gorge tlu-msulv(-s. The bear— taking the 
black bc'ii' of Noi'tli America as an ex- 
ample, a:-' being (with the possible ex- 
ception of the Teddy Bi.-ar from the 
-same country) the best known species 
— kills no .such quarry as will furnlsli 
a full meal, but it strolls forth and 
l)ro\.-sc>s, now scratching uji a root, 
now inuiicliliig a niouthfnl of sprouting 
buds, or revelling In patch oC blue- 
bi-rri.'s or other u'lh! fruits, tearing off 
a strlii of bark from .-i rotting tree anil 
IntcrrceiUing sucli boptlos or nthcr 
crawling things as may lie illsturbril, 
turning in'i r stone to dislodge, i>or- 
h.'ips, a liy„'ii-(l or a, mouse, and dallying 
half an hour at an ant's nest, eating 
ants. Such little tiny i<icl;shaws as 
ants and hectics and berries can go 
but a smaii way indlvidii.illy towards 
filling the stomach of a bear; hut few

at once conciliates our s.\ inpatliy, so 
that tlie human niotlior standing dut- 
side tho bars can share a tuin In alter- 
nate mouthfuls Imijarlially between 
her baby and tho bear. Thus a friend- 
ly relationship Is established which Is 
Impossible In the case of either lions or 
tigers. "It Is not goneially luiown, 
perhaps, but boars are the offspring of 
a man who, unable to jiay his debts, 
went off to tho woods and never came 
back again, for he married some wild 
forest thing and lived among the )ir 
trees to tho end oiC his days." Whether 
"generally known" among human be- 
ings or'not, this Is undoubtedly known 
to the bears; for the folk-lore of all 
countries is full of stories of people 
who, having been deserted In tho for- 
est as babe&, have, like- Atalantu and 
Orson, had bears for their fostir- 
parenLs. 

• There are, of course, bears and bears. 
Even the nursery is familiar with the 
existence of at least three kinds in the 
Great Big Bear, tho i\llddlo-Sized Bear 
and the Little Wee Bear; and a writer 
on Unnatural history has given us an 
Infallible guide for distinguishing be- 
tween these species in the fact that 
you can always tell which of the three 
It is that you have met hy the amount 
of you vvliicli, after the encounter, ro- 
nialha . uneHten. To bo more pedant- 
ically a'cdiirate; the polar liear alort; Is 
truly earn Ivproiis, tho other species. 
If In varying, degrees, living in tlu ir 
wild state by preference on rools and 
fruits and. Insects,.. .-And it Is not only 
in tho matter, of fthelr, diet that tliere 
is a gulf:;betweort'Uhe.?bears and tho 
great cats, but In the manner of their

.\lnst nf all things to eat, mori^ even 
than ripe berries iir an.v of its ra\'orite 
roots, a hilar liivi'S li<iiu'\', an aniialilc 
weakness which, both in real llfi.' .and 
il", fable, has not seldom led it iiUo 
trouble. Ancient authors, however, de- 
nied that It was for the honey tliat 
b.-ais rilled hives. Tliey were but nieil- 
Iclning thoinselvcs. Being troubled 
with illniueKS of sight, tlie,\- invite. It 
seems, the bees to sting them and 
"malce llieni lilooii about the head and 
so dlscliarge them of their heavltiess." 
It would evidently be more convenient 
for a bear to jiut Its head Into .-i hive 
than to h.old It under w.'iter to tho 
leeches; but no one can doub'. the 
bear's Infantile fondness for sweets 
who has once seen with what aliierity 
the big brown benr in the bear-jilt In 
Ilegent'.s Park, no matter how suiky 
Ills mood or how replete he may bo 
with the offerings of n bank holiday 
crowd, comoH iinrrylng to the bai.^. at 
the first rattle of a wooden spoon In .'i

keiit liberally .supoliod with pots of 
honey and treacle and jam, the volun- 
tary gifts of the piiblie. 

Some writers have doubted whether 
In the wild state ordinary bears ever 
kill for food any animal larger than a 
squlrri'l, a mouse, or the young of 
rnarmots, which last they arrive at by 
digging out the nests from under- 
ground. There is abundant evidence, 
howe\-er, that even tho .-Vmerlcan black 
bear is less Innocent of blood than this. 
That it kills the young not onlv of the 
smaller deer, Init of wajilti and elk, or 
moose, is well- established; and des- 
lier.-ite h.-ittles tal<e place between the 
bears and the hind, or cow-moose, on- 
doavoriiig to jirotect her children. Pigs, 
especially young pigs, as settle-s on 
the frontier learn to their cost, are 
delicacies which appc-ij to the taste of 
all bears alike. Thi. Himalayan black 
bear U\\\s calves and ponies, and In 
some districts of tlio United States a 
heavy toll Is levied on the docks and 
herds, fioine authorities, indeed, be- 
lieve- that the Induonco of civilization 
Is corruiiting the bears, making thcni 
more carnivorous by placing in their 
wa.^■ greater temptation, In tho form of 
domestlc-itnd animals, than over they 
were subjected to in tlieli- wild state. 
Wo liavo seen the same thing in Indl.-i, 
where a large nuiiibor of tigers, in- 
termediate between tlie true wild tig- 
ers, living only on wild game, and the 
altogether perverted man-eaters, main- 
tain tJiomsolves entirely on doniesdc 
i-atllo. The same thing undmiblodlv 
oeeurs In Kngland in tho case of some 
species of birds, once regarded as the 
farmer's friends, which are i. learning 
more and more to live .upon the'farm- 
er's oro|is. 

Hears, indeed, given proper oppor- 
tunity, are carnlvnriius euougli. Their 
feeding time furnishes no such pop- 
ular Kpectitcio at the zoolofrical gar- 
dens as dues the linns' dinner hour, 
but nil are given meat as well as vog- 
etalile, chiefly in Ihe farm of cooked 
bones and fish. In iiolsonlng or trapi- 
jilng bo.'irs tho b.-ilt used is commonly 
moat iind often conked meat; and there 
have lieeii cases In tlu- United .States 
where bears have made themselves a 
nuisance about hotels built In dis- 
tricts wdioro the killing of game is for- 
bidden, coming to run.mnge among tlic 
scraps and rubbish thrown out from 
the kitchens and submitting with ro- 
ll *ivnce to being shooed away by 
k) lien mil Ids. Not mnny miles from 
one of our university towns there lives 
a zoolo.glciilly inclinod profossoi- who 
keojis .such strange cri-atures at large 
about his proiniscs that there is dllll- 
culty In jiertuading servants to stay 



there. "You should just see the things 
as comes into the kitchen, muml" one 
who had been a cook at the establish- 
ment is reported to have said to a Iday 
who considered engaging her. But at 
the worst no beasts which could be al- 
lowed to run loose about the' garden 
of an Knglish country house could be 
r,£i Inconvenient as families of wild 
bears from tlie forest snufflng at the 
larder door. 

One is tempted to believe that much 
of the abuse which bears have re- 
cei^ pd from English writers In, the past 
has boon owing to the unfortunate fa- 
cllit.\^ wltli which the name lends Itself 
to rhyme. The iioets have set the cx- 
anijile of vitujieratlon for others writ- 
ers to follow. .Macaulay's bear "growl- 
ing amid bone^ and lilood" Is not con- 
vincing, and might better have been a 
Hon or a tiger; but lions and tigers, 
panthers, leopards tnd jaguars arc al- 
most as intractable for poetic purposes 
aw they arc In real life. Bears unhnp- 
pll.v rhyme to readily with lairs and 
hairs — blood -clotted or other — snares 
and glares, lhat they almost thrust 
themselves into simile as a synoio'm 
for all that Is horrific and that "drinks 
tho blood of men," 

Tt Is easy, however, to go to the 
other oxtroiiie and exaggerate the ami- 
ability of boars. Not iiltogolhor with- 
out justlllcation is it that "surl.\- as a 
bear" has beeomo a, p-roverh, or that 
wo use "bearish" in tlio sense in which 
wo do. Cubs Indood often make de- 
lightful pets and playthings, but with 
advtmcing \-e;irs, even under the kind- 
est treatment, tlioy tend to grow 
troiichorou.s; and, whether in eaIltivlt^ 
nr at largo, liears are wicked fighters 
when tlio.\- clinoso, their method of at- 
tack being hy striking savagely with 
their huge forepaws iirmed with the 
long curved talons. Ex-en tho absurd- 
looiiing sloth Ivnr (surel.v the funniest 
and nio.= t entertaining animal in Re- 
gon'.'s Park!) is said to be imc of tho 
anlagonlsts of which the tiger itself' 
stands In awe. Any mother boar with 
>-oung cubs la nearly always dangei'- 
ous, while the present writer has found 
a wounded black boar, when ch.-irging, 
a suniciontly dlscnncortiiig thing! 
NInotoon times out of twenty a boar, 
whether European brown, Asiatic red] 
gre.v, or black, or American black or 
grizzl.v, is willing enough to avoid an 
encounter with man; but the choice of 
tho twentieth time seoms to be .a mat- 
ter of more caprice, so that no man 
can say for certain that bruin, how- 
ever met, will not show fight. As 
Artemus Ward discovered, a bear, If 
"amoosln'," is too often alao. "onro- 
Uable."— London Times. 



"Mr. K. O. Walders. of Hamilton, 
Wash., write.s of this nictbod, but does 
not say to what extent he has used It. 
Ho also recommends tho uao of a strong ' 
solution of vitriol to. deaden cottonwood, 
maple and ' alder stumps and prevent 
sprouting. 

"On largo fir, spruce and licmlock 
8tump.s, Mr. Walder'.s method Is to ■'Doie 
four deep holes and pour an equal 
amount of nitric and of sulphuric acid 
Into oacli hole. The holes are then 
tightly plugged. In a yoa.e tho stump 
Is permeated with the acids and can be 
fired in the dry se^on. No results 
from the ujse o£ this -method are given. ' 

Stuhip-Bur'ning Machine 

"A machine used for burning stumps 
consists of ii gasoline engine, a lilower 
a distributor and several lengths of hose 
with short lengths of pipe at one ^.nd. 

"The air from tlio blower Is divided 
into twelve or sixteen equal parts b.v 
the distributor, to- which are connected 
the several lengths of lioso, soino of 
wlilcli aro long and .some short. 

"A hole Is bored In the stump at the 
ground lino or, better stIU, the earth Is 
dug away and the hole bored from six 
to twelve Inches below the surface. 

"A piece of iron heated to a white 
heat is then dropped into tho hole and 
.a blast .of -alr.-turnod .upon It; by- Insert- 
ing a pipe attached to ^ the end of a 
hose .which is of less diameter than 
the hole bored In the stump. Tho large 
diameter of the hole permits tlie gases 
to escape. 

"As many stumps can bo burned at 
the same time as there aro lengths of 
liose, or two or more lines of hoso can;' 
"■30 used on the same stump. 

"This machine is still In tlie experl*;, , : 
mental stage. A few have been-.; sue- V;-' 
cDssful In operating* It, while' others • 
have pronounced It a failure. -It Is • ■ 
thought that If this machine is per- - s 
fcctcd it will be a cheap and economical ' 
method of destroying stumps. 

Mr. F. f. Mead, of Tacoma, Wash.,' 
says that by using this machine ho has 
been ablo to do heavy clearing for $50 
per acre. Mr. ,T. H. Davis, of George- 
town, AVash., lias used this machine In ■ 
clearing forty acres that averaged forty.' .. 
stumps par-^iacre, - at a ;coBt: -o£ S65-i- 
per acre. .-i: ' 

■ Use of Powder' .' 

"At' the present time few undertake . 
to clear even a small tract of land with-; • 
out the use of powder, and in the hands 
of an experienced man powder can be 
made to do large amount of work at. 
comparatively small expense. ' 

"The powder in general use nt the 
present time is known us stumping 
powder and is put up in sticks of 1V& 
by 8 Inches, about sixty-five of which 
come In a box of fifty pounds. Thla-' 
powder costs at the present retail price', 
$6.25 a box; In ton lots, $5.25 a box. 

"Tho charge of powder is placed as 
nearly as possible beneath the centre of 
the stump. The powder should be 
placed on tho iiardpan if the soil is not 
too deep; otherwise It Is plaped ttoai-^s. 
two to three' feet below the surface. • 

"To get the best. results tho sticks are 
removed from the paper wrappers and 
packed closely together in the hole ''oe- 
neath the stump. This can not bo done 
in wet places. The powder works best 
when tlio temperature Is about 70 de- 
greoH Fahreulieit. 

"Tills powder has more effect when 
the soil is saturated with water. Tlio 
wrappers aro allowed to remain upon 
the sticks ill wet places. 

"Tlio following charges will bo found 
effective upder average ground condi- 
tions and where using stump pullers or 
blDcUs and teams: 

i:ila. stumps In in. IS 2-1 30 3G 48 GO 72 
Stlck.s of iiowdcr.. 7 10 20 35 50 65 

"Wlicro the soil i.s sandy and loose it, 
will require one-half more powder for 
the same size stump. 

"As this powder does not work ■well 
at a temperature below 70 deg. P.. tt Is 
nocessar.y when using it in cold weather 
to keep It warm by some nictbod. Some 
powder lucn bury the boxes In a manure 
pile; otliurs lay It upon ,a perforated 
rack over boiling water. As In either 
of these nieth.ods tlio powder becomes . 
more or les.s damp from tho vapor, It Is 
thought that when dry heat Is applied, 
better results are obtained. 

"Charles Shirk, of Belllngham, Wash., 
has used 'a box hero described for heat- 
ing powder nnd thinks Ills is tho best 
niothod tp iiso for tills piirposo. This 
box Is jullt iinrn a sled and Is placed 
piirtition, oil one side of which is placed 
a small all-tight br-atlng stove. wliUo 
on tho other ,iro shelves of wire screen 
oil which the sticks of powder are loose- 
ly laid. The box will bold 100 Jiounds 
of powder, and It may bo kept at tho 
desired temperature in tlio coldest 
wenter. ;;,;;•' 

"It is well to employ a powder man 
who bus had experience in blowing our 
slumps, as tlio saving nf powdor alonu 
will more than pay bis wages. 

It Is only very rich land, or that which 
Is near tho •-Centres . of population, that 
will at tho tiraserit tlrne pay 'Inter^st on 
the ciipltal invested to 'put It under cul- 
tivation. ',' 

"Bottnr. returns from other forms of 
Investment have kept capitalists from 
forming companies to clear these log- 
g,-d-off lands. Tt will rendlly bo aeon 
that this would reinilre ;i large capllal- 
Izntlon, as the aver.", kp farmer could 
only p.nv for the (de.aring of bia land 
in small Instnllmonts. 

"Tt lins been suggpstPd that the stato 
or country working under a law slmllnr 
to (lie one under which bonds aro is- 
sued for draining land, ■whereby a part 
of Mie bonds nnd tlie Interest are paid 
eneh voar hr the smnll annual payments 
of tlio owners benefited, might aid In 
this work of rec!nlniln,fT theso wastes. 

"Whore there are sovor.al owners of 
land In the s.nmo vicinity who deslro 
to clear land they could do much by 
forming a co-opern.tlvo compnny to buy 
iinicl'lnoi y and powdor and biro tho ex- ' 
norlcncod help noodod. All those who 
iLivo cleared logged-off land are united 
111 .loving that thero Is a groat deal 
learned In cohnoctlon witit the first 
tract of land cle.nred nnd aro convinced 
that tlipy could clear tho second tract 
very much . cheaper." 

, 5\'ALTBIl B. .CLARK, / 
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The big- i-)rc?slclpnt of the United 
States, Wm. li. Taft, had a very busy 
holiday on the last day of June. He 
spent It virlth the graduates of Yale 
unlvei-slty. Ha walked with the young 
men who have Just finished their 
course there and made a speech to 
them. It Is thirty-one years since Jtr. 
Taft graduated from Yale, but he 
showed that ho is still a.s fond of fun 
as the youngost and brlehtost of the 
young fellows to whom he spoke. lie 
attended the meeting of a secret soci- 
ety which his father had founded In 
Yale. This association beurs the 
queer name of the "Sltull and Bones," 
Of courac no one outside Icnows what 
happened at this meeting but iic may 
be Huro the young men were no 
worse for meettng the man 'who has 
so quietly worfced his way to the 
highest position- in the gift of a great 
nation. 

Ii: his address the president, at the 
close of a liumorous speech, became 
suddenly very grave and warned the 
great party to which lie belongH that 
unless they carried out the reforms 
they had promised they would no 
longer be allowed to conduct the af- 
fairs of the United States. President 
Roosevelt did much to make the busi- 
ness men of the country more lionest. 
He made many enemies but he was not 
to be prevented hy hatred or abuse 
from doing what he believed to be 
right. President Taft Is a much 
quieter man but ho has shown that ho 
Intends to carry out the work of re- 
form to whlcli the Republican party 
pledged itself at the last oicction. 

Lord Charles Beresford has been 
taUiing to the London merchants and 
waraiag them that unless they buUd 
a number of battleships which will 
cost $275,000,000 England cannot de- 
fend Itself against an enemy. There 
are many people who think that the 
former liead of the navy wants more 
ship.s than are needed but all arc 
agreed that England must increase 
her navy if she Is to hold the empire 
she won. It Is now agreed by all the 
great colonies that some plan must be 
niudc by whicii they can assist the 
mother ctinntry. This will bo settled 
by a conference which will meet in 
England very soon. Armies and na- 
vies cost a great deal of money. Some 
day, It la hoped, the countries of the 
world will learn to treat each other 
honestly and then they will not be 
needed. TJntil then It Is e\'ery man's 
duty to do what he can to refend his 
country. 

The mayor of New York a short 
time ago dismissed three of the chief 
men in the police department because 
they had not done their duty in bring- 
ing those guilty of crime to justice 
and in preserving the innocent from 
blame. Tlio placing of the picture of 
an Innocent boy in the rogues' gallery 
was the act that led to the dismissal 
nf the police onicers. It is a terrible 
thing to take a boy's cliaracter from 
him. This is very seldom done o.xcept 
by the boy himself. But there is 
such a thing as unjust accusation and 
it should be severely punlslicd.

About two weeks ngo :i train was 
robbed at Ducks on the C. P. R. line. 
The robbers got away but one of them 
was afterwards killed and the other 
.shot Constable Decker. For d.ays now 
this man and others of the gang have 
been hunted among the rocks near 
Ashcroft. It Is strange t'.bat men can 
become more dangerous than any wild 
befust. Surely the wise man was right 
who said, "the way of the transgressor 
is hard!" These men suffer from hun- 
ger and tliirst, and fear. They liavo 
lo.st all tlielr friends and will suffer a 
violent and disgraceful death. What 
la there that could bo worth such a 
risk? Not all the gold In the world. 
Yet tlieso outlaws were once Innocent 
little boys. Perhaps even yet some old 
mother loves the worst of them. The 
first dishonest act, the first cruel deed, 
tho first deceitful word, how. small, 
i<erhaps it seemed and yet H was the 
first step on the road that led (he out- 
law to the wilderness In which he 
wanders. 

A terrible crime wdss committed In 
London on Dominion Day. An Indian 
student shot and killed an English of- 
ficer. Sir Wm. Curzon 'Wylle. An "At 
Home", had been given for Indian stu- 
dents at the Imperial Institute. It was 
attended by a great many ladies and 
gentlemen.

tha t vicinity.' ' • 

According to the reports first tele- 
graphed, hundreds. If not thousands, 
of the people aliout Fornio had perish- 
ed; and for some time we feared that 
Murray and. ills young wife, whom wo 
liad also known well, were among the 
victims of tho (ire. 

I rejoiced, therefore, when twelve 
days later a letter came, written by 
Murray liim.self. 

"We are still alive," so his letter 
opon-j, "but it was touch and go with 
u.« cr.r (lay. I liad seen forest fires 
before, but we never iiad anything like 
this in Maine. I could give you no 
Idea of It If 1 tried— the hent, I mean, 
and tho great waves of flame that 
rolled through the sky! 

"Just one little thing saved our lives 
and the lives of eight others -,vho took 
refuge In our house— just one little 
Iron rod. 

"That will sound so queer to you 
that I shall have to explain it. 
_ 'iOnr house Is on the Elk river, about 
five miles out of Fernie. I built It 
myself. It was Just a shack of squared 
logs, thirty-two by twenty feet, with 
a shingled roof— good enough in a new 
country for Elsie and myself.- s 

"I had trouble about getting a well 
there on account of ledges. For ov6r 
a year I used to bring all the water 
we used in buciiets from the river. 
The Elk river comes down a great val- 
ley between the moimtains west of the 
Crow's Nest Pass, and empties Into the 
Kootcnay, which is a large tributary of 
tho Columbia. . .. 

"But 1 grew tired of fetching Water 
so far, and last ."May I put up a wind- 
mill at the rlvi-rljank, one of those 
small Iron 'turbines' such as sell for 
fifteen dollar.s. A slender steel tripod, 
or lower thirty feet lilgli, came with it. 
Tho only woodwork about it was the 
long pump- rod, and iliat ^vas broken 
coming up on the ears from Spokane. 
So I replaced it witli a little iron rod 
which I i)lccpd together at the saw- 
inllls whore 1 work. I mention tills be- 
cause I suppose we all owe our lives to 
that iialf-inch rod. If tiie wooden 
pump-rod had not hapiionod to get 
smashed on tlie cars, well, vou would 
not be reading this Icticr, that's all! 

"Tlie windmill worked all right. I 
got two hundred feet of pipe, and then 
nailed together a wooden tank In tho 
Idtehen, where Elsie foun.l it n great 
convenience to have plenty of water 
lianUv. 

"All through tlje last wt-ek of July 
it was very smoky. This whole Elk 
river valley was heavily wnodcd; and 
sinco lumbering began, tlmro were 
miles and miles of d.'acl, diy treetops 
and brush. Not a ilinj) of rain had 
fallen for weeks. You can imagine how 
dry all this waste stuff Joecame.
